President Bill Clinton’s Operation Up- 
hold Democracy “shows a strength for 
Clinton and a weakness for his critics,” 
says US Representative Barney Frank (D- 
Newton). But he’s astounded by the me- 
dia’s whining in the wake of a clear for- 
eign-policy victory. “The culture of nega- 
tivism is so strong that people can’t accept 
success,” Frank says. “People who were 
denouncing Clinton because he was talk- 
ing about invading are now denouncing 
him because he didn’t.” 

Lloyd deMause, editor of the Journal of 
Psychohistory, offers an abstruse but fasci 
nating theory for this phenomenon, which 
he says is grounded in depression and 
fears of the “castrating mommy,” 
Freudian concept that sons feel guilty 
when they succeed, believing their moth- 
ers will be angered by the freedom and in- 
dependence that success brings. 

“A prediction: | think we'll be depressed 
by this,” he says. “The nation can’t take all 
this success. We’ve had much too much 
progress. We’re coming out of a reces- 
sion. We’ve got another two million peo- 
ple back at work. Corporations are mak- 
ing money hand over fist. It’s based on the 
psychoanalytic theory that success is very 
hard to take if you've had a hard time as a 
child.” 

Wars and other rituals of human sacri- 
fice, according to deMause, are brought 
about because “we're looking for some 
sort of release. You never go to war in a 
recession. That more or less takes care of 
your masochistic needs. The danger is 
when you have recoveries.” He compares 
the US to a depressed patient who begins 
responding to therapy: “If a person starts 
getting better, his dreams start popping 
out all over the place. He’s now got to 
handle his freedom.” 

DeMause says it’s time to put the nation 
on the analyst’s couch, or risk repeating 


KERRY'S OFFICE 
EVES PILGRIM 


The Pilgrim nuclear power plant’s most 
recent shutdown — the second longest in 
its history — raises the question of how 
long Pilgrim can operate both safely and 
economically, according to US Senator 
John Kerry’s office. 

“As it goes on, cost is a significant is- 
sue, and I think this most recent shut- 
down has raised that issue more 
poignantly than in times past,” says 
Sarah Woodhouse, Kerry’s environ- 
mental-issues aide. “If it comes to a 
point where the citizens are not receiv- 
ing energy at a cost that is economical, 
that is certainly something that needs to 
be addressed.” 

Officials at Boston Edison, Pilgrim’s 
owner, announced last week that an elec- 
trical problem in the Plymouth plant’s 
generator and three malfunctioning water 
pumps will force them to close the plant 
for up to four months. 

The closure, which began on August 
29, is the plant’s fifth unplanned shut- 
down this year and will cost ratepayers 
about $1 million per week as Boston Edi- 
son buys replacement power from other 
sources. The $6 million to $8 million 
worth of repairs will likely be covered by 
insurance. 

Such unplanned shutdowns have been 
occurring about once every two months 
for the past two years, and have sparked a 
rising level of criticism from both anti-nu- 
clear activists and nuclear-power backers 
(“Nuclear Time Bomb,” News, August 5). 
The more the plant is shut down and 
restarted, the more stress is put on equip- 
ment designed to prevent accidents. And

Plant spokesman David Tarantino in- 
sists the shutdowns do not indicate the 
plant poses any long-term safety threats. 
“The logic in the nuclear industry is that if 
you have a problem, the safe thing to do is 
shut the plant down and fix the problem,” 
he says. “It’s disappointing when you’re 
having a good run and the plant is run- 
ning well to have this problem.” 

But Robert Pollard, a senior nuclear- 
safety engineer for the Union of Con- 
cerned Scientists and a former reactor en- 
gineer for the Nuclear Regulatory Com- 
mission, disagrees with Tarantino over the 
effect of repeated shutdowns. 

“It just keeps exacerbating the fatigue 
problem,” he says. “If you keep that up 
long enough, it increases the probability 
that you’ll have a major accident without 
any warning.”

Not only are security-obsessed govern- 
ment officials trying to make life easier for 
their spies, but now they want us to foot 
the bill. 

According to gonzo techno-journalist 
Brock Meeks’s CyberWire Dispatch, tele- 
phone companies may be directed to tax 
their customers to pay for the hardware 
and software modifications that will be 
needed to make the new wave of digital 
phone systems wiretap-friendly. 

The cost of implementing the so-called 
digital-telephony bill has been estimated at 
$500 million, but it’s by no means certain 
that Congress will appropriate that money. 
And Roy Neel, president of the United 
States Telephone Association and a 
former aide to Vice-President Al Gore, 
says the real cost will be on the order 
of “billions.” 

The Clinton administration, not surpris- 
ingly, is picking up conservative allies in 
its quest to make sure that government 
agents will be able to continue tapping 
phones in the digital age. According to 
CyberWire Dispatch, US Representative 
Alex McMillan (R-North Carolina) has 
proposed an “anti-crime surcharge” to be 
levied on every phone in the US to pay for 
the cost of installing wiretap software. 

“I think that the American public would 
be willing to pay this,” McMillan said at a 
recent hearing of the House Subcommit- 
tee on Telecommunications and Finance.

Trinity gives a twang to The Winter’s Tale

t’s a chili night in winter at 
Trinity Rep, where Shake- 
speare’s The Winter’s Tale has 
been given a country-and- 


western pang and a Texas © 


twang. Some countrification is nec- 
essary, of course, when after inter- 
mission Shakespeare’s late romance 
takes a hairpin turn to bumpkinville, 
skipping over 16 years as if they were 
pebbles on the road to redemption. 
But in Dakin Matthews’s production, 
the rustic torching starts early as, in 
the marbled halls of power, palace 
insiders sway to “The Tennessee 
Waltz,” with its remarkable relevance 
to the play’s shot-out-of-a-cannon 
plot. As Leontes, king of Sicily, twirls 
with his young son, the visiting Polix- 
enes, king of Bohemia, dances with 
Leontes’s pregnant wife, Hermione, 
to the strains of “My friend stole my 
sweetheart from me.” We all know 
the potency of cheap music; com- 
bined here with the paranoia-induc- 
ing power of hooch, “The Tennessee 
Waltz” is all it takes to convince 
Leontes that his best buddy and his 
darlin’ have done him wrong. 

It’s a brilliant beginning, really, to a 
production that nonetheless fails to 
make the leap from royal self-de- 
struction to sweet rustication without 
pretty much shattering the fragile bal- 
ance of the play, a fairy tale in which 
jealousy worthy of Othello ends not 
in tragedy but in a series of unlikely 
turns of event, and changes of 
scenery, that lead to reconciliation 
and rebirth. Just imagine Desde- 
mona’s turning up, freeze-dried and 
forgiving, at the end. 

In Matthews’s treatment of this tale 
of two kings and kingdoms bonded, 
severed, and rebonded, Sicily has the 
aura of Washington, DC (where, in- 
cidentally, Trinity Rep’s new artistic 
director, Oscar Eustis, set Julius Cae- 
sar), an apt locale for the strange 
coupling of paranoia and protocol on 
view here. Bohemia has a Lone Star 
feel (and returning Trinity Rep fa- 
vorite Peter Gerety, as Autolycus, 
clearly thinks he’s the lone star), with 
Jonathan Fried’s smooth but incitable 
Polixenes a more reassuring king 
than Ross Perot. 

Despite the intrusion of an un- 
iambic CNN element, designed to 
turn Leontes’s railroading of Her- 
mione into a late-20th-century 
celebrity trial, and the woeful absence 
of a bear to bolster literature’s most 
famous stage direction, “Exit, pursued 
by a bear,” the production’s first act is 
tight-knit and tersely successful, a 


\| juggernaut spurred by human error, 


anger, and arrogance. Of course, in 
The Winter's Tale, that’s the easy part.

What’s difficult is reconciling Sicily 
and Bohemia, reveling in the fairy-tale 
romping and roguery (and country 
line-dancing!) of the latter without 
breaking the thread of magic that ties 
the Good Ship Sheepherder to the 
play’s delicate fifth act. 

Renaissance man of California the- 
ater Dakin Matthews 
(he’s an author, director, 
Shakespearean scholar, 
and sitcom actor!) was invited 
to Trinity by incoming artistic direc- 
tor Eustis for obvious reasons. 
Matthews’s all-American take on The 
Winter’s Tale dovetails nicely with 
outgoing artistic director Richard 
Jenkins’s rambunctious, fiddle-driven 
approach to the classics. And some of 
this C&W Winter’s Tale — in partic- 
ular, the translation of professional 
rogue Autolycus’s arcane “ballads” 
into yip-laden country rock backed by 
Chris Turner’s band — is ingenious. 

One big problem, though. When you 
remove most of the poetic melancholy 
from Twelfth Night, turning it into a 
mad, margaritaville frolic presided over 
by Sirs Toby Belch and Andrew 
Aguecheek, as Jenkins did, you get 
away with it, in part, because the play’s 
comedy is first-rate. In The Winter’s 
Tale, Autolycus’s yokel-duping 
shenanigans — directed, primarily, at 
the endearingly duncelike father/son 
team of Robert J. Colonna and Fred 
Sullivan Jr. + are just not that funny. 
And the returning Gerety, though a 
vaudevillean force of nature, on whom 
rascalry sits as comfortably as a stolen 
chapeau, becomes tedious as he pushes 
the character’s con-jobbing caterwaul- 
ing into a star turn. (Moreover, you 
can’t understand a lot of the lyrics.) 

But if the Trinity production 
doesn’t negotiate the time and style 
warps of The Winter’s Tale, it deals 
masterfully with the bugaboo of

Leontes’s sudden, unmotivated jeal- 
ousy. Against the icy splendor of Eu- 
gene Lee’s Oval Office-y set, 
Matthews creates — without flogging 
— a Nixonian atmosphere in which 
presidential pomp spars with vulgarity 
(“It is a bawdy planet”), a stray 
punch knocking Timothy Crowe’s 
authoritarian Leontes 
onto the ropes of psy- 
chosis. Deeper and deep- 
er in his stubborn delusion and his 
cups, Crowe’s Leontes is a hurt, 
nasty, yet self-possessed drunk, into 
whom sense cannot be talked by ei- 
ther apprehensive minions or Phyllis 
Kay’s brusque, lady-lawyerly Paulina. 

Cynthia Strickland is a less natural- 
ly Shakespearean figure than Crowe; 
there is something gritty about her 
that defies Hermione’s totemic grace. 
But she gives a mature, nuanced per- 
formance that captures first the 
queen’s youthful, even flirtatious 
charm, then her spitting anger 
weighted by post-partum weariness. 
As Polixenes, Fried is silkily charming 
but as authoritarian as his friend 
Leontes (and hilarious at the sheep- 
shearing, when disguised as a slump- 
ing, wheelchair-ridden Jim Bob out of 
Tennessee Williams). 

Brian McEleney makes of Camillo a 
profoundly humane bureaucrat, and 
Allen Oliver, as noble bear bait 
Antigonus, dispatches his duties with 
a troubled ease. As Leontes and 
Hermione’s lost child Perdita, whose 
return fulfills the Delphic Oracle and 
her penitent father’s dreams, pert 
Candice Rose tries to cross wonder 
with Wynonna, but it’s hard to do the 
Bard with a twang. And Kay’s breezy, 
briefcase approach to Paulina robs her 
of her magicianship, taking away from 
the mystery and beauty that nonethe- 
less transcend the preposterousness of 
The Winter's Tale’s Big Thaw finale.Q

LONG DIVISION 

Five years ago: September 22, 1989 

> Multiple-personality disorder was long considered a 
mysterious condition affecting a few unfortunate people. It 
was only when the number of reported cases began to mul- 
tiply that the condition received the attention it deserves. 
Sean Flynn reported. 

“Cases like that of Sybil, the pseudonym of a woman 
with 16 personalities . . . were considered oddities, if not 
— by some — outright frauds. Indeed, as recently as the 
late 1970s, much of the psychiatric community doubted 
multiple-personality disorder (MPD) even existed. 

“Today, however, experts in the field say it’s not rare. 
Writing in the April 1988 edition of the American Journal 
of Psychotherapy, two University of Manitoba researchers 
estimated ‘that occurrence of MPD is more common than 
one in 10,000 in the general population, which implies 
there is a large reservoir of undiagnosed cases.’ ” 


THE GAP 

10 years ago: September 25, 1984 

» One generation has always had difficulties relating to 
the next, but the “Vietnam generation” may forever stand 
alone. Neil Miller described the gap that never closed. 

“If the term ‘generation gap’ has an application in 1984, 
the gap seems not to be between the current generation of 
college students and their parents, but between the college- 
age group and those now in their mid 30s to early 40s — 
the “Vietnam generation.’ 

“Probably the most exhaustive study of the evolution of 
Vietnam-generation attitudes comes from Gregory 
Markus, an associate professor of political science at the 
University of Michigan. 

“What Markus found was ‘clear evidence of persisting 
attitudinal differences between the Vietnam cohorts and 
their elders and also with the people who came after them. 
The Vietnam generation was attitudinally distinct back 
then, and it remains attitudinally distinct today.’ ” 


SKY RACKET 

15 years ago: September 25, 1979 

» When ungodly noises come from the heavens, they are 
usually generated by jets. Michael Rezendes had the latest 
on the ear-splitting battle between people and planes. 

“At noon people are in the mayor’s office, trying to enlist 
Kevin White’s support. At 7:30 p.m. they are at the air- 
traffic-control tower at Logan International Airport to ne- 
gotiate with the Massachusetts Port Authority. 

“They represent the approximately 150,000 citizens in 
metropolitan Boston who are suffering from what the Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency has called unacceptable, or at | 
least undesirable, levels of noise from the jets that use Lo- | 
gan Airport.” 


TRIAL AND ERROR? 

20 years ago: September 24, 1974 

» James Earl Ray may still be awaiting his next day in 
court, but hopes of a retrial have never been far away. Alan 
MacRobert captured a time of anticipation. 

“James Earl Ray, the ‘lone gunman’ now in jail for 
shooting Martin Luther King Jr., is well on his way toward 
getting a new trial which his lawyer, Robert I. Livingston, 
thinks will exonerate him. 

“ ‘We expect to prove at this evidentiary hearing,’ Liv- 
ingston stresses, ‘that from the time of his arrest to the 
date he pleaded guilty, everybody that had dealings with 
James Earl Ray conned the man. I think the world’s going 
to be surprised, to say the least, to see what’s going on.’ ” 


STARDOOM 

25 years ago: September 24, 1969

Kennedy and Roosevelt each 
‘needs what the other has

ull out the brooms,” Col- 
lege Republicans state 
chairman John Racho an- 
nounced giddily at the 
Mitt Romney victory party 


| Tuesday night. “It’s going to be a Republi- 
| can sweep.” 


Democrats ought to be nervous. Faced 
with the prospect of losing Ted Kennedy’s 
Senate seat and the secretary of state’s of- 
fice, and of four more years under a Re- 
publican governor and treasurer, Demo- 
cratic leaders must make a crucial decision 
in the next few days: whether Kennedy will 
do his own thing, as is his family’s tradi- 
tion, or the Democrats will run a truly co- 
ordinated campaign. 

On paper, it makes sense for Kennedy 
to avoid too close an embrace of Demo- 
cratic gubernatorial nominee Mark Roo- 
sevelt and other Democrats on the ballot. 
Roosevelt was 30 points behind Republi- 
can Governor Bill Weld in the pre-primary 
polls. His family name, like Kennedy’s, in- 
vokes an era gone by. And Roosevelt can’t 
come close to matching Weld’s multimil- 
lion-dollar campaign arsenal. 

Conventional wisdom suggests Roo- 


sevelt and other Democrats could only be 
a drag on Kennedy’s chances of surviving 
his challenge from millionaire Romney. 

The conventional wisdom is wrong. 

Who would have thought, six months 
ago, that Ted Kennedy would need Mark 
Roosevelt to win re-election? But Roo- 
sevelt’s successful primary bid to bring his 
party back toward the center offers 
Kennedy cover on welfare and crime, 
which he desperately needs. 

Romney has adopted much of Weld’s 
formula in his effort to win his first race 
for political office. Both Republicans list 
their top three issues as crime, welfare, 
and jobs; the first two are widely consid- 
ered Republican advantages. But Roo- 
sevelt, who voted for a welfare-reform 
package this year that cut benefits, and 
who recently embraced capital punish- 
ment, is giving no ground to Weld on 
these hot-button issues. 

The day after the primary, Roosevelt 
stood at the doors of the Suffolk County 
House of Correction to blast Weld for 
having allowed state prisoners to collect 
welfare while receiving three hots and a 
cot behind bars. In doing so, Roosevelt 
combined the crime and welfare issues 
into one bullet, aimed at the heart of the 
Weld-Romney platform. 


Weld, unlike Romney, has a record his 
opponent can run against. Kennedy will 
likely have some success unmasking Rom- 
ney on economic and social issues, but his 
main hope of discrediting Romney on 
crime and welfare may lie in Roosevelt’s 
effort to weaken the popular governor, 
around whom Romney has wrapped him- 
self like cellophane. 

Kennedy also needs to get a big Demo- 
cratic vote to the polls. But his age, 62, 
could hamper his ability to draw the MTV 
generation, as Bill Clinton did in 1992. 
“He’s tired,” charges Bill Sawyer, the 
GOP’s 1990 candidate for attorney gener- 
al. “He’s a victim of his 
prior achievements.” 

Conservative and 
Republican voters will 
already be flocking to 
the polls because of 
ballot questions on the 
graduated income tax, 
term limits, and seat- 
belts. The only ques- 
tion on the ballot that 
has a chance of draw- 
ing younger, more-lib- 
eral voters is Question 
9 — the anti-rent- 
control referendum, 
which Roosevelt op- 
poses. That ballot 
question is a matter of 
economic survival for 
residents of Cam- 
bridge, Boston, and 
Brookline. But Demo- 
crats will have to regis- 
ter many of those tenants to vote within 
the next two weeks. 

Mitch Kertzman, the high-tech giant 
who chairs Roosevelt’s campaign, was 
asked on Tuesday night whether 1994 
could bring a Republican sweep. “Sure,” 
he answered. “Realistically, yes. Unless we 
organize and coalesce and act like an or- 
ganized, disciplined party, the Republicans 
could win it all.” 

To turn the tide, Democrats will have to 
look beyond their traditional — and aging 
— base to younger, ticket-splitting voters. 
Roosevelt, 38, has the potential to create a 
favorable context for Kennedy while pin- 
ning down Weld, hampering the gover- 
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nor’s ability to act as an attack dog for 
Romney. The Democratic nominee for 
lieutenant governor, Bob Massie, could 
also help excite the youth vote. But with- 
out a quick infusion of cash, the Roo- 
sevelt-Massie ticket could fail to make the 
governor’s race much of a contest. 

Cash, though, is something Kennedys 
know how to raise. 

Alex Bok, a liberal Democratic activist 
from Boston’s Ward 5, believes his party 
still has the chance to turn ’94 into a ban- 
ner year. He thinks Republican Congress- 
man Peter Torkildsen is vulnerable, and 
that Romney has yet to be defined by the

Kennedy camp. (Look for Kennedy to fo- 
cus on Romney’s opposition to the Free- 
dom of Choice Act, which would codify 
Roe v. Wade, and on how Romney made 
his millions during the greed-crazed 
80s.) 

But Bok adds there’s one important 
factor that is out of the Democrats’ 
hands: “It depends on what the Boston 
Globe is going to do. If they choose to 
make the governor’s contest a race, the 
case is going to be made. If the Globe 
writes three stories a day on the gover- 
nor’s race, you'll know two weeks from 
now it’s a tight race. And then their en- 
dorsement will matter.” QO

Bella English is back. 

Channel 4 photographer Rick Ma- 
comber says the man ultimately refused to 
be interviewed. His fear, though, was em- 
blematic of the panic that spread through 
this small (population: 19,807) town 
south of Boston following English’s 
September 14 column on mass murderer 
Craig Price. 

After a three-and-a-half-month sabbati- 
cal at the Boston Globe Magazine, English 
has returned to writing her Monday-and- 
Wednesday column for the Metro section. 
Her piece on Price, who may be released 
from a Rhode Island prison on October 
11 (his 21st birthday), was just her sec- 
ond column since her homecoming. 

And, as with a number of her stories 


over the years, it sparked an immediate 
controversy. 

In this case, Channel 4 (WBZ-TV) ques- 
tioned her passing on of rumors that Price’s 
parents may live in Easton, and that Price 
might move in with them if he’s released. In 
a two-minute report on the 11 p.m. news 
the day English’s column ran, Easton Police 
Chief Stanley Bates looked into the camera 
and related a conversation he’d had with 
the Rhode Island attorney general’s office: 
“They informed me that it was highly un- 
likely that he would be coming to Easton. I 
don’t know how that rumor started.” Re- 
porter Henry Eaton pronounced the rumor 
“apparently unfounded.” 

But English defends her reporting, say- 
ing, “I have a pretty good source who says 
the folks really do live in Easton.” And, she 
adds, the rumor that Price was headed 
there was common conversation on Main 
Street even before she started poking 
around. 

That controversy, though, was minor 
compared to the one she landed in last 
May. That’s when the Globe ombudsman, 
Gordon McKibben, took her to task for 
THE LAST RAP ON NIXON, a column-cum- 
rap-song about the 37th president, who 
had just departed this vale of tears. 

“The name’s Tricky Dicky and it’s plain 
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SEPTEMBER 23,., 
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to see,/The flags are flying half-staff just 
for me,” it began. It went on to attack 
“Democrats, liberals, hippies, the press,” 
and even Hillary Rodham Clinton, before 
concluding: “You won’t have Richard 
Nixon to kick around no more,/Gone to 
my expletive deleted reward.” 

According to McKibben’s assessment, 
hundreds of readers called to protest her 
piece, which ran on the day of Nixon’s fu- 
neral. McKibben’s verdict: “The smart- 
alecky tone of this column, and the timing, 
made it unacceptably offensive.” 

English, though, defends the piece, say- 
ing she found the “sanctimonious hand- 
wringing” that greeted Nixon’s demise to 
be “revisionist history” considering 
Nixon’s numerous high crimes and misde-

meanors. “I had a blast doing that col- 

umn,” she says. “In fact, I’d like to bring 

oe back from the dead, like Don Imus 
as.” 

But deserving as Nixon was of a rude 
sendoff, English should leave him in his 
grave: her best columns are reported 
pieces, and when she tries a riff like the 
Nixon rap song, the results are often less 
satisfying. 

English came to the Globe in 1985, fol- 
lowing a year-long fellowship at Yale Law 
School; previously she’d worked for the 
New York Daily News and, before that, 
the Miami Herald. She started writing her 
column in June 1987, after the late Kirk 
Scharfenberg (then the Metro editor)

asked her to try her hand at focusing on 
the suburbs. She maintained that focus for 
two or three years, she says, but since then 
has written about anything she wants. 
She’s perhaps best known for her pieces 
on domestic violence, children’s issues, 
abortion rights, and the criminal-justice 
system — anything, she says, that involves 
“the underbelly of life” or “ordinary people 
doing extraordinary things.” 

Perhaps her best-known column ap- 
peared on February 3, 1993, when she re- 
ported that former middleweight champion 
Marvelous Marvin Hagler, who was to 
headline an event put together by State 
Treasurer Joe Malone, was beating up his 
girlfriend. Hagler was dropped from the 
event, and he’s rarely been seen in these 
parts since. 

Writing her column — and having two 
children — has made English somewhat 
more conservative over the years, she says, 
although she notes she still opposes the 
death penalty. An example of her occasion- 
al conservatism: this past Monday’s mock- 
ing piece on a $2.3 mil- 
lion settlement won by 
inmates of the now- 
closed Salem Jail. 

As for reports that En- 
glish is not a favorite with 
the mainly male mid-level 
editors who direct the 
Globe’s regional cover- 
age, English says: “I 
haven’t always seen eye 
to eye with some of those 
folks, but I try not to let it 
interfere with my work.” 


Left Coast-bound 

By announcing a week 
ago that it’s opening a 
new bureau, in Los An-

Nolan recently returned from a six- 
month stint at Stanford University’s 
Hoover Institution, “poisoning the minds 
of the young,” and though he insists that 
he loves Boston, he sounds like he can’t 
wait to get back. 

As for when he’ll be heading for the Bay 
Area, he says, “I hope before the 96 presi-

Despite a lengthy stint as one of the 
Globe’s top producers — he’s covered ev- 
erything from the White House to the 
State Department, from the Gulf War to 
the 1992 presidential campaign — Pert-

Pertman says he expects to do “all kinds 
of stories. I’ll do some O.J. If there’s an 
earthquake, I'll cover it. If there’s a riot, 
I’ll cover it. But I think the hope is that I 
don’t get trapped in the mandatory hard- 
news stories.” 

On previous jaunts to California, for in- 
stance, Pertman wrote a harrowing profile 
of the father of Polly Klass, the 12-year- 
old girl who was kidnapped from her own 
bedroom and murdered; a piece on Gover- 
nor Pete Wilson, a 1996 presidential con- 
tender if he can win re-election this 
November; and a look at the resurgence of 
AIDS among young gay men.

Fast start on Sunday | 
The new, bigger Boston Sunday Herald 
got off to a fast start on September 11 with 
its front-page story reporting that US Sen- 
ator Ted Kennedy held just a 44-percent- 
to-38-percent lead over Republican chal- 

lenger Mitt Romney. 

One observer, though, says he’s unim- 
pressed. “To be honest, I don’t see any dif- | 
ference,” sniffs Bruce Mohl, the Globe’s | 
political editor. “They would have used | 
that poll anyway. They just saved it be- | 
cause they wanted to make a splash.” 

Mohl may be right, but the Herald still 
beat the Globe on a major story. The poll 
was especially significant because, up until 
then, a number of observers believed Rom- 
ney’s highly touted candidacy was not liv- 
ing up to expectations. 

And Herald political editor Joe Sciacca 
says readers can expect to see more polling 
— and more creative uses of polling — as 
the campaign heats up. That, and the re- 
cent decision to move Joe Battenfeld out of 
Washington to become the paper’s chief 
political reporter, puts the Herald in a 
strong position, he insists. 

Sciacca also thinks Mohl must have 
missed the redesign of the “Pols & Poli- 
tics” page, and he shot back with a jibe at 
the Sunday Globe’s “Political Capital” col- 
umn (formerly “Short Circuits”), which 

recently moved from Focus to

was none other than New England Patriots 
quarterback/heartthrob Drew Bledsoe, 
who was profiled by Charles Pierce, one of 
the best in the business. (Pierce, a former 
Phoenix and Herald writer, now con- 
tributes regularly to the New York Times 
Magazine, GQ, and Boston.) So much for 
the Herald’s bigger, better sports section. 

Meanwhile, the Sunday Herald’s new TV 
Plus is a clear winner. Its design makes it a 
much more attractive read than the Sunday 
Globe’s stodgy TV Week — and its color- 
coded listings are much easier to follow. 

But the Sunday Herald is going to be a 
tough sell. Since it’s unlikely to pick off 
many Sunday Globe readers, the paper 
must appeal mainly to people who current- 
ly read neither Sunday paper, or who find 
the massive Globe just isn’t enough. And 
though the Sunday Herald’s introductory 
99-cent price is certainly attractive, it’s 
back to $1.50 in two more weeks. 


Endorsement-free zone 

There’s some grumbling in suburbia 
over the decision of Fidelity’s Community 
Newspaper Company (CNC) not to en- 
dorse anyone running for statewide office. 
The decision was handed down after the 
editorial council, formed when editor-in- 
chief John Wilpers’s job was eliminated last 
March, had already interviewed a number 
of candidates. 

“It just didn’t feel like we could come up 
with ‘one endorsement fits all,’ ” says Vicki 
Ogden, president and publisher of Cape 
Cod Community Newspapers. Ogden 
chairs the council, which consists of the 
editors-in-chief of CNC’s six newspaper 
groups; those groups, in turn, publish 64 
papers. 

“We're erring on the side of caution,” 
she adds. “People were divided on it, no 
question.” The six groups, she says, were 
allowed to endorse local candidates as they 
saw fit.

Manning delivered a speech to his troops 
hailing it as a positive step. 





Anonymous sources 

The big news in the September 14 Provi- 
dence Journal and Evening Bulletin was 
Governor Bruce Sundlin’s defeat in the 
Democratic primary at the hands of State 
Senator Myrth York. But there was news in 
what was missing, too: the bylines of the 
reporters who wrote about that and other 
developments. 

The Providence Newspaper Guild called 
the one-day byline strike following a 306- 


| 
26 vote by the union to reject manage- 


ment’s “final” contract offer. The union 
has been working without a contract since 
June 30, and union officials say a number 
of wage and benefits issues separate the 
two sides. 

One byline displayed prominently on the 
front page of the morning Journal was that 
of State House reporter Russell Garland, 
who says editors included it against his 
wishes, citing contractual language that 
they were allowed to do so because it was 
an analysis rather than a news story. Gar- 
land says he’s filed a grievance. 

Adds another newsroom source of the 
byline boycott: “It’s effective for us be- 
cause it helps breed solidarity in the news- 
room, but in the long run will it bring 
management to the table? I don’t know.” 

Management declined requests for 
comment.

House bureau reporter Frank Phillips, 
who often share a byline, are mentioned in 
the September 26 National Review at the 
tail end of a vicious piece on Weld by Bos- 
ton attorney Richard F. Adair, headlined 
KING OF THE YUPPIE REPUBLICANS. 

Before Mark Roosevelt gets too excited, 
though, Adair’s take is that Weld is a dan- 
gerous liberal who spends money like a 
drunken Democrat. Adair quotes from a 
piece Phillips and Lehigh wrote after Weld 
unveiled his fiscal-1994 budget proposal 
last January: “chock full of new spending, 
‘investment,’ and program expansions .. . 


reminiscent of former Governor Dukakis’s | 


budget presentations during the high-fly- 
ing 1980s.” 


Punch/counterpunch 
On the subject of well-deserved shots, 


Herald columnist Leonard Greene un- | 


corked a few hard ones at colleague 
Howie Carr in the September 16 edition. 


Greene and Carr were ostensibly writing | 


dueling columns about Haiti, but Greene 
was still steaming in the aftermath of com- 
ments Carr had made on his WRKO 
Radio talk show. Among other things, 
Carr referred to Haiti’s black citizens as 
“savages.” 

“[T]o take to the public airwaves and

Fun with Pat and Ralph at the 


Christian Coalition convention 


by L.A. Kauffman 


ASHINGTON — I 

was hanging out with a 

group of Christian 

Coalition activists at 

the “Road to Victory” 
conference in the Washington Hilton when 
one of them, a genteel and neatly coiffed 
grandmother, turned to me to share a con- 
fidence. Her local chapter, she said, had al- 
ways made a point of not advertising its 
meetings. But one guest speaker had care- 
lessly announced the time and location of 
his talk to the press. “You wouldn’t believe 
it,” she related with a disapproving nod of 
the head, “but now we have people from 
the other side infiltrating us. They come to 
our meetings and spy on us.” 

Spending two days under cover at the 
Christian Coalition conference was, for the 
most part, a draining, nerve-racking expe- 
rience. The last time I’d walked along 
Connecticut Avenue near the Hilton was 
during an impromptu street party in con- 
junction with the huge 1993 gay-rights 
march. This time, I had to be constantly on 
my guard: cheering enthusiastically when 
Dan Quayle or William Bennett brought 


the crowd to its feet; remembering small 
but crucial gestures, like saying grace be- 
fore dinner; convincingly relating my in- 
vented life story in casual conversation, 
down to the details of how and when I had 
been born again. 

But there were amusing moments and 
bits of cloak-and-dagger fun. During the 
California caucus meeting, as we went 
around the room identifying ourselves by 
name and city, I discovered that Sara Dia- 
mond, a columnist for the progressive 
Z magazine and one of the foremost ex- 
perts on the religious right, was also there. 
I went up to her afterwards, and so did 
others; more than 10 percent of the cau- 
cus, it turned out, was composed of “peo- 
ple from the other side.” 

At another point, craving some non- 
right-wing human contact, I impulsively 
| decided to risk blowing my cover by sitting 


down with a reporter from the Village 
Voice. While he and I were quietly making 
plans to meet elsewhere to talk, a blustering 
representative of the fiercely anti-gay Fami- 
ly Research Institute came by the table. 
Spotting both of our name tags, he warned 
me to be careful, because the Voice was “al- 
most as bad as the Communist Worker.” | 
saw him again right after I returned from 
my get-together with the reporter, and 
thanked him in my sweetest voice for sav- 
ing me from being interviewed by a leftist. 


Glasnost on the right 

But I didn’t go undercover for kicks, and 
technically I didn’t need to do it at all. The 
press was barred from the first “Road to 
Victory” conference, in 1991, and was only 
admitted to a few key speeches in 1992. 
But starting last year, the Coalition — try- 
ing to dispel its reputation for “stealth” tac- 
tics — chose an official policy of glasnost 
and opened the entire conference, except 
for the caucuses, to the media. 

I chose not to present myself as a mem- 
ber of the Fourth Estate for a couple of 
reasons. The first and most obvious one 
was narrowly instrumental: I didn’t think 
I’d encounter much candor while doing 
formal interviews. Indeed, on several occa-

sions I caught glimpses of awkward, 
guarded encounters between reporters and 
activists, and I overheard Coalition mem- 
bers joke among themselves about the 
cluelessness of the media. 

The second reason was more important: 
the culture wars of the late ’80s and ’90s 
have had such a polarizing effect that op- 
ponents of the religious right have often 
found it easier to denounce the movement 
than to understand it. The mainstream me- 
dia have often done no better — witness 
the Washington Post’s notorious declara- 
tion that Robertson’s followers are “poor, 
uneducated, and easy to command.” Reli- 
gious conservatives have gotten a lot of po- 
litical mileage out of labeling these charac- 
terizations “religious bigotry,” but that 
wasn’t my concern. 

Activists of any sort have complex moti- 
vations, and I wanted to get a closer view 
of theirs. Simply writing off members of

like members of another species — and 
making their strengths and vulnerabilities 
very difficult to gauge. To get a feel for the 
political dynamics at play in their move- 
ment, I felt I needed a better sense of the 
personal ones. That required spending 
time with activists in informal settings, 
looking at snapshots of their kids, hearing 
about their summer vacations, even pre- 
tending to pray with them. 

So a few months ago, I gritted my teeth, 
wrote out a check for $15, and joined the 
Christian Coalition. I attended the “Road 
to Victory” as a member. 


From the bottom up 

“By the end of this decade, if we work 
and give and organize and train,” founder 
Pat Robertson wrote in an early fundrais- 
ing letter, “THE CHRISTIAN COALITION WILL 
BE THE MOST POWERFUL POLITICAL ORGANI- 
ZATION IN AMERICA.” Since the group be- 
gan in 1989 with the mailing list left over 
from Robertson’s failed 1988 presidential 
campaign, it has come a long way toward 
meeting this prophecy. Plenty of other po- 
litical organizations wield more power — 
but for energetic and effective grassroots 
organizing, it has few rivals. 

At the outset, the Coalition’s leaders 
made a savvy strategic decision. Right- 
wing religious movements of the ’80s, 
from the Moral Majority to Robertson’s 
campaign organization, were top-heavy 
operations focused on gaining national in- 
fluence. The Christian Coalition chose to 
enter the 90s on a different tack. Finding 
political wisdom in an unlikely source, they 
embraced Tip O’Neill’s dictum that all pol- 
itics is local — and began to organize 
neighborhood by neighborhood, precinct 
by precinct, county by county. 

The result has been remarkable. Chris- 
tian Coalition activists, working from the 
grassroots, now control Republican Party 
organizations in as many as 12 states and 
have substantial influence in at least a 
dozen more. Members of the group ran in 
500 elections in 1992, mostly for local of- 
fices, and won 40 percent of the time, ac- 
cording to estimates by People for the 
American Way. In South Carolina, one of 
the states where the Coalition is strongest, 
it claims to have organized 60 percent of 
the voter precincts. Its national operation 
is an exercise in huge numbers: in 1992, it 
distributed 40 million “non-partisan voter 
guides” through 60,000 churches; for this 
fall’s elections, the total may go as high as 
57 million. It reports a total membership of 
nearly 1.5 million and declares that the 
group’s publication, Christian American, 
has a circulation of 700,000. 

Most of these figures have not been in- 
dependently confirmed, and some are un- 
doubtedly misleading. For instance, state 
chapters have separate memberships from 
the national organization, for which there 
are separate membership fees. At the cau- 
cus I attended, the director of the Califor- 
nia Christian Coalition estimated the size 
of its donor list as 3500. That’s a remark- 
ably small number for the largest state in 
the union, and also suggests a high per- 
centage of national members may be large- 
ly inactive. 

With the Christian Coalition’s growth 
and expanded influence has come attention 
— a lot of it unwanted. The now-famous 


turning point was the 1992 Republican 
National Convention, with 300 Christian 
Coalition delegates, where Pat Buchanan 
trumpeted a “cultural war.” The media be- 
gan reporting on the Christian right’s 
“stealth campaigns,” most notably in San 
Diego County, where fundamentalist can- 
didates stayed out of the general public’s 
view and won victory mostly by campaign- 
ing in evangelical churches. 

In a widely reproduced quote, Christian 
Coalition executive director Ralph Reed 
told a Virginia newspaper, “I want to be 
invisible. I do guerrilla warfare. I paint my 
face and travel at night. You don’t know 
it’s over until you’re in a body bag.” 

More recently, such prominent 
Democrats as Surgeon General Joycelyn 
Elders and Democratic Congressional 
Campaign Committee chairman Vic Fazio 
have spoken out against the religious 
right’s extremism. The Christian Coalition 
has responded with charges of anti-reli- 
gious bigotry. But it has also learned from 
the criticism, developing more-sophisticat- 
ed strategies and retooling its public image. 


Swimming in the mainstream 

Last weekend’s Washington gathering of 
3000 activists marked the Christian Coali- 
tion’s fifth anniversary — an event I had to 
help celebrate by singing patriotic songs 
and bouncing balloons around the ball- 
room at the gala dinner. To hear Ralph 
Reed tell it, the group has been born again. 

For the last year, all the group’s public- 
relations energies have been focused, with 
significant success, on projecting a more 
mainstream image. Coalition spokespeople 
say they don’t want to preach, convert, or 
condemn; they merely want to “partici- 
pate” in the political process and, at most, 
persuade others with their message of so- 
cial concern. Far from being obsessed with 
extreme positions on social issues like 
abortion and homosexuality, they now say, 
they have a broad agenda that is in tune 
with what most Americans desire: lower 
taxes, less government, safe neighbor- 
hoods, strong families. They seek to pro- 
tect their values, not force them on others; 
their message is one of Christian love, not 
intolerance or hate. 

Reed, who might be called the James 
Carville of the Christian right, is the princi- 
pal architect of the new spin. A 33-year- 
old with squeaky-clean looks, he already 
had more than five years of experience in 
political campaigns when he was born 
again, in his early 20s. The late Lee Atwa- 
ter (mastermind of the Bush campaign’s 
1988 attacks on Michael Dukakis) was his 
hero, and Senator Jesse Helms was one of 
his candidates of choice. After Reed’s reli- 
gious conversion, he continued working 
for various right-wing candidates, until he 
met Pat Robertson at George Bush’s 1989 
inauguration and was offered the Christian 
Coalition job. 

By the summer of 1993, Reed had begun 
publicly calling for the Coalition to branch 
out and pull in more-moderate voters. He 
has just published his first book — with the 
tiresome title Politically Incorrect — which 
serves as a manifesto for this strategy. In it, 
he writes: “What do religious conservatives 
really want? They want a place at the table 
in the conversation we call democracy.” He 
defines the Christian right as “an essentially 
defensive struggle by people seeking to sus- 
tain their faith and their values. . . . They 
are far less interested in legislating against 
the sins of others, and far more interested 
in protecting their own right to practice 

















their religion and raise their children. 
in a manner consistent with their 
views.” 

Reed has also been a vocal advocate 
of what he calls “the new ecumenism,” 
which this year’s “Road to Victory” 
conference was designed to showcase. 
The first morning’s program featured 
four Jewish speakers and four Roman 
Catholic ones, as part of a high-profile 
attempt to reach out to religious con- 
servatives who are not Protestant 
evangelicals. Moreover, building on 
Reed’s stated goal of making the 
Christian Coalition into “the true 
Rainbow Coalition,” three separate 
panels over the course of the weekend 
emphasized minority outreach. 

These were significant steps, and 
reflect the substantial gains that con- 
servative white evangelicals have 
made in building alliances across lines 
of faith and color. Within the Chris- 
tian Coalition, to be sure, this effort is 
still in its infancy: at the conference, I 
encountered few Catholics, no Jews, 
and only a handful of people of color 
besides the scheduled speakers. 

Attending the conference under 
cover gave me a good chance to dis- 
cern the private limits to this public es- 
pousal of pluralism and “mainstream 
values.” The group claims to disavow 
stealth tactics, but members talked pri- 
vately about the importance of secret 
meetings and unlisted telephone num- 
bers — highly unusual measures for a 
political organization, after all. 

Podium speakers, for the most 
part, downplayed the attacks on ho- 
mosexuality, but grassroots activists 
certainly didn’t. I got to hear all the 
familiar laments about how “filthy” 
and “disgusting” gay-pride marches 
are, and about how “they” are infil- 
trating “our” schools to indoctrinate 
the young. 

During his speech, former secretary 
of Education William Bennett chided 
critics who say that, in calling itself 
the Christian Coalition, the group im- 
plies that those who don’t share its 


values are un-Christian. “Surely the 
National Organization for Women 
doesn’t think that people who don’t 
belong to it aren’t women,” Bennett 
thundered to great applause. 

A few hours later, I found myself 
standing with two women while they 
traded comments about the “un- 
Christian” character of the Interfaith 
Alliance, a group of mainline religious 
leaders that opposes the religious 
right. And all the ostentatious ges- 
tures toward ethnic diversity didn’t 
dissuade one of my dinner mates 
from saying, to approving laughter, 
that UCLA really stands for “United 
Caucasians Lost Among Asians.” 
Similar tensions were publicly visi- 
ble as well. The audience gave enthu- 
siastic welcomes to Jewish speakers 
and applauded the call to ecumenism, 
but also cheered vigorously when the 
Reverend Richard Neuhaus, a 
Catholic priest, said, “Christians have 
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another city [the City of God], and 
are the better citizens because of that. 
We Christians are the great champi- 
ons of reason and truth at the end of 
the 20th century.” 


Pragmatism and purity 

One could just say the members of 
the Christian Coalition are hypocrites 
and leave it at that. That would be a 
mistake. These contradictions be- 
tween private conviction and public 
mission are central to the group’s 
character, and are a crucial source of 
its growing strength — although they 
also have the potential to damage it in 
the long run. 

Perhaps the most significant dy- 
namic at the conference was the 
seemingly unremarkable relationship 
between Robertson and Reed. 
Robertson comes off as something of 
a mentor to the younger man, stand- 
ing behind him but allowing him to 
take much of the spotlight. But the 
two men have developed a tacit divi- 
sion of labor, one that mirrors the in- 
creasingly apparent twofold nature of 
the Christian Coalition. 

Reed spoke about strategy and or- 
ganization; Robertson counseled, 
“Ultimately, our success doesn’t 
come from those things.” If Reed is 
the spin doctor and pragmatist, ex- 
horting the group’s members to make 
the broadest alliances they can in the 
interests of victory, Robertson repre- 
sents the compelling force that 
brought most of them to the Christian 
Coalition in the first place: an un- 
compromising, fundamentalist vision 
that holds that they have been chosen 
directly by God to be the bearers of 
absolute truth. 

This is not a division, strictly speak- 
ing, between the secular and the reli- 
gious. It is the somewhat finer distinc- 
tion between a campaign and a cru- 
sade. Robertson is certainly no 
stranger to the give-and-take of poli- 
tics. The son of A. Willis Robertson, a 
Dixiecrat who served 34 years in 
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PARANOID: the Christian Coalition promotes an oppressive worid 
view full of conspiracy and intrigue. 


Congress, he has quipped that “the 
first three words I learned were 
‘mama,’ ‘daddy,’ and ‘constituent.’ ” 
Robertson, moreover, wholly supports 
Reed’s agenda, and he has publicly 
and forcefully endorsed the goal of 
ecumenical and multiracial alliances. 
(It is worth noting, though, that in his 
most recent book, The Turning Tide, 
Robertson observes that the Chinese 
seem “like sweet, unspoiled children,” 
opines that “[t}he Oriental mind often 
seems inscrutable,” and discusses the 
“arrested state of social development” 
of “savages in the jungle.”) 

But Robertson also exemplifies 
what historian Richard Hofstadter, 
writing 30 years ago, called the 
“paranoid style in American politics.” 
Marked by extreme suspiciousness, 
far-reaching visions of conspiracy, 
and intense feelings of persecution, 
this style has found expression in 
sporadic crusades throughout Ameri- 
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can history. 

Robertson’s 1991 bestseller, The 
New World Order, epitomizes the 
genre. Discerning a centuries-old plot 
to establish a Satanic one-world gov- 
ernment, it trots out all the old bo- 
geys of the conspiratorial mind: the 
Freemasons, the Bolsheviks, the Tri- 
lateral Commission, and, of course, 
the Rothschilds and other Jewish fi- 
nanciers. The Gulf War, he darkly 
suggests, was designed to persuade 
the nations of the world to cede 
sovereignty to the United Nations. 
George Bush, he writes, may have 
been “unknowingly and unwittingly 
carrying out the mission and 
mouthing the phrases of a tightly knit 
cabal whose goal is nothing less than 
a new order for the human race un- 
der the domination of Lucifer and his 
followers.” 

Shirley MacLaine and other New 
Agers are part of the plot, Robertson 
believes; and the wide availability of 
credit cards, he adds, may signify that 
we are nearing fulfillment of the 
prophecy in the Book of Revelation 
that “no man could buy or sell with- 
out the mark of the beast.” 

Rants like these were not broadcast 
over the public-address system at the 
conference, but the temper that un- 
derlies them was certainly there. An 
overflow crowd packed a seminar on 
“Resisting the New World Order” 
and made horrified murmurs as one 
of the speakers explained how the 
World Trade Organization, the UN 
Convention on the Rights of the 
Child, and sundry other outfits were 
“laying the foundations for a totalitar- 
ian collectivist order.” 


Persecution fantasies 

Coalition members seemed obsessed 
with fantasies of persecution. A 
preacher opened one session by thank- 
ing God that Christians “still” had the 
freedom to meet in America, and 
warned that this liberty might soon be 
taken away; those who stayed some- 
where other than the Hilton 
were cautioned not to wear 
their conference name tags 
out on the street. (The group 
also worries about infiltration, 
but I'll forgo commenting on 
that.) 

The crusades that arise 
from this political style, Hofs- 
tadter observed, concern fun- 
damental values, hatreds, and 
fears — not interests that can 
be negotiated or programs 
that can be worked out 
through coalition-building 
and compromise. For this 
reason, they tend to be firmly 
rooted, but rarely have a last- 
ing impact on the political 
system. 

The Christian Coalition’s 
crusade is quite different 
from the ones Hofstadter de- 
scribed, however: it has been 
fused with a nuts-and-bolts 
campaign to organize pre- 
cincts, mobilize voters, and 
build political alliances. 

Over time, the combination 
may prove unstable. The cru- 
sade provides the energy for 
the campaign, but it can also 
damage it. That’s why the 
Christian Coalition has devel- 
oped its stealth tactics, and 
why it is straining so hard to 
erect a more moderate front. 
The campaign offers a route 
toward real political power, but the 
farther the Christian right travels 
down that road, the more it may find 
itself in conflict with the purist and 
absolutist character of the crusade. 
Ultimately, this could produce the 
burnout and infighting so familiar to 
activists on the left. 

For now, such symptoms of per- 
sonal and political fatigue are con- 
spicuous in their absence. The ac- 
tivists of the Christian Coalition are 
sincerely and deeply committed to 
both their campaign and their cru- 
sade, and to the delicate balance be- 
tween them. Their political organiza- 
tion is not simply a cloak for theo- 
cratic conspiracy; if it were, it would 
be less dangerous than it is. Their 
faith tells them, after all, that dualism 
is a basic part of their being: they are 
citizens of both a heavenly kingdom 
and an earthly one, with responsibili- 
ties to each.

Hippie image 

Nowadays we define, therefore we are. And that goes for 
products as well as people. The conservatives have defined 
Clinton as a liberal, and the liberals have defined him as — 
well, not quite a conservative, but not one of them, either. 
Middle ground is quicksand in the age of the ideologue. In 
this climate, drugs are to be warred on at all costs. 

For now, the anti-pot police have defined cannabis ad- 
vocates as dazed old hippies in smelly T-shirts. At Satur- 
day’s rally, sponsored by the Massachusetts Cannabis Re- 
form Coalition (Mass Cann), and attended by an estimat- 
ed 5000 to 10,000 people, you didn’t have to look too far 
to find exactly that. There were rock-and-rollers like the 
360’s, Letters to Cleo, Sam Blackchurch, Tree, Stomp- 
box, and Orangutang. There was Steve Bloom, music edi- 
tor of High Times magazine, an articulate champion of 
drug reform who dresses like the bad guys they used to 
handcuff on Miami Vice. And there was Joe Bonnie, the 
engineering whiz running the sound stage, who looks like 
he would give you a very infected tattoo. And David Peel, 
an old John Lennon crony and hyperkinetic Woodstock- 
ian dinosaur who shouted, “We will, we will . . . smoke 
pot!” over and over from the Parkman Bandstand. 

“It’s basically those Grateful Dead people” is how one 
very placid-looking Boston Police sergeant put it, sunning 
himself on the crowd’s outskirts. 

Steven Epstein, a Boston University-trained lawyer in 
Marblehead who’s agitated for marijuana decriminaliza- 
tion for 18 years, sees the problem this way: “Folks talk a 
lot about the way we dress, but look at me: I ran for state 
rep on a pro-legalization platform, yet I’m very conserva- 
tive. It’s time we got out there in our suits and ties and 
rallied with cancer patients and people in wheelchairs.” 

Suits and ties and taxpaying registered voters will be on 
hand on November 15, when Mass Cann holds a demon- 
stration outside the JFK Building. Unlike the rally on Sat- 
urday, when the war cry was “Everybody must get 
stoned!”, the November push will be for legalizing medici- 
nal marijuana, accepted 60 years ago by both the Ameri- 
can Medical Association and the federal government as a 
valuable pain and nausea therapy. (And one readily appli- 
cable today — it’s used in Europe to help treat cancer, 
multiple sclerosis, glaucoma, and AIDS.) 

It may well fall to a parade of cancer patients in 
wheelchairs, dizzy with chemotherapy-related nausea, and 
one or two others crutching around because of AIDS, to 
persuade yellow-bellied politicians and other Beltway 
denizens to expand the prescription usages and medical 
testing of marijuana; after all, reversing the dopey legisla- 





wrapper. 

On the one hand, no one has proved that a pack of joints is one bit 
more lethal than a pack of butts, or a six-pack of Buds, or anything at all 
from that perilous-looking beef-jerky bar. A bit more reefer-passing and a 
bit less body-tossing would have made for a far mellower mosh pit during 
the Green Day rumble. And when was the last time you heard the police 
tut-tutting about some pile of half-smoked spliffs in the back of the Ca- 
maro they peeled off a telephone pole? 

On the other hand, getting high is getting high. Besides alcohol, most 
substances that wreak havoc with homo-sapience are controlled or pro- 
scribed in the America we’ve come to know and whine about on the radio. Why should 
children have to whiff weed on the way home? Why should some naive old lady have to 
wonder whether her bus driver puts hashish in his scrambled eggs? Why should truly 
sick people ingest THC without a physician’s strict oversight? 

A good debate. So while reasonable people agree to disagree about the relative 
merits of drugs, free choice, and yakety, yak, yak, the rest of us can ponder those 
pot facts that are actually verifiable: 


>» The plant now known as marijuana, and once called hemp, was long ago found to 
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tive decrees of the past is a noble American pastime, and 
few decrees are dopier than the hysterical 1937 laws that 
treated an age-old, naturally occurring mood-alterer as 
the first coming of rock cocaine. 

But medicine is a tiny slice of the would-be marijuana- 
industrial pie. 

Even cagey trade groups such as the Business Alliance 
for Commerce in Hemp, or BACH, acknowledge that the 
pharmaceutical end of Cannabis sativa represents just a 
few percentage points of marijuana’s commercial poten- 
tial. They insist that they truly love “hemp” — their old- 
speak name for the fibrous and bushy stalk that gives rise, 
almost as an afterthought, to the leaves we all know and 
most of us, Dan Quayle included, have loved — for its 
fabric, fuel, and food potential. But they truly, truly love it 
for what they, as well as Mass Cann and its parent organi- 
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zation, NORML (the National Organization for the Re- 
form of Marijuana Laws), call its “recreational use.” 
Which means, simply stated, getting stoned. 

“We want people to see all the profit potential in 
hemp,” said William Downing, director of Mass Cann, 
standing next to a display of non-psychoactive hemp- 
made sneakers, knapsacks, wallets, and baseball caps at 
the Saturday rally. “But we also want them to smoke it for 
enjoyment. That’s what I like to do.” 

And there was enjoyment aplenty out on the Common 
last weekend, where many of our pierced youth com- 
muned to Stompbox while experiencing a heightened-yet- 
mellow state of awareness. No doubt about it: the children 
of the children of the ’60s take after their parents, right 
down to the beaded stash bags. 

“Hemp hemp hooray!” they shouted, and not a beer 
bottle was thrown. 

The thing is that nowadays, when you say “hemp” to 
the average adult, he or she doesn’t imagine big canvas 
sails billowing on 18th-century merchant vessels, or non- 
toxic paper products, or an 11th-hour ecological savior 
for the deciduous forest, or gasohol and engine lubricant 
and skin balm and cooking oil, or a way to make their gay 
friend who has AIDS feel a bit less anguished. 

They think of how they used to cough their heads off 
on a Baggie full of seeds; or that guy Ginsburg who got 
Borked for the Supreme Court; or how hard it is to read 
the stock tables when you’re stoned; or that Dan and 
Marilyn Quayle used to smoke a lot of it, and look what’s 
happened to their brain cells. Worse, even if they can 
imagine themselves smoking it for fun from time to time, 
they know what marijuana leads to: it leads right to that 
beef-jerky bar at the 7-Eleven. 

No sale. 

Much like red meat, Hillary Clinton, and Major League 
Baseball, pot needs to reposition itself for the rest of the 
century. “Define or die,” as the wise old political opera- 
tives say. This is the Age of Acquisitiveness, not Aquarius, 
hemp-heads. Get a front man. Alert the media. Make a vi- 
able economic case for yourselves. Wear a tie! And get 
marijuana a marketing strategy that makes sense. 


Sex, drugs, jazz, and swing 

Sweet Mary Jane was labeled “that demon weed” in the 
1930s, and the knot of commercial, pharmaceutical, politi- 
cal, and ideological bedfellows who allied and conspired 
against it would require Oliver Stone to explicate. Mostly, 
there was simple-minded disinformation — like Reefer 
Madness and Marijuana: Assassin of Youth, two flicks that 
have long been popular on campuses for their camp ap- 
peal. 
But the most effective mendacity — the raw, Lim- 
baughesque politics-by-anecdote that swayed lawmakers 
— was, as ever, classist and racist, on the level of “mari- 
juana will make our white daughters want to mate with 
those . . .” (fill in the race, ethnicity, non-Protestant reli- 
gion, or low income level of choice). 

Here’s Harry Anslinger, the nation’s very first drug 
czar, defining pot for Congress and for the nation at Sen- 
ate hearings in 1937: “There are 100,000 total marijuana 
smokers in the US, and most are Negroes, Mexicans, Fil- 
ipinos, and entertainers. Their Satanic music — jazz and 
swing — result from marijuana usage. This marijuana 
causes white women to seek sexual relations with Ne- 
groes, entertainers, and any others.” 

Before you could say, “Wait a minute, Harry, marijuana 
is in fact hemp, that useful crop that produces cloth, pa- 
per, even medicine that is cheaper per dosage than any- 
thing the major drug companies can mass-produce,” mar- 
ijuana, which had been vended legally right alongside to- 
bacco, was outlawed. Thousands of American farmers 
awoke to learn that the feds had banned a fine cash crop. 

That didn’t seem to matter much, since those 100,000 
users that old Anslinger scolded grew into the millions as 
the years rolled by. Along came the ’60s, when condoning 
pot-smoking, publicly at least, suddenly meant condoning 
LSD, Huey Newton, and Ho Chi Minh. Millions of peo- 
ple toked anyway, often furtively, sometimes openly, and 
always on mirthful pilgrimages to Amsterdam. And lo and 
behold, here in the ’90s, their teenage kids are doing the 
same thing. 

Meanwhile, billions of our tax dollars have been spent 
busting 300,000 Americans a year for pot-smoking; seiz- 
ing acres of pot planfs from Maine to Malibu; thrashing 
around with machetes in the jungles of Colombia; invent- 
ing and then banning Paraquot; and sardining American 
prisons with tens of thousands of people stupid enough to 
get caught speeding with an ounce in the glove box. 

Has it worked? Here’s D.J., a clean-cut business stu- 
dent from Emerson College who was out celebrating sin- 
semilla with six of his pals on Saturday: 

“I could give a 14-year-old $20 right now and he’d 
come back with a six-pack of beer and a bag of weed. Not 
that I’d do that. But the main problem for pot is that it’s 
kept illegal because the politicians who might change the 
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laws are just too afraid of being labeled 
as ‘that guy for pot.’” 

Hemp industrialists, meet D.J., the 
pot smoker of tomorrow, one of the few 
people on hand last weekend with actual 
buttons on his shirt. D.J.’s plan: 

“There is so much money to be made 
in this business. Pot is a product with 
lots of uses — clothes, paper, fuel. You 
have to convince the government that 
they can tax it like cigarettes for rev- 
enues. It can be regulated like beer and 
cigarettes. And then we have to sell the 
public on the fact that it’s much better 
than booze. I mean, how many guys go 
home after drinking a six-pack and beat 
up their wives? And yet pot is looked 
down upon and alcohol is accepted. Pot 
needs a good marketing line, like: ‘Mar- 
ijuana: For a Mellower Tomorrow.’ ” 

Sure beats this pearl, hollered from the stage on Satur- 
day by a stringy-looking guy with a lot of beard: “The 
green-political-social-environmental movement is crucial 
vis-a-vis the urgent radical reordering of rightist ideology 
needed for the future of the millennium.” Whew. That'll 
sell a lot of hemp. 

Anyway, while a few thousand of his friends were get- 
ting high, D.J. was chatting with George Sommaripa, the 
well-known Cambridge Democrat who had stood up and 
urged the crowd to “Grow American” and let the free 
market decide if pot should be legal. The two agreed that 
pot might very well be marketed as an antidote to crime 
and violence. And to judge from its sedative effect on the 
very pleasant, very sweet-tempered, very languid pro-pot 
happening, they have a point. 

There were no arrests, no fights, no rowdiness. About 
10 cops wandered about with nothing to do, making 
Mayor Tom Menino’s post-Green-Day antsiness about a 
drug rally on the Common seem truly silly. In any event, 
an anti-violence message is far more convincing than say- 
ing that hemp is a great source of canvas sneakers. A 
quick look at the organic high-tops on display alongside 
the green condoms at the pro-pot info desk made plain 
that even Michael Jordan wouldn’t get very high in them. 

But lest you think D.J. is ready to step forward as the 
youthful leader of the decriminalize-pot movement, think 
again. Life in the age of Crossfire has taught him well. 
“I’m sure that in a couple of years a lot of us will be out 
there saying that pot is bad for you, even as we do it on 
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the sly. I don’t want to be disapproved of. And nobody 
wants to be labeled ‘that guy for pot.’ ” 

So astutely cynical at 19. Who says kids these days 
don’t pay attention? 


Common ground 

“I admit I gotta strengthen my marketing arm,” said 
Bill Downing, the energetic, fax-orific head of Mass 
Cann. “We have so few leaders — really just 12 core peo- 
ple. Pot smokers are still a bit afraid to step out of the 
closet.” 

Which might explain why the musicians and merrymak- 
ers who turned out for Boston’s second annual pro-weed 
rally looked so Grateful Dead-y and so unlike the 
groundswell of average Americans that NORML and 
company say they represent. 

“The ‘Rock for Pot’ movement is strong,” Downing 
said. “The bands out here — Letters to Cleo, Stompbox 
— are huge with the kids and perform for free. But I 
can’t seem to sign up a reggae band or folk group with 
any mass appeal.” 

It didn’t help that at exactly the same hour, the day- 
long “WZLX Be-In” was happening in front of the Hatch 
Shell, on the Esplanade. Here were the folks in his-and- 
hers Teva sandals, sipping Diet Slice and blowing bubbles 
to their kids. Here were the grad students reading “Colo- 
nial Models of Multiparty Electoral Competition” while 
daubing themselves with Akva water. Here were the At- 
lanta Rhythm Section and Warren Zevon. Here, finally, 
were citizens who could hoist the banner of medicinal and 
spiritual marijuana use, and then e-mail their con- 
gresspersons. They might even spend a little disposable 
income on the herb. 

If Downing could only have melded the two groups, his 
vision of a giant pot-smoking, blues-grooving, multi-gen- 
erational consumer market for all things hemp-minded 
might have been achieved. And yet the Be-Inners seemed 
serene in their essentially potless setting. A joint or two did 
flare in the air, but the music was the great mellowing 
force. Nobody seemed to be longing for hemp-related 
goods, although many of those interviewed agreed that too 
much anti-narcotics money was being wasted waging war 
on a harmless little herb that, in the annals of fiendish ad- 
dictiveness, ranks right up there with Diet Coke. 

And by late Saturday afternoon, as the pot rally wound 
down on Boston Common, many an unkempt hempster 
headed on over to the Esplanade for a set. 

Sadly, they didn’t bring a little creative marketing 
strategy with them. Q

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Family values 


Religious zealots obscured 
the real importance of Cairo

any years ago | at- 

tended the 30th- 

wedding-anniver- 

sary celebration of 

the parents of nine 
children. Following the dinner recep- 
tion with extended family and friends, 
the celebration continued with only 
the immediate family — which, with 
assorted spouses and partners, was a 
crowd in itself. 

More drinks were poured, more 
toasts were made. At some point, 
someone said, “Mother, it’s your turn 
to make a toast,” to which Mother 
raised her glass and said, “I wish that 
none of my children has as many chil- 
dren as I had.” There was a kind of 
hush all over the room. I’m not sure 
if it was caused by shock at how easi- 
ly the statement flowed from that de- 
vout Irish-Catholic woman’s lips, 
or if nine of the attendees were 
struck dumb wondering where 
she would have stopped her 
childbearing. I also don’t know if 
that toast had any effect on her 
children’s family planning — but 
she did get her wish. Of her 27 
grandchildren, the most in any 
one family is five. 

I thought about that woman 
often as I read about the Interna- 
tional Conference on Population 
and Development, held in Cairo 
the week of September 5, and as 
I attended the New England 
preparatory meeting for the 
United Nations Fourth World 
Conference on Women. The 
Conference on Women will be 
held in Beijing next September, 


group like that, and probably 
wouldn’t if asked. It seems that in the 
realm of men supporting women in 
an organized way, we haven’t come a 
long way, baby. 

In contrast, the male presence was 
all too noticeable at the Cairo confer- 
ence, despite efforts by the Catholic 
hierarchy to have women (including 
Mother Teresa) deliver the Vatican 
party line. I was especially intrigued 
by the news that the Vatican insisted 
on including language to the effect 
that abortion should “in no case” be 
used as a method of family planning. 
If abortion is not a means of family 
planning, just what is it — cosmetic 
surgery? Body piercing? Every wom- 
an and man I know who has ever 
considered an abortion has consid- 
ered it a means of family planning. 
Saying that it isn’t doesn’t change the 
fact that it is. 

Perhaps more frustrating than dis- 
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ence will be bogged down by the 
agenda of the religious right. 

Last June, in a letter to the New 
York Times, Jacqueline Grennan 
Wexler, former president of Hunter 
College and the National Conference 
of Christians and Jews, wrote in re- 
sponse to the Catholic cardinals’ de- 
cision to oppose what they perceived 
as a pervasive feminist influence at 
the Cairo population conference: 


My reverence for the Roman 
Catholic Church, which has 
graced my life, compels me to ask 
these men of God if they at all 
recognize the irony of their accus- 
ing American women of cultural 
imperialism. Might I suggest that 
it has been and remains the cul- 
tural imperialism of an all-male 
church hierarchy that has 
brought the great majority of 
American Catholic women to re- 
spect the teaching authority of 
their shared lives at least as much 
as the imperial authority of the 
hierarchical church. 

That graceful teaching was 
first shared with me by my de- 
voutly Catholic mother on a 
farm in Illinois. One of the most 
vivid lessons came during a visit 
I made in the early 1960s when 
I was a Roman Catholic sister. 
We had just returned from Mass 
and Communion, and were 
watching a Sunday morning 
documentary about little pot- 
bellied babies somewhere in the 
world. She shook her head and 
said softly but firmly, “Nobody 
can tell me that old celibate men 
in Rome know the answer to all 
that.” 

My mother went to her grave 
with deep reverence for the 
church’s priests and prelates. She

putes over the details of language was 
how those disputes drained time, en- 
ergy, and attention from the larger 
agenda of current and future popula- 
tion problems. No matter what lan- 
guage comes out of Cairo, conserva- 
tive Catholics, the Christian Coali- 
tion, and other religious groups are 
already vowing to fight against any 
international aid from Washington 
that might pay for abortions. 

Though I know the Vatican is still 
opposed to all forms of birth control 
other than the rhythm method — 
which, by the way, I always thought 
would be a great name for a band — 
I’m not sure where the other groups 
stand on the issue of birth control. 
Neither do I know how they feel 
about ensuring access to education 
for women and girls worldwide, or 
about ending female genital mutila- 
tion. Isn’t it interesting that we know 
more about what religious conserva- 
tives are against than what they are 
for? 

The Beijing conference will focus 
on a number of issues that are of 
crucial importance to women, in- 
cluding inequality in power-sharing 
and decision-making; the growing 
burden of poverty on women; in- 
equality in women’s access to health, 
education, and other services; vio- 
lence against women; and the role of 
women in protecting the environ- 
ment.

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Big ideas 
Democrats need to go back 
on the intellectual offensive

oughly 25 years ago, as 
lifelong Democrats were 
defecting in droves to vari- 
ous mutations of neocon- 
servatism, Daniel Patrick 
Moynihan issued a warning to his party: “I 
said, ‘Pay attention,’ ” Moynihan recalled 
recently in his Senate office, “ ‘the Repub- 
licans have become the party of ideas.’ ” 
Moynihan was right, all those years ago. 
The Republican dominance of our national 
politics during the 1980s and early 1990s 
was built on a foundation of ideas — dumb 
ideas, as it turned out, but ideas that trans- 
formed the shape of American politics. 
Early in the 1970s, conservative intellec- 
tuals surveyed the political landscape and 
discerned two critical facts. 
First, the “liberal imagination” that had 
dominated America’s intellectual tradition 
was just about spent, buried by a combina- 


tion, elite-directed social progress, and, ul- 
timately, government itself. 

The cleverness of the conservative intel- 
lectual offensive lay in the fact that it pro- 
ceeded on several fronts simultaneously. 
Funded by eccentric billionaires, conserva- 
tive foundations, and politically motivated 
multinational corporations, right-wing pol- 
icy entrepreneurs founded think tanks, 
university centers, and political journals, 
and developed the social and political net- 
works necessary to tie this nascent empire 
together. The end product was a tidal wave 
of money, ideas, and self-promotion that 
carried the Reaganites to power. 

Three concentric circles of Republican 
ideological production arose during this 
period. 

In the main circle were the multimillion- 
dollar think tanks: the American Enterprise 
Institute, the Heritage Foundation, the 
Center for Strategic and International 
Study, and the like. 

These were reinforced by a second circle

tion of its failure to confront entrenched 


power in domestic affairs and its hubris in 
foreign policy. 

Second, the right could be in a position 
to define the great questions of the day for 
the first time since the 1930s. 

The so-called Reagan Revolution rested 
on three ideas: the illegitimacy of the pro- 
gressive taxation system; the infallibility of 
market “solutions”; and the sanctity of the 
traditional patriarchal family. As the build- 
ing blocks for society in the era preceding 
the New Deal, all three had been found 
wanting. Nonetheless, they reasserted 
themselves when liberals lost faith in their 
own ideas. 

The problem with liberalism was not so 
much that it had been tried and had fallen 
short. On crucial issues such as civil rights, 
workers’ rights, and the antiwar move- 
ment, liberals lacked the conviction and 
commitment necessary to put their ideas 
into practice. Once it became clear that the 
half-hearted solutions thrown up during 
the Great Society were not going to “over- 
come” poverty, racism, and inner-city vio- 
lence, liberals decided that the purpose of 
the massively expanded government till 
was simply to divide up the kitty more sys- 
tematically. 

What had been perceived as a coalition 
to remake government degenerated into 
what the political scientist Theodore Lowi 
termed “interest-group liberalism” — the 
process. whereby well-heeled representa- 
tives of various oppressed and not-so-op- 
pressed minorities fought one another for 
larger pieces of the economic pie. When 
combined with higher tax rates and declin- 
ing disposable incomes for much of the 
middle class, the inevitable result was a 
backlash against welfare, affirmative ac-

im gestalt. Clinton has allowed himself to be molded by it. 


of strategic consulting firms that arose 
around the outer Beltway, suckled on the 
breast of Pentagon and CIA largesse. 
These helped define the terms of such cru- 
cial 1980s debates as those over Star 
Wars, the MX missile, and the Stealth 
bomber, with success leading to more 
grants and the same cycle of taxpayer- 
funded patronage repeating itself. 

The third circle germinated out of the 
Republican grass roots, watered by the 
party and the populist, anti-cosmopolitan 
(and vaguely racist) elements of the new 
right, particularly the Christian new right. 
Its bastard child, right-wing talk radio, 
strengthened the Reaganite cause through- 
out the 1980s and early ’90s, giving the 
right a lasting structural advantage in our 
political debate. 

Liberals, meanwhile, having grown intel- 
lectually fat and lazy, found themselves ide- 
ologically helpless before the conservative 
deluge. Under the leadership of Tony Coel- 
ho, the congressional Democrats opted to 
sell themselves to those outside interests 
willing to buy. They found loyal customers 
in the real-estate and banking industries, 
thereby paving the way for the S&L scan- 
dal. Current dependencies on the insurance 
and medical industries have similarly wiped 
the idea of a single-payer health-care sys- 
tem off Congress’s agenda — and with it 
an opportunity for the Democrats to re- 
build their grassroots constituency. 


Clinton’s quandary 
Though it may now hold the presidency, 
the Democratic Party has by no means dis- 
covered a solution to its quandary. Bill 
Clinton won the 1992 election by running, 
in part, on traditionally Republican issues. 
To be perceived as “credible” in a debate 
whose parameters were determined during 
the reactionary resurgence, Clinton first 
had to prove that he would be willing to

kick the party’s traditional constituencies 
— minorities, poor people, and organized 
labor — in the teeth. 

Next, he needed to co-opt a series of 
traditionally Republican-defined political 
virtues. This explains the historical oddity 
of a Democratic presidential nominee pan- 
dering to pro-death-penalty, “tough on 
crime” hysteria, along with his wholly in- 
credible but extremely popular pledge to 
“end welfare as we know it.” 

These tactics worked in the short term 
mostly because the intellectual capital of 
the Reagan years had exhausted itself in a 
12-year collision with reality. The death of 
communism, the exploding deficit, George, 
Bush’s cluelessness, and Patrick 
Buchanan’s intolerance lifted the curtain 
in front of a drama of rapacious greed, un- 
tamed sleaze, and almost comic incompe- 
tence. But Clinton’s victory, in ideological 
terms, was a shallow one. As James 
Carville explained shortly after the elec- 
tion, “We didn’t break the Republican lock 
[on the presidency]. We just picked it.” 

If he hopes to govern beyond a single 
term, however, Clinton will need an intel- 
lectual foundation upon which to stake his 
claim. This is particularly true of a presi- 
dent who calls (as Reagan clearly did not) 
for the deferral of short-term gratification 
on behalf of long-term investments. With- 
out a vision that ties his disparate goals to- 
gether, and lacking an ideologically in- 
spired base willing to fight on his behalf, 
Clinton will remain at the mercy of a dis- 
course whose floating center remains 
lodged deep inside enemy territory. White- 
water will end, but the next Whitewater 
will rise up in its place and Clinton will 
again be forced to fight it alone. 

Unfortunately, the landscape from which 
a post-Cold War Democratic ideology 
might arise is awfully arid. Traditional 
Democratic think tanks, the most obvious 
being the Brookings Institution, have lost 
their sense of mission. As conservative ana- 
lyst Kevin Phillips points out, “These guys 
are not equipped to carve out any progres- 
sive positions, because they spent the 








1980s trying to sell themselves to the cor- 
porations. As they didn’t wholly succeed in 
this, they don’t really know who or what 
they are trying to represent anymore.” 

The White House sees Brookings as 
useful for the role it plays as a “status quo 
honest broker.” But, adds a White House 
economic official, “You don’t go to them 
for a fountain of ideas.” 

Foreign-policy strategic thinking in the 
Clinton camp, such as it occurs at all, is 
undertaken in the guise of speechwriting. 
What intellectual debate can be said to be 
occurring manifests itself almost exclusive- 
ly in the economic arena. Here too, how- 
ever, the main players find themselves so 
overwhelmed by the day-to-day demands 
of the insider game that they rarely have 
the opportunity to consider others’ ideas, 
much less come up with their own. 

Battling for administration hearts and 
minds, therefore, are the main policy in- 
stitutes of various Democratic factions: 
the Progressive Policy Institute (the policy 
arm of the Democratic Leadership Coun- 
cil), the Center on Budget and Policy Pri- 
orities, and the labor-funded Economic 
Policy Institute. 

In this competition, the more conserva- 
tive Progressive Policy Institute is clearly in 
the lead. Its primary raison d’étre is, like 
Clinton’s, to bring the Democrats “back to 
the center.” The Progressive Policy Institute 
is, tactically speaking, the right place to find 
those ideas that tip the margins of middle- 
class “Reagan Democrats” into Clinton’s 
column. 

Bob Greenstein’s poverty-research insti- 
tution, the Center on Budget and Policy 
Priorities, has taken over the role that the 
Brookings Institution occupied during the 
1960s and ’70s. It provides the administra- 
tion with more-effective means to achieve 
the ideologically neutral goals the president 
has articulated. The expanded version of 
the Earned Income Tax Credit, the focus 
of poverty relief in the Clinton economic 
plan, was originally championed here. 

The third locus of ideas in this adminis- 
tration’s thinking — and the only one that 
seeks to challenge the fundamental pre- 
cepts of the 1980s conservative consensus 
— is Jeff Faux’s Economic Policy Insti- 
tute, which Robert Reich co-founded. EPI 
beats the drum of the president’s “growth 


through investment” strategy, which, 
though it formed the basis of his election 
campaign, has of late been overtaken by 
the religion of deficit reduction. 


Reagan’s shadow 

The White House is hardly alone in fail- 
ing to cast the debate over the country’s 
future in terms of ideas. Senate Majority 
Leader George Mitchell sounds a bit de- 
fensive when he responds, “The Reagan 
administration’s principles were pretty 
simple and pretty popular. They were 
against taxes and for more spending for 
the military.” 

Similarly, after disparaging the Reagan- 
ites, White House senior policy adviser 
George Stephanopoulos insists, “We have 
an extremely coherent strategy. We are not 
talking about it, we’re doing it. We have an 
economic strategy to increase investment 
in human capital, by reducing the deficit 
and increasing government investment and 
education, training, and technology.” 

But, as Jeff Faux points out, Democrats 
ignore the big-think game at their own per- 
il. Americans have always been suspicious 
of government-driven social or economic 
policies. To overcome this prejudice, even 
temporarily, would require the president to 
make a major commitment to the bully pul- 
pit. But “when these guys have the oppor- 
tunities to make the case for government, 
they don’t — or they make it on the most 
conservative terms,” complains Faux. 
“Therefore, the people don’t learn the case. 
Then, when they try to do something that 
calls for government, they come back and 
say people don’t like it.” 

Indeed, when quizzed on why the ad- 
ministration would not propose a single- 
payer health-care plan, one top Clinton ad- 
viser responded, “Because the Republicans 
would call it a tax hike and the press would 
go along.” The idea of transforming such a 
debate, as the Reaganites did so successful- 
ly, is defined as “unserious,” something 
that adults know better than to bring up. 

As the game is currently being played, 
the Republicans retain most of the advan- 
tages. They remain better funded and 
more committed to the power and suste- 
nance of an “idea base.” 

Even in power the Democrats have 
failed to follow the Republican example of 


spreading quasi-government funds to allies 
who might be a source of important ideas 
in the future. Worse, many of the nomi- 
nating boards for the funding arms of 
places like the National Endowment for 
the Humanities, the National Endowment 
for the Arts, and the National Endowment 
for Democracy, which provided massive 
amounts of neocon pork during the 
1980s, continue to be peopled by Republi- 
can holdovers. 

Moreover, though supply-side eco- 
nomics, Star Wars, and other pillars of the 
Reagan presidency have been thankfully 
retired to the ash heap of history, the ideo- 
logical foundations of right-wing Republi- 
canism remain intact. 

Unfettered free trade for multinational 
corporations with no thought to ecology 
or local communities has become the ideo- 
logical equivalent of 1950s anti-commu- 
nism, and brooks no opposition in the 
mainstream of either party. The Republi- 
cans want to pair this with a domestic pol- 
icy that encourages private wealth in order 
to shut out the frightening phenomena — 
guns, ethnic violence, crime, drugs, home- 
lessness, AIDS — that characterize a soci- 
ety whose social compact is under siege. 

The Democrats, as always, are divided. 
The “New Democrats” buy a version of the 
Republican position on freedom for capital, 
but would like to find solutions for our col- 
lapsing cities and declining infrastructure. 

The party’s traditional wing embraces 
protectionism in trade, but is growing an- 
grier and angrier about the financial de- 
mands required to address inner-city 
pathology. These Democrats are ripe for a 
Perot/Buchanan-type populist rebellion 
that ties together their anger at immi- 
grants, welfare recipients, Wall Street, and 
Washington-insiderdom. 

The quandary Democrats face is that 
their constituency will continue to erode 
so long as the economic climate breeds 
fear rather than hope. Hope comes only 
when somebody speaks for a compelling 
vision of the future and provides a road 
map for how to reach it. 

Therein lies the task. Failure could breed 
a reaction that makes Reagan look like 
Roosevelt. Unfortunately, denial remains 
the only ideological precept upon which all | 
Democrats can currently agree. Q

Alice K. and AA 


Will she really join a 12-step program?

lice K. (not her real initial) stands on a 
corner, across the street from a downtown 
church, her heart racing. 

It is 7:10 p.m., and she has 20 minutes 
to decide whether to walk across the 
street, into the church, and into a meeting of Alcoholics 
Anonymous, which, she has learned, takes place there at 
7:30. 

She feels frozen, standing there, and she has no idea 
— literally, no clear idea — whether this potential foray 
into an AA meeting is sensible and positive or ridiculous 
and crazy. 

Deep in one corner of her heart, you see, Alice K. 
doesn’t really believe she’s an alcoholic. True, she’s been 
drinking too much lately — there’s no question about 
that — but she’s also had a lot of reasons to drink too 
much. She feels as though her life has been spiraling out 
of control for the past few months, and she feels as 
though she’s slowly but steadily begun to lose her grip on 
some major life-defining fronts. 

Like sexuality. And identity. And friendship. That din- 
ner last week, that disastrous, humiliating dinner where 
she drank too much and threw up all over Elena Z.’s 
shoes, felt to Alice K. like a last straw of some sort. It also 
felt like a small mountain of evidence, amassed in a single 
night, of her near-total confusion.

What does a house ground fault interrupter look like, 
as opposed to the three-by-five-inch GFCI box on an 
individual electrical outlet?

Back to the dull world of facts. I suppose you’re talk- 
ing about a GFCI circuit breaker, which looks like an 
ordinary circuit breaker except that it’s got a white test 
button on it. (Mine does, anyway.) Works the same as a 
GFCI outlet. You do not say what you really crave to 
know is how a ground fault interrupter works. So sad 
that in the twilight of the 20th century we have lost our 
curiosity about the world around us. I’m going to tell 
you for your own good. 

Your conventional fuses and circuit breakers work on 
the assumption that if something is going to short out, 
it’s going to short big. An anomalous terminological 
juxtaposition, but you know what I mean: the flow of 
current to ground will be more massive than any possi- 
ble legitimate load and will be enough to melt the fuse 
or trip the breaker. Modern science, however, has dis- 
covered that there are times when a relatively small 
diversion of volts can be enough to put you in some 
serious hurt, even though it’s not enough to trip a con- 
ventional protective device. I learn from an impeccable 
source, namely myself, that a mere 100 milliamps is 
enough to cause ventricular fibrillation. If you were dry- 
ing your hair while lounging in the bathtub (a bathtub 
filled with water, I feel compelled to clarify) and your 
hand were to contact a live wire, the fuse might not 
blow (because the relatively high resistance of the water 
would keep down the current flow). But you might still 
fry. The ground fault interrupter prevents this by com- 
paring the amount of juice in the hot wire to that in the 
neutral wire — the black wire and the white wire, to put 
it in practical terms. If the volts in exceed volts out 
(amps out, coulombs out, what’s the difference?) by 
more than a certain percentage, that means some of the 
current is taking a detour, possibly by way of your trem- 
bling body..So the GFCI outlet trips. Unless it’s broken. 
Which, Cecil can attest, it often is. Go test that thing 
now.

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The whole idea, you might no- 
tice, is about as far removed 
from the grunge aesthetic as you 
can get. No grit and drabness 
here. It’s high-maintenance. 
Swanky. Astaire-voltage debon- 
aire. 

“There is clearly a need,” says 
much-worshipped designer John 
Galliano, “for a return to ele- 
gance after the turgid heaviness 
of grunge, dressing down, and 
hiding behind shapeless clothes.” 

Galliano makes that proclama- 
tion in the thick September issue 
of Harper’s Bazaar, in which the 
models in the fall fashion 
spreads glare at the camera from 
behind heavy black eyeliner, 
their lips and nails bright red and 
glossy. Their wrists are encircled 
by diamonds and rhinestones, 
their shoulders by feather boas. 
Gone from Harper’s Bazaar and 
Vogue and other fashion bibles is 
the army-surplusy gear of the 
last few falls. Ditto the clunky 
boots and platform sandals; in- 
stead, “skyscraper-high” stiletto 
heels reign supreme. The cap- 
tions celebrate “slam-glam beau- 
ty” and the “brazenly chic.” 
Most telling: no nose rings! Kris- 
ten McMenamy, that grunge- 
hip, corpselike model sans eye- 
brows, is MIA. 

You don’t have to be a genius 
to have sighted this wave of 
glamour miles from shore — it 
was only a matter of time. In the 
last few years, designers and the 
fashion mags have brought us a 
revival of 1960s fashions, then 
1970s fashions, the latter filtered 
through plaid-shirt, Seattle- 
scene grunginess. The 1980s 
with ritzy Dynasty-era power- 
femme suits, movie-star hair, 
and high heels — were simply 
next in line. Just as short hem- 
lines once followed long ones 
and vice versa, it makes sense for 
a groomed, glam, sophisticated 
look to follow the plain, raggedy, 
waifish styles of the past few 
years. 

And not just for variety’s sake. 
As Valerie Steele, a professor at 
the Fashion Institute of Technol- 
ogy, in Manhattan, points out, 
grunge proved a flop for design- 
ers. “The consumer in general 
sort of said, ‘Well, I’m not pay- 
ing money for that.’ Except for 
the very young people, who were 
putting it together from thrift 
stores.” On the other hand, she 
says, “People are willing to 
spend money on a more glam- 
orous look.” 

In Boston, it’s difficult to say 
whether the new suavité, the 
“Cocktail Revolution,” is begin- 
ning to take hold. For a while 
this summer, Lansdowne 
Street’s Bill’s Bar, rabid test lab 
for cool, was hosting a cocktail- 
lounge theme evening on 
Wednesday nights, but by Au- 
gust the theme had fizzled, re- 
placed by hip-hop. The manager 
of neighboring nightclub Avalon, 
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however, 
swears that the 
crowds there 
straight, 
gay, and cross- 
dressing — are 
looking more 
and more glam 
all the time. 

At Bertha 
Cool, the Ken- 
more Square 
used-clothing 
store, owner 
Randy Johnson 
says she hasn’t 
seen an in- 
crease in de- 
mand for glam- 
orous gar- 
ments, but she 
won't be 
suprised when 
she does.

the rhinestones and the netting, remember?” What goes 
around comes around. 

High-high heels will arrive in Boston rather late, pre- 
dicts Nazih Nehme, owner of Taha Shoes, in the Back 
Bay. “It’s going to take time before it gets here, but you'll 
start seeing it lightly at the end of the fall and close to the 
holidays, then stronger next spring.” He doesn’t wax 
rhapsodic about the change. “The way I look at it, how 
many different ways can they design a shoe?” 

At Jasmine, the elegant-yet-funky clothing boutique in 
Harvard Square, buyer Joan Durkee says she never 
brought much of the grunge aesthetic to the shop (“that 
whole look was way too young for us, anyway”), and she 
isn’t seeing drop-dead glamorous clothes now, but she 
has noticed a renewed interest in luxurious fabrics. 

“We started seeing velvet last year, and that look is 
only getting started. There’s lots of mohair, and angora, 
and cashmere blends that didn’t exist before. All of a sud- 
den, everybody’s asking for them. The dress business has 
certainly taken a turn for the better. And things fit now.” 

Durkee says women’s jackets “have more of a designed 
waist and look like womens’ jackets. Even things like 
chalk-stripe banker’s ‘menswear’ have a definite female 
shape to them.” 

Elizabeth Baum, who just graduated from the Rhode 
Island School of Design with a major in apparel and is 
now working at the Cambridge Dry Goods clothing com- 
pany, says the new suavité is on the horizon for sure, and 
she’s ready to welcome it. 

“I’ve been noticing a lot of shiny materials and fuzzy 
materials,” she says, “and I was just reading in GQ about 
how Donna Karan sold more ties than ever this season 
and people are dressing up more. The last time I went to 
see Combustible Edison play at the Green Street Grill, I 
was riding the T and I noticed this 17-year-old guy who 
was wearing a little ascot, a checked jacket, wingtip 
shoes. I thought, ‘That is the swankest-looking 17-year- 
old I’ve ever seen in my life!’ ” 

It’s a lovely turn of events, Baum says. “I can’t imagine 
people who don’t like fake fur and things that are visually 
pleasing. It’s not even a fad. It’s something that never 
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went out of style. No one would 
ever say that James Bond looked 
silly. There will always be people 
who respect Holly Golightly.” 

Then she adds, perhaps hopeful- 
ly, “I think that people will start 
smelling better.”

Boston designer Geoffrey B. 
Small was in Paris last March, stag- 
ing his first runway show there and 
visiting with clothing-store reps. 
The designs he showed were street- 
smart: “recycled” clothing stitched 
together from ready-made gar- 
ments, their frayed seams deliber- 
ately visible. 

The response was strong enough 
that his clothing now sells in shops 
in Beirut, Munich, and Hong Kong, 
among many other international 
spots, but he especially remembers 
a conversation with a buyer for a 
Paris boutique. The buyer had 
mentioned that she was looking for 
glamour, and that everyone was 
talking about sexiness and high 
heels again. Small replied that his 
next collection would be called 
“Neo- Lux.” 

Her response was immediate: 
“Now that I want to see!” 

Small seems a shade ambivalent 
about the new suavité. “We’re in a 
position where we sort of have to 
go along with it,” he says, acknowl- 
edging that designer Galliano is 
“driving” the trend. “I think that a 
lot of people are sort of yearning 
for a little bit more return to what 
might be classical beauty — a clas- 
sical beauty and the values that pre- 
vious eras may represent to people. 
I think that’s what kids are looking 
for. Growing up a little, getting a 
little more sophisticated.” 

In a packed fashion show at 
Avalon on August 1, Small dis- 
played his Neo-Lux collection to a 
young and hip Boston crowd. The 
new clothes did seem more finished 
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and dressy than his earlier shows. And sure enough: his 
evening gowns with sequined tops and silky long skirts 
drew the rowdiest applause. Perhaps the audience had been 
reading the New York Times, in which, a week and a half 
earlier, Yves Saint Laurent said he wanted to produce cou- 
ture (read: formal and glamorous) collections “that are 
young and sexy, because we are attracting many young 
clients.” 

Nichole Pinto, who just graduated from Emerson Col- 
lege, spends most of her time about as far away from the 
realm of Yves Saint Laurent showrooms as you can get and 
still be in the fashion world. She works at the Garment Dis- 
trict, the Cambridge used-clothing store, where she has not 
noticed a big surge in glamour-seeking, but has noticed a 
“definite” drop-off in sales of grunge-type work clothes. 
“That would be great if a glamorous side comes out,” she 
says. “I hope things do turn glamorous.” 

Then Pinto reveals that although she plays in a band, and 
although her head is shaved (except for bi-colored, red- 
and-black bangs), she does indulge in a bit of glamorous 
behavior. She wears wigs. “I love the vintage and the really 
old ’50s styles of clothing,” she says. “I change wigs de- 
pending on what I’m wearing, who I want to be. Yesterday I 
wore a long black wig that I put up in a bun. Sometimes I 
wear a little blond pixie wig. It’s so much fun.” 

At times, she admits, her enjoyment is dampened by how 
hot and uncomfortable the wigs can be. Glamorous artifice, 
whether in the form of wigs or high heels or an ascot, re- 
quires effort and endurance, judgment and artistry. 

All of which raises the question of whether the average 
hipster, when cultivating fabulousness, bites off more than 
he or she can chew. 

Boston makeup artist Elizabeth Moon says that although 
red lips are a classic look, she’s not excited about seeing the 
gaudy and misplaced reds that well-meaning glamourites 
will be wearing on the street soon. “Unfortunately, there 
will be hot pink lips and orange lips. Red lipstick is very 
glamorous, but, for instance, on small lips, it looks ridicu- 
lous.” 

Designer Small’s new designs, he says, are “more realis- 
tic and viable for our times” than the designs being shown 
by the likes of Galliano. Small means that his clothes are 
more affordable. (“Today a haute couture gown can run 
$25,000 to $30,000, and that’s very hard for most people 
to even think about,” he explains.) His styles are also less 
blantantly retro, and so require a tad less daring on the part 
of the wearer. 

Listen to Cudahy, for instance. “My personal favorite 
style,” he says, “is around 1800. Sort of like a frock coat. 
Cravats and stick pins. I’m trying to reintroduce spats into 
general menswear for the stylish boulevardier about town. | 
look toward nature. The male of the species has the extrava- 
gant finery. Peacocks are a big fashion inspiration to me. 
Peacocks, lions, Siamese fighting fish. Something along 
those lines.” 

Magazines try to get around reservations about the new 
suavité by presenting the look as a strong-woman style, 
Siamese-fighting-fish fierce. Glam women are sexy, in other 
words, but not passive ornaments. 

“There is now a total emphasis on a look that is put to- 
gether in a deliberate, calculated manner,” reports Harper’s

Offers Baum of Cambridge Dry Goods: “This look in- 
volves actually less effort that the grunge look, because it’s 
historically based.

Not even just 
grunge, but 
look at 
Woodstock 

it’s all 
mud. The 
idea of Tony 
Bennett now 
as an idol for 
young people, 
I think a lot of 
that is glam- 
our.” 

Fernie at LuLu’s explains that he chose 
that name for the store because of a story 
that an English hotel manager told him 
when he was a little boy. There was a 
woman named LuLu, the manager said, 
who traveled from fine hotel to fine hotel. | 
She never paid the bills she racked up, but 
hotels considered it a badge of honor to 
have her visit because, as Fernie tells it, 
“she had impeccable taste. She just didn’t 
have any money.” 

In the spirit of LuLu, let’s offer a cham- 
pagne toast to the new glamorousness, 
however fleeting and artificial it may prove 
to be. If it’s fun, if it’s distracting, if people 
are going to start feeling (and smelling!) 
better: here, here. 

The masses will cry “fad” soon enough. 
For now, let’s make the teeniest little 
tasteful alteration in that term.

It had been 17 years since the last time 
I’d set foot on the stage of Mitzi Shore’s 
Comedy Store in Los Angeles, and nearly 
20 since the first. The little club on Sunset 
Strip had by then become the place to 
hang out and be seen for show-biz wanna- 
| bes. I had no real desire to be a comic. I 
| still viewed comics as circus geeks in 
cheesy suits. But I did want to write for 
| TV shows created by guys like Norman 
| Lear and Gary Marshall, and I’d heard 
| that this was the place to meet them and 
begin the time-honored process of sucking 
up. And so, on an open-mike night in Oc- 
tober of 1974, I put my name at the bot- 
tom of a long list and waited in the park- 
| ing lot with the other hopefuls. As I stood 
| there, in a sea of leisure suits and rubber 
chickens, all I could think of was my six 
years of college and grad school, and how 
| my father had probably been right all 
along: I should have been a dentist. 

As things turned out, I did get to go on 
| that night, and I dropped more bombs 
| than a B-52. Did I do the sane thing and 
| quit? Hell no . . . I came back to make a 
| fool of myself, week after week, until final- 
| ly the bombing ceased and the laughs be- 

gan. Eventually, Mitzi awarded me “regu- 
lar” status, and I got my name painted on 
| the club’s fagade alongside those of 
Richard Pryor, Freddie Prinze, and Jimmie 
| Walker. Of course, she didn’t pay any of 
us in those days (she wanted us to work 
| for “Art’s sake” — Art being her accoun- 
| tant), so I had to get a day job selling Red 
Cross shoes to old Nazi ladies in Glendale. 
After nearly three years of performing at 
all the local joints, hanging out till dawn 
| and schmoozing with some of the biggest 
names in the business, it stopped being fun 
| for me. Along the way I had indeed begun 
to write for shows created by Norman 
Lear and Gary Marshall. Then, on the 
morning of my birthday, another comic 
called to say that Freddie Prinze, a young 
man who seemed to have everything I’d 
ever wanted, had just put a gun to his 
head, putting his career and life on perma- 
nent hold. Shortly thereafter, I quit my 
stand-up career, never to look back . . . or 
so I thought.

Flash forward 17 years. I’m happily 
married, living in a city I love, with a cou- 
ple of cats who tolerate my presence, and 
though my career has gone through 
changes — dropping stand-up and televi- 
sion, adding teaching and newspaper stuff 
— I guess I'd have to say it’s going pretty 
well. So, why have I felt that something’s 
been missing?

Tripping inside the mind of 
a reformed stand-up man

A clue came when one of my students, 
an aspiring comic, asked me to critique his 
act. As I sat in a dark, now-defunct Cam- 
bridge nightclub watching that clever kid 
charm the audience, I realized how much I 
had really missed the laughs. When you 
write for a living, there’s no one on the 
other side of the typewriter, giving instant 
feedback by laughing, applauding, or even 
booing. At best, you eventually get a com- 
puter-generated check in the mail. 

I began to wonder what it would be like 
to strap on the microphone one more time 
and go hunting for the big yuks. What 
were the comedy clubs like now? Was the 
new generation of comics cut from the 
same bolt of neurotic cloth as my former 
classmates? What kind of material do au- 
diences respond to now? And, most per- 
sonal of all . . . did I still have what it takes 
to make ’em laugh? The more I thought 
about the questions, the more I had to find 
the answers. 

Before the early ’70s, stand-up comedy 
was a fossil relegated to the few remaining 
Borscht Belt hotels and Vegas lounges 
where guys named Shecky and Slappy 
roamed aging, dry-rotted stages. When a 
few strictly comedy clubs like the Comedy 
Store in LA and the Improvisation and 
Catch a Rising Star in New York opened 
their doors, a new, hip breed of funny men 
and women no longer had to share stage 
time with strippers or Jerry Vale look-alike 
crooners. As laugh-hungry customers 
packed these cellars and turned them into 
gold mines, clones began to pop up all 
over the landscape. By the late "80s, Mc- 
Donald’s and chains of comedy clubs were

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competing for the most burgers sold and 
jokes told. But it’s now the 90s; trends 
change, and the laugh clubs have been 
folding faster than lawn chairs in a hail- 
storm. 

One of the Boston clubs that has sur- 
vived the karaoke epidemic is the Comedy 
Connection at Faneuil Hall. A former 
comic, owner Paul Barclay decided to go 
straight back in 1978, when he and then- 
partner Bill Downes opened the Charles 
Playhouse. He served as a consultant for 
HBO, booked comics, and even did a stint 
at KISS 108 FM before opening his sec- 
ond club, Duck Soup (aimed at a crowd 
old enough to know what “Duck Soup” 
meant) in 1990. When the space at Fa- 
neuil Hall became available in 1992, he 
rounded up investors, did a remodeling 
job worthy of Liz Taylor’s plastic surgeon, 
and opened the Comedy Connection — a 
great 450-seat room. 

When I met Paul a few months ago, he 
agreed to let me hang out with the comics 
and even volunteered to put me on stage 
in a prime slot just as soon as I found the 
guts to do it. At the beginning of August, I 
tied a long rope to my ego and prepared to 
lower myself once again into the pit of 
comedy. “What’s the worst that can hap- 
pen?” I wondered. “If all goes as planned, 
I'll have bragging rights for another couple 
of decades, and if I bomb . . . bomb terri- 
bly . .. send the audience running sobbing 
into the night and, in doing so, betray Paul 
Barclay’s trust, maybe even put him out of 
business . . . hey, I’ll still get a Phoenix ar- 
ticle out of it, so big deal!” 

It was scary. I was already starting to 
think like a comic again. 

For the next two weeks, I sat at the back 
of the Comedy Connection, watching the 
comics perform and quietly observing their 
off-stage behavior. Drugs and alcohol ap- 
pear to be absent from the lives and ca- 
reers of these people. In the old days, self- 
destructive behavior — like cassette 
recorders, three-by-five file cards, and 
bleached denim — seemed to be part of 
the lifestyle. It was as if many of us 
yearned to be found dead on the toilet, like 
Lenny Bruce. And some of us were. 

Although most of the Boston-based 
comics are new to me, many have been 
getting national attention: wildly weird 
D.J. Hazard, happily obscene Jimmy 
Smith, super-nebbish Mike Prior, hyper- 
active Rico March, and the hilarious and 
thoughtful Anthony Clark. Relative new- 
comers Greg Carey (an intense Jamaican 
jollymon), Steve Hurley, and Kevin Knox 
are definitely going places. If I had to pick 
the breakout star of the future, I’d put my 
money on Patrice O’Neal, a hilarious 
young African-American with perfect tim- 
ing and a body so large he has to buy his 
clothes at Pep Boys. 


SEPTEMBER -2:3, 
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Finally, on August 16, a Tuesday, it was 
my turn. I had spent as much time as | 
could writing new bits and rehearsing at 
home. But my wife, trying so hard to be 
supportive, laughed during the set-ups, 
and Buford, our 20-pound tomcat, took to 
heckling. Tough crowd! We had invited a 
few of our closest and most understanding 
friends to attend my public humiliation, 
and I was beginning to regret it. 

The night before, I got very little rest. I 
even tried counting the revolutions of the 
ceiling fan, but instead of turning off, my 
mind kept replaying the opening scene 
from Apocalypse Now. I knew Tuesday 
was going to be one long day. 

When the time came for my last mile, I 
rode the Green Line down to Government 
Center. It’s good practice for anyone 
about to face a hostile mob. During the 
walk from the station to Faneuil Hall, I 
went over the material in my head and 
tried to relax by repeating the day’s 
mantra: “I’m an idiot, I’m an idiot . . .” Of 
all the stupid ideas I’d ever had in my life, 
this one was looking like the granddaddy. | 
“Why,” I wondered, “hadn’t I just volun- 
teered to review the latest Pauly Shore 
(yes, her kid) movie?” Nevermind. 

By show time, the place was nearly 
packed. There were some good people in 
the line-up. Paul had scheduled me right 
after Anthony Clark, the night’s headliner. 
Now, there are two schools of thought 
about following a real pro. Some comics 
believe that greatness can pull you along in 
its wake; others figure you’ll drown. On 
one unhappy occasion long ago, Mitzi sent 
me up after Robin Williams. I mailed her 
home address to Charlie Manson . . . just 
in case he ever got out and needed a place 
to stay. 

It looked like a terrific crowd: tourists 
who had come from all over the country 
just to see Cheers; college kids with their 
hats on backwards and some of their par- 
ents with regretful expressions on their 
faces; worker bees from the nearby office 
towers; a hopeful-looking bunch from the 
State House, in need of a good laugh; and, 
seated at the edge of the stage, a dead 
ringer for Zippy the Pinhead. MC Jimmy 
Smith went right to work, winning them 
over by licking his eyebrows. The man has 
a gift. Patrice O’Neal was next and did 
fine. How someone his size can stand on a 
two-foot-high stage and loom over the 
customers in the front row without making 
them feel threatened still amazes me. An- 
thony Clark did one of his smooth, well- 
structured sets that draws an audience in 
and rewards it for its attention. He’s good 
— very good. 

Then it was my turn. I hadn’t been so 
nervous since the last time I’d heard the | 
words “Wait till your father sees this re- | 
port card.” Jimmy Smith read my intro- | 
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duction, I swallowed hard, made sure my 
fly was closed, and headed for the stage. 
Kill or bomb, however it turned out, I 
knew it was going to be over in about 10 
minutes. 

The lights were bright . . . much 
brighter than I had expected. I waited for a 
commanding voice to say, “Put your hands 
on the hood of the car!”, but all I heard 
was the muffled sound of the audience. 
Some of them chattered, a few were still 
reviewing my predecessor, most were just 
breathing. I heard a few glasses clink. It all 
seemed foreign and surreal, but when I re- 
membered my opening bit, I began to feel 
as if I had been there before. 

I told the audience about Brooklyn, 
where I grew up, and how they now have 
signs there that read, “Over 30 million 


“Ready for your score?”, Paul asked 
with a smile as he ordered me a Scotch. 

“Score? I didn’t know we were doing 
scores.” I winced and downed the booze. 
Single malt it wasn’t. 

“Your material was worth a 10,” he 
said, “but I’d give your performance a 6.” 

“What are you, the Bulgarian judge?” 
My ego was making a crunching sound. 

“Hey, that’s an overall 7.5 or so. Not 
bad for a guy who’s been away for 17 
years.” 

“Think I could do stand-up again — for 
real?” I asked. The ego had started to 
purr, and that can be dangerous. 

“I think so, but it’s up to you. Why not 
go on again tomorrow night, when there’s 
no pressure on you. Have some fun, and 
see how you feel.” 





bodies found.” And how, as kids, we used 
to play the classic New York street games: 
stickball, Johnny-on-the-Pony, and Name 
That Fluid. They laughed. I told them 
about my experiences with the people in 
LA, and how it really stands for “Lots o’ 
Assholes,” and if you see a sign that says 
“Dips in Road,” it’s probably a parade. 
They laughed some more. I talked a bit 
about coming back to Boston, where I had 
gone to school, and what it’s like to teach 
kids who were my age when I left for Cali- 
fornia. Only a few people chuckled, and I 
knew I was starting to die up there in front 
of hundreds of strangers and a few former 
friends. 

| Growing desperate, I tried working the 
| crowd, “schpritzing,” Lenny Bruce used to 
| call it — my specialty at the Comedy 
Store. But I was out of practice and got 
only a lukewarm response. I even asked 
Zippy the old standby, “Where ya from?” 
But the complexity of the question ap- 
peared to throw him. Silence is terrifying 
in a situation like this, so I shifted back to 
some “safe” material about driving in Bos- 
ton (“If right-to-lifers were really serious, 
they’d picket traffic rotaries”), and the 
laughs began to return. I decided to quit 
before the inevitable lynching, thanked the 
crowd, hung up the microphone, and 
headed for the safety of the kitchen. I'd 
been on stage for only about eight min- 
utes, but it had seemed like a month.

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I decided to come back on Wednesday 
and give it another shot. Paul had predict- 
ed that I’d be awake again most of the 
night, thinking about all the gags I’d for- 
gotten to do. And he was right, of course. 
A dozen of the best lines I had written for 
Tuesday night had escaped me on stage, 
and at about 3 a.m. they all decided to pay 
me a visit. Kate and the cats started to 
pack. 

As things turned out, Paul was also cor- 
rect about going on stage one more time. I 
was more relaxed, I remembered most of 
my bits, played more with the audience, 
and had some real fun. But when I stepped 
out of the lights, I knew it was over. I had 
made the right decision 17 years before. 

Stand-up comedy is just too damned 
hard. First, you have to write the material. 
Then you polish it on stage, night after 
night, maybe spending a few years earning 
wages that wouldn’t feed one of Sally 
Struthers’s orphans. Someday, if Fate and 
the agents really smile on you, you get na- 
tionwide exposure and make a decent liv- 
ing by traveling around the country — one 
town, one club, one night at a time. I 
guess these people are a whole lot braver, 
or just crazier, than I am. 

So how will I feed that need for laughs 
and applause? One of the nice things 
about writing on a Macintosh is that you 
can program it to do just about anything 
you want. QO

Head and heart 


Marcus Schulkind uses form 


to communicate feeling

arcus Schulkind makes 
dances that resonate 
with integrity and heart. 
He is at once a deliber- 
ate and nimble crafts- 
man, using form — the rigorous and pellu- 
cid lines of ballet, the gut-driven contrac- 
tion and spiral of Martha Graham, and the 
lyricism and buoyance of Lar Lubovich — 
as the conduit of feeling in a persistent ef- 
fort to reveal the emotions that, quite liter- 
ally, move us. The wisdom of his choices 
— to let structure dictate sense and disci- 
pline convey drama — was on display 
again last weekend at Cambridge’s Green 
Street Studios, in a concert of five of his 
works plus a haunting duet, Skin (1993), 
by Boston choreographer Peter Schmitz. 

The evening included one premiere (the 
five-part Cradle Song, a series of trios and 
solos), the glorious hip-rolling, leapfrog- 
ging Sirius (1991), and Schulkind’s 
wrenching signature solo, Job (1976), this 
time danced by Jeanine Durning, whose 
silken elasticity gave new dynamic shape to 
the face-first plunges and wound-spring 
hinges that have reverberated through 
Schulkind’s body with such intensity. Even 
the pieces with loose ends, like In the Dark 
Room (1993), and tight compositions but 
a-bit-too-obvious themes, like the Poe-in- 
spired The Pit (1993), trembled with 
Schulkind’s message: a reverence for the 
magnanimity of the human spirit. 

Take the romantic In the Dark Room, a 
meditation on the fleeting nature of con- 
nections set to a now delicate, now dra- 
matic piano score composed and per- 
formed live (a treat) by Igor Tkachenko 
(who also did the music for The Pit). The 
four characters remain on stage for the du- 
ration, but they slip in and out of one an- 
other’s consciousness, like memories, as 
alliances shift. Two unattached women 
spin in counterpoint to a rebounding cou- 
ple; a woman sinks into the curve of waist 
and hip of another stretched on the floor 
on her side; and in perhaps the dance’s 
loveliest moment, all four fold into one an- 
other as they sit, stairlike, atop one anoth- 
er’s knees. The entire dance has the gra- 
cious, rich texture of the crushed velvet its 
participants are wearing. 

Emotion seeps through abstraction in 
The Pit as well, but this time it speaks of 
the human need to exert effort, regardless 
of reward. The dance centers on Kon- 


stantin Simun’s bulky hanging sculpture of 
milk crates filled with empty plastic jugs. 
The trio of dancers return to this construc- 
tion again and again, to push and lunge 
into it, to pull it, to circle it over their 
heads, to spin beneath it. When the pres- 
sure becomes too great, they explode into 
discrete channels, careering into back rolls 
and flex-footed walks, butt rolls and deep 
pliés. It is the dance’s vigorous structure 
— its classical backbone and use of com- 
positional devices like reprised phrases and 
repeating canons (for instance, one by one, 
the dancers travel on the diagonal as they | 
grasp a throat, cross hands over a crotch, | 
then spin) that saves it from tilting into 

melodrama. 

There is no danger of such a fall when 
Schulkind works with the forms he excels 
at, duets and solos; and he presents a 
stunningly inventive example of the latter 
when Marjorie Folkman takes the stage in 
the second part of Cradle Song. (The two 
sections for trios, with their clicking an- 
kles and slides through open legs, are less 
well defined.) A pure-dance work to the | 
music of J.M. Gottschalk, Cradle Song 
celebrates the art of the detail. With a 
loose elegance and understated wit, Folk- 
man slices a finger through a hand sport- 
ing the V-for-victory, sprints into pump- 
armed runs to encircle her space, turns in 
her feet till her pigeon toes overlap, and 
grasps the nape of her neck to pull her | 
head to her chest. Like a key in a lock, 
each movement fits the next so precisely | 
that it seems no other will do. 

In the same spirit of necessity, Schmitz’s 
Skin — comprising a couple who bind and 
split as they trace each other’s histories 
through touch (the luminescent Kaela San 
Lee and the fiery Dianna Daly Blackman) 
— takes the fact of weight and uses it as 
the impulse for both dance and intimacy. 
Set to the beautiful, melodic Lento from 
Henryk Gérecki’s Symphony No. 3, the 
piece opens with a series of blackouts, 
showing shifting aspects of the relation- 
ship, then settles into two squares of light 
diagonally placed, one upstage and one 
down. A mimed hand tap from Blackman 
sends Lee skittering on her knees. Lee | 
shoots skyward only to be stopped by | 
Blackman’s clasping her around the thighs. 
Lee ascends into a clunky leap with the 
help — or is it the hindrance? — of Blatk- 
man’s hands pulling on her leg. The 
dancers could not be more well paced as 
they prod and tug, jolt and lift each other 
in their struggle to connect.

axine Hong Kingston 
doesn’t dwell, in her 
remarkable memoir 
The Woman Warrior, 
on the mysterious ill- 
ness that sent her to bed for a year and a 
half at age 13. In Deborah Rogin’s stage 
adaptation, however, it becomes the unify- 
ing metaphor, with the actress personify- 
ing Kingston set literally afloat above the 
stage — in an upended bed — as the 
clanging dualities of her Asian-American 
world sort themselves into a merge. What 
she’s looking down on, trussed up there in 
her Beauty Rest palanquin, is a remarkable 


effort really, the collaboration of three the- 
ater companies and an independent pro- 
ducer, that incorporates elements of Chi- 
nese legend, ritual, and theater, along with 
the history of Kingston’s race in this coun- 
try and the makings for a surefire comedy- 
drama about a large Chinese-American 
family who operate a laundry in Stockton, 
California. 

Rogin’s adaptation only fitfully captures 
the resonant interplay of myth, autobiog- 
raphy, and history that made the 1976 
book a landmark. And it flattens the drama 
that would seem inherent in Kingston’s 
girlhood, which is filled with her 
formidable mother’s “talk story” of a Chi- 
na that is both touchstone and foreign ter- 
ritory. Still, The Woman Warrior is proba- 
bly as spectacular as any intelligent thing 
we will see this season. The production — 
a pooling of resources by-the Huntington, 
the Berkeley Rep, the Center Theatre 
Group of Los Angeles, and producer Mar- 
tin Rosen — mixes pageantry, dance, and 
drama and features such fillips as acrobats 
who spring from folklore and ghosts who 
spring from laundry baskets. 

Playing on Kingston’s dual use of the 
term “ghosts” — to describe both the 
specters of Chinese and family history that 
haunted her childhood and the inter- 
changeable white folks who occupied its 
periphery — the large, all-Asian cast im- 
personate warriors, animals, magical fig- 
ures, figments of the imagination, and, in 
molded whiteface, Caucasian Americans. 
They are also the vivid characters of The 
Woman Warrior and its companion volume 
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China Men, including Kingston’s immedi- 
ate family; the uncles and grandfathers who 
came to America’s “Gold Mountain” tc 
make their fortunes at hard labor but even- 
tually returned to China; the tragic aunt 
who committed suicide and was wiped 
from the pages of the family history; and 
the “woman warrior” Fa Mu Lan, whose 
derring-do stands in marked contrast, in 
the young Kingston’s imagination, to the 
traditional Chinese image of woman as de- 
mure and burdensome chattel. 

There are a lot of practical suggestions 
that can be made to improve this ambi- 
tious theater piece, which had its world 
premiere in Berkeley and will move from 
Boston to Los Angeles. The first is pretty 
radical — eliminate most of the second act 
(though not the addled granddad who 
yearns for a “peachy-faced” daughter and 
certainly not the story of Kingston’s schol- 
ar father and doctor mother emigrating to 
a glamorous new world that turns out to 
be full of other people’s laundry). Based 
on the 1980 China Men, the midsection of 
this overlong evening tells the stories of 
the Chinese men who came to the Gold 
Mountain to, among other things, build 
the railroad and suffer shocking prejudice 
and mistreatment. The book is not as 
magical as The Woman Warrior, but its in- 
terlocking histories do form a compelling 
tale of toil, dreams, and loneliness. Here 
the material is barely skimmed, and its 
polemical aspect is thumped like a tub. 

Moreover, the digression gets in the way 
of the play’s throughline — the young 
Kingston’s attempt to find herself between 
China and America, her mother’s tales and 
disparagement, the legend of the brave fe- 
male avenger and a cultural tradition in 
which girls are devalued. Not that all those 
yins and yangs can’t mix — the writer’s 
adolescent alter ego decides at one point 
that “perhaps women were so dangerous 
they had to have their feet bound.” A writer 
in the making, she is particularly tormented 
by the Asian-female ideal of suffering in si- 
lence — tormented by the ghost of the 
aunt who gave birth to an illegitimate child 
and then commited suicide without utter- 
ing a sound, she beats up a pretty Chinese 
classmate for refusing to talk. Then she 
takes to her bed, waiting for her mind to 
get big enough to handle “paradox.” 

If The Woman Warrior is unwieldy and 
diffuse, its staging is often splendid — a 
stunning mix of multicultural razzmatazz 
and sweeping simplicity. The music by Jon 
Jang and Liu Qi-Chao (who is among the 
five musicians in the pit orchestra) is a 
dramatic clatter of cultures, evoking both 
Chinese opera and jazz. And the wide, im- 
posing set by Ming Cho Lee well serves 
the pageantry of the piece, providing 
frames of varying sizes for shimmery, sil- 
houetted tableaux and lighting designer 
Peter Maradudin’s geometric splashes of 
color. The lavish Chinese costumes — 
particularly in the Fa Mu Lan sequences, 
contribute to a milieu that’s both venerable 
and technicolor, and in the Stockton 
scenes costumer Susan Hilferty provides 
the drab, catch-as-catch-can wardrobe of 
a no-frills life. 

The choreography is pretty eye-popping, 
what with the ritualized swordplay and 
high-flipping personages of Fa Mu Lan’s 
world (which is presided over by a set of 
lifesize parents, who double as Kingston’s, 
and a pair of gliding, two-story elders who 
train the woman warrior). And the dancer- 
performers execute it with aplomb. Lydia 
Look, who plays Kingston as both adoles- 
cent and adult, leans too heavily on one 
angry and/or anguished note. But she has 
an eloquent face and a kiddish charm. 
There are strong performances by Wang 
Luoyong and Emily Kuroda as the mother 
and father in youth. And as the mature fa- 
ther, Soon-Teck Oh, when not swearing 
vilely at his busted presser, mixes weari- 
ness with dignity. Lisa Lu, as Kingston’s 


mother, Brave Orchid, plays down the | 


character’s relentlessness, affording her 
humor and soul. 

So why does The Woman Warrior fail 
to march to a dramatic drum? Rogin has 
done a workmanlike job of adaptation. 
And director Sharon Ott has staged the 
huge opus imaginatively, with the help of 
Chinese-movement specialists Jamie H.]. 
Guan and Michele Ehlers, not to mention 
regulation choreographer Daniel Pelzig. 
But the play’s schema shows like a slip. 
And despite Look’s emoting, the evening 
is more interesting than moving, its elab- 
orately stylized and declamatory portions 
distancing us from its personal drama. It 
may be that The Woman Warrior contains 
a whole army of plays and, like its fabled 
heroine, whose grievances are carved into 
her back, can be whittled upon but not 
cut down. - Q

ast spring, Diego Arciniegas 
won the Boston Theater 
Award for an Outstanding 
Actor. Well, it hasn’t changed 
his life. “The movie offers 
haven’t come in yet,” he laughs, “though 
I’m waiting.” Still, the honor has relieved 
him — at least for his latest gig, as the way- 
ward son in Tony (Angels in America) 
Kushner’s adaptation of Pierre Corneille’s 
The Illusion at the Merrimack Theatre, 
September 23 through October 15 — of 
one the most onerous chores handed to a 
performer. He didn’t have to try out. 

“The most tangible reward so far of the 
Boston Theater Award has been this job at 
the Merrimack Theatre,” Arciniegas says. 
“Director David Kent called me up and of- 
fered me the role point blank — I didn’t 
even have to read for it.” Probably Kent — 
who also cast 1994 BTA Outstanding Ac- 
tress Sandra Shipley in the show — would 
have thought of Arciniegas even in his pre- 
lauded state, given that the role of Calisto, a 
son who appears to be suffering from mul- 
tiple-personality disorder, is the just the 
kind of weirdo the actor tends to portray, at 
the Merrimack among other New England 
theaters. At the MRT alone, Arciniegas has 
played the bratty Mozart of Amadeus and a 
raving neo-Nazi punk in God’s Country. 

“I tend to get roles that go to an ex- 
treme,” the actor admits, “and Calisto is 
certainly from another world. He isn’t 
afraid of putting his life on the line at any 
given moment. Like Mozart, Calisto is on 
the edge, way on the edge, though in Calis- 
to’s case he’s more of a hero than a lu- 
natic.” Wiry and personable, Arciniegas 
doesn’t look like Quasimodo, and he has 
also played his share of romantic leading 
roles. He just doesn’t find being the center 
of attention on stage very satisfying, which 
is unusual for an actor. 

“It is more of a challenge to do character 
roles because you have to stretch yourself 
more,” he insists, “whereas playing leading 
men, even though it is a very hard job, has 
you spending an awful lot of stage time as 
the center of attention for characters who are 
a lot more interesting than you are. Leading 
men don’t have to act so much as rely on 
how handsome or well-built they are.” 

The histrionic stretch for Arciniegas in 
The Illusion includes Kushner’s contem- 
porary variations on Corneille’s homage 
to the stage as a site for metaphysical 
slight of hand. “What Kushner brings to | 
the play is much more of a concern with 
the idea of identity. My character keeps 
changing his name, much to the confu- 
sion of his father, and with each name 
comes a different personality. This is 
Kushner, not Corneille. Corneille hasn’t 
any of Kushner’s postmodern conscious- 
ness, which adds another dimension to 
The Illusion. While you are analyzing the 
theater you are on stage, acting. The play 
becomes a hall of mirrors.” 

The problem with performing in a hall of | 
mirrors is that a performer can get lost | 
amid all the self-reflexive spectacle. And | 
The Illusion, with its emphasis on the visual 
grandeur of the stage, invites eye-popping 
set design and astounding magic tricks. 
This is a show where an actor can be up- | 
staged by the furniture or outacted by the 
backdrop. And Arciniegas is a little worried | 
about that: “If you had asked on any other 
day, my response would have been differ- 
ent. But this is one of our first days acting 
on the set, and I am overwhelmed by it. I’m 
not sure sometimes if I’m going to have to 
fight to keep the audience looking at me 
rather than staring at the scenery.” Q

Mort Sahl holds a torch 
for Middle America

he moniker of Mort Sahl’s 
Off Broadway hit Mort 
Sahl’s America — which 
comes to the Hasty Pudding 
Theatre, under the auspices 
of the Cambridge Theatre Company, 
September 27 through October 16 — 
suggests that, after three decades of lam- 
basting politicians, cultural trends, and 
moral confusion, the satirist is getting pro- 
prietary, maybe even sentimental, about 
the nation. Not so, insists Sahl. The show, 
he says, isn’t about owning or disowning 
America so much as it’s about wondering, 
through extended riffs on politics, women, 
and movies, about where the USA is head- 
ed in “its 11th hour. News on television is 
gossip, satire has become a bitchy kind of 
jealousy, sex the most impersonal thing in 
America. Movies have demystified women, 
and the more powerless people have be- 
come politically, the more they hunger for 
fantasies that resolve moral issues with vi- 
olence. The country has changed a lot, and 
people haven’t addressed it.” 

Some of the people who haven’t faced 
what’s going on are, according to Sahl, his 
fellow comedians, who, like our elected of- 
ficials, would rather play it safe by keeping 
mum. Flocking to sit-coms like pigeons to 
peanuts, they’ve sold in. “Today’s comedi- 
ans have nothing to do with the public,” 
Sahl laughs. “They talk to other comedi- 
ans. Everybody I know wants to fly out to 
New York, do a show, and then fly back to 
LA. They’re like the politicians, who only 
talk to America every four years. The 
straight press is completely fooled — if 
Leno makes a joke about McDonald’s, it’s 





political satire. So is the prepubescent 
stuff on Saturday Night Live, which turned 
out to be what the government would put 
on in lieu of dissent. Roseanne thinks she’s 
a rebel, a fighter for the working class. 
Seinfeld is a middle-class kid from Long 
Island. He does mall humor.” 

For Sahl, Mark Twain is the model 
satirist — comedy isn’t about escapism 
but about “really revealing the truth.” And 
in Mort Sahl’s America, truths are zinged 
about Clinton and his army of armchair 
liberals. “I love it when they plead igno- 
rance. Streisand goes to Washington and 
hangs out with Clinton. She went to Vegas 
to open her tour and crossed a picket line 
of the chambermaids. When they asked 
her about crossing the picket line, she 
said, ‘I don’t know about politics,’ which I 
suspected in the beginning. She ends each 
concert by singing ‘Happy Days Are Here 
Again’ with a rear projection of photos of 
Clinton and Nelson Mandela. Your other 
president.”

The bulk of Sahl’s disdain seems re- 
served for the reigning Democrats, but he 
doesn’t have a lot of affection for the mod- 
erate Republicans of the George 
Bush/William Bennett stripe. Rush Lim- 
baugh ain’t Mark Twain. “First of all,” 
cracks Sahl, “his radio program sounds 
like one guy keeps calling him. Mega-dit- 
tos, Rush. When he married the woman he 
met on Internet, I said it was an elaborate 
espionage scheme in which they sent in a 
Jewish girl to destroy him from within. 
And he deserves it — he’s a minor flak for 
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the Republican party. The size of his audi- 
ence is related to the fact that they are 
lonely people looking for someone to 
agree with them. And they have been ig- 
nored by the media, who make all their 
bad guys military men and anybody who 
isn’t in favor of hiring more Albanian an- 
chorwomen.” 

Yet Sahl doesn’t just see his job as get- 
ting people to laugh at themselves — he 
also feels that over the decades the mission 
of the satirist has changed. “For the ’50s 
button-down generation, who loved Eisen- 
hower, I was considered a radical making 
chaos out of order,” he explains. “After 
Watergate and Iran-contra, we have be- 
come so cynical we’re like lemmings hurl- 
ing ourselves off a cliff. What you have to 
do is rekindle their optimism, make order 
out of chaos. It’s a tall order.” So Mort 
Sahl’s America isn’t just about sassing po- 
litical-correctness zombies; it’s about rein- 
venting hope. “I’ve always thought that the 
good guys would win, but what a pull.” 


The comedian doesn’t say who the good 
guys are, except that they’re out there, 
somewhere, in Middle America. And that 
he represents them on stage — a pose 
Twain never took. In addition to Tom 
Sawyer, Sam Clemens wrote “The Man 
That Corrupted Hadleyburg,” a story 
about a man who easily makes a whole 
town into crooks. Mort Sahl’s America, on 
the other hand, finds wisdom and honesty 
in the little guy: “I believe in Middle Amer- 
icans because they are not facile enough to 
hide from the truth. I came to this after 
being out in LA, after observing my friends 
who admired Adlai Stevenson and then 
jumped ship on him, loved Eugene Mc- 
Carthy and jumped ship, loved Jack 
Kennedy and jumped ship, loved freedom 
of speech and then blacklisted the writers 
in Hollywood. They loved LBJ and ended 
up with Clinton. Everybody is a liberal un- 
til it costs them a quarter. I’ve come to ap- 
preciate the common man by observing 
the uncommon man.” Q

n and around this year’s edition of 
the Theater Offensive’s annual “Out 
on the Edge” Festival of Gay and 
Lesbian Theater, at least two guys 
with solo acts propped themselves 
up on the titular edge and dangled their 
queer sensibilities — among other items 
— into the void. Festival headliner Tim 
Miller, whose 1992 show My Queer Body 
offended the Bush-appointed National En- 
dowment for the Arts (he’s one of the cele- 
brated NEA Four), visited the Boston Cen- 
ter for the Arts with a piece called Naked 
Breath. Meanwhile, outside the festival 
proper, Splat Productions is proffering Jim 
Boutin’s Shot to Hell in a Rocket (in the 
BCA’s Black Box Theater through Septem- 
ber 24), a high-tech, low-sentimentality 
valentine to a failed love affair, which fea- 
tures a video re-enactment of Boutin’s use 
of a leaf mulcher to shred bad memories. 
But first the good memories. Fans of 
Miller’s My Queer Body can attest that the 
performance artist has a way with all flesh. 
His showstopping demonstration of hu- 
man vulnerability, which included planting 
his bare buns on an audience member’s 
lap, may have made Jesse Helms queasy.

But for those of us who actually witnessed 
it, this was a profoundly moving act of 
courage. In Naked Breath, Miller is less 
interested in political statement and more 
enthralled by personal confession. Or as 
he put it, “You’re probably thinking, ‘My, 
Tim does go on about meeting men.’ ” 
The show is organized around the story of 
how, at 19, Miller moved to New York, 
worked as a carpenter, had prodigious 
good sex, and ultimately realized his true 
calling as a performance artist — one who 
feels the occasional need to his polemic. 

What’s Naked Breath like? Despite 
Miller’s charmingly heavy-panting entry 
(in which he invites audience members to 
breathe on parts of his flannel-shirt-clad 
bod), the anecdote-filled result is some- 
times lacking in inspiration. Sure, there’s 
his slew of juicily detailed love memories 
— “I’m good with wood” was his verbal 
calling card. But what seems to have tem- 
porarily deserted the artist is the keenly 
honed writing that, in My Queer Body, 
provoked justifiable comparisons with 
Walt Whitman. 

In its place are gobs of metaphors that 
carry him away, as when he describes the 
resistance of one lover: “He stayed off the 
shoals of my sides, avoided the coastlines of 
my chest.” It doesn’t help that his carpenter

persona describes himself as a builder of 
beds, which foreshadows overwritten allu- 
sions to the AIDS crisis. And when the per- 
former tells a story of cutting off the tip of 
his finger, the blood that he sheds provokes 
a vision of the “river of blood” that will ulti- 
mately carry off his lover. 

Miller is such a powerful presence, 
though, that Naked Breath transcends its 
own sentimentality. Whether what makes 
it work are his irrepressible personal poli- 
tics (“I’ve got to have it,” he declaims 
about sex, which he seeks — condom- 
protected — whatever the dangers) or his 
ability to strip artifice down to something 
real, it’s hard to say. What is clear, 
though, comes across in this show’s 
naked, non-verbal moments: after one 
metaphor-engorged story, Miller strips to 
his birthday suit, turns on a gospel tape, 
and has a stagehand wash his bod with a 
sponge. The result might be a re-imagined 
station of the cross. 

Religion also plays a part in Shot to Hell 
in a Rocket, in which Lawrence-born, 
Emerson-educated performance artist Jim 
Boutin explores the effect of priests (and 
also enemas) on the psyches of growing 
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homosexual boys. Not that that’s the em- 
phasis of his show. On a stage strewn with 
video monitors, a telephone, a couch, and 
a toilet, Boutin (and his several drag per- 
sonae) re-enact his break-up with a lover 
named Chris. Not only do we hear their 
phone conversations but, through the 
magic of video, we see Jim’s recurring 
dream that Chris is a Nazi doctor operat- 
ing on him without anaesthesia. Not to 
mention an outdoor scenario in which Jim 
appears to toss various items (including a 
live cat and a plaster saint) through a leaf 
mulcher to signify, oh, the hostility the 
break-up has inspired. 

If that sounds like your average break- 
up, embellished by a few idiosyncratic de- 
tails, I should add that Boutin hasn’t shed 
any new light on either the nature of rela- 
tionships or the mystery of growing up 
gay. Given all the props he assembles and 
trots out (and I haven’t even mentioned 
the voodoo Ken doll), it’s frustrating to 
discover he hasn’t got that much to say. 
Art may imitate life, as when the performer 
dresses like Frank and Nancy Sinatra, the 
better to sing “It’s Witchcraft,” but, alas, 
not every life can intimate art. QO

How one bold artist saw 
his place in the universe

What fol- 
lows is a chapter from Corbett’s loving and 
respectful remembrance of his friendship 
with the controversial artist, entitled “The

uring the years I knew 

Philip Guston he taught 

graduate students at Bos- 

ton University. This re- 

quired him to be in Bos- 
ton three or four days each month during 
the academic year. He took the job be- 
cause he needed the money. He had, he 
said, “a nest egg,” but his paintings were 
not selling. I remember that out of one 
New York show he sold only a single 
drawing to Jasper Johns. Guston also took 
the job because he needed to get away 
from the studio and talk. For all the un- 
welcome distractions BU brought, his vis- 
its allowed him to come up for air. 

Most months he called when he arrived 
in town and made a date for dinner. He 
loved food, and it was a pleasure to see the 
pleasure he took in eating. The meal did 
not have to be grand, broiled swordfish or 
a dish of pasta did the trick. He talked as 
he ate. Usually, the work he had just left 
was on his mind, and this, as always, he 
sketched in the air with his active, elo- 
quent hands. I loved to hear his excited 
talk of new work. I never failed to draw 


from him energy that sparked my own 
writing. And I loved to get him talking 
about the ’50s in New York. 

Max Beerbohm was right when he 
wrote, “It is the period that we didn’t quite 
know, the period just before oneself, the 
period of which the earliest days one knew 
the actual survivors, that lays a really 
strong hold on one’s heart.” I was in pre- 
cisely that relationship to the Cedar Bar, 
the Club, to Kline, de Kooning, and Pol- 
lock. I wanted to know as much as I could 
about those times and the heroes whose 
work triggered my own first interest in art. 

As forthcoming as Guston was when I 
nudged him in that direction, he made it 
clear he did not want to dwell on those 
days. He had little use for nostalgia, and 
he did not want his current work obscured 
by any good-old-days fog. Yet he told a 
good story. I remember his account of de 
Kooning’s putting down the musician and 
collector Ben Heller at a party in Heller’s 
penthouse. Heller began to lecture a 
crowd of painters about Goya. Soon de 
Kooning had had all he could stand. No 
one, he shouted, can talk about Goya but a 
painter, but me! Meanwhile Franz Kline 
slipped a bottle of Heller’s best Scotch into 
the pocket of the raincoat he always wore. 
When Kline gave the high sign, the 
painters bid farewell and met in a nearby 
bar to whoop it up on Kline’s theft, toast- 
ing de Kooning’s outburst. 

After dinner Guston and | sat talking 
and smoking Camels and drinking, beer or 
wine for me, and a little Scotch in milk for 
him, until midnight and often into the wee 


hours. Since his death it is these unfet- 
tered talks I have missed. One subject was 
linked to the next, forming an unbroken 
chain of conversation. No subject was out 
of bounds. We were nit-pickers one 
minute and laughing the next. As I have 
grown older I have felt the loss of those 
admired elders I can now no longer listen 
to and talk with. “All the Olympians; a 
thing never known again,” as Yeats says in 
his poem “Beautiful Lofty Things.” 

One night I asked had he ever ex- 
changed paintings with any of his friends 
in those days. No, he answered, but he 
came close once with Kline. They were in 
Chicago for a two-man show in the late 
50s. Instead of an opening dinner the 
dealer gave them a hundred bucks and 
with a pat on the back sent them off for a 
night on the town, “two visiting firemen.” 
They ate a good dinner and then strolled 
past the strip joints on Rush Street. A 
barker, marking them as two rubes, 
grabbed Kline’s arm and waved them in- 
side with a stage whisper promising, 
“Fresh cunts from Cincinnati.” 

This broke them up, buoyed their night, 
and they went on a drinking spree. In their 
cups, one or the other of them, Guston 
had forgotten who, said they really ought 
to trade pictures. They agreed enthusiasti- 
cally and shook hands on the deal. But 
hungover the next morning neither one 
mentioned the agreement, and they never 
spoke of it again. 

These stories were set pieces. On other 
nights, in response to questions, he spoke 
of de Kooning, whom he kept in touch 
with by phone, his admiration for him and 
how much he and other painters were in- 
fluenced by Excavation. He spoke of Mor- 
ton Feldman and John Cage, but never of 
their music. And he never said a thing 
about Pollock. It was like pulling teeth to 
get him to talk about his own paintings of 
the ’50s. “The kind of paintings” — he 
snorted in proud contempt and jerked a 
thumb in my direction — “you like.” 
Proud because they were his, and he knew 
their quality. Contempt because he did not 
want them put on the same plane as his 
new work. The ’50s paintings made him 
squirm a little. He was no longer that 
painter and did not want to, even for a 
moment, get back into work that he felt 
bound him like a straitjacket. 

By the early ’70s abstract painting op- 
pressed him. He saw it in every airport 
and public building. What had been a 
breakthrough for him and then “a beauti- 
ful land” was now visual Esperanto de- 
signed in Cape Town, Singapore, 
Moscow, and St. Louis. He saw that the 
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appeal of abstraction was that it could 
mean anything. Since it lacked subject 
matter it could be used for decoration in- 
ternationally. He knew his old work was of 
a different and higher quality than this, but 
he dismissed it as needing too much, in his 
word, “sympathy.” He saw those who ex- | 
tolled ’50s abstract paintings as a club of 
art lovers eager to accept the painting on 
any terms. This sickened him. 

Guston pushed away such sympathy 
with both hands. He instinctively mistrust- 
ed any understanding of his work, and 
formulation that encouraged the viewer to 
get chummy with his pictures. Guston de- 
tested the consensus that endorsed ab- 
straction. The world now seemed to know 
for certain what art was, but he was not so 
sure he did. Guston lived perpetually in 
the six weeks Morton Feldman remem- 
bered from the 50s. “What was so great,” 
Feldman wrote, “about the ’50s is that for 
one brief moment — maybe, say, six 
weeks — nobody understood art.” 

When Guston evolved out of abstract 
painting he left, as John Cage lamented, “a 
beautiful land.” Guston acknowledged 
this, but he knew he no longer wanted 
beauty on those terms. Not under the art 
lover’s seal of approval. He could only be- 
gin his late work by abandoning what he 
had done. This was both a reprise of what 
happened in the late ’40s and something 
entirely new. 

In the late 40s the wave of abstract 
paintings began to build. De Kooning, 
Kline, and, especially, Pollock were in full 
surge. Guston, no matter what his strug- 
gles, looked like a convert who was deter- 
mined to catch the crest of the wave. No 
one could have had such a thought at his 
1970 Marlborough show. Save for de 
Kooning, the great first-generation ab- 
stract painters were dead and safely en- 
shrined. Fortune left Guston without con- 
temporaries. There was little to measure 
his work against except the work of de 
Kooning and the finished work of Pollock, 
Kline, and Rothko. Few gave a thought to 
what Kline might have done had he lived 
into his ’60s. Had he lived might Pollock 
have returned to images like She-Wolf, 
and might Rothko have picked up the sur- 
realist thread he let drop? 

And so Guston felt under the shadow of 
his abstractions and the even heavier shad- 
ow of abstract painting’s heroic dream. He 
did not want his late work to be held 
hostage by the ’50s. He had to establish 
new terms. This put an edge on his unwill- 
ingness to discuss his abstract paintings. 
He had left one land for another, and he 
was determined not to let his past stand in 
judgment over his future. Those who ex- 
pressed bitterness at what they believed to 
be Guston’s betrayal of his gifts and prin- 
ciples deepened and then confirmed his 
contempt for the art world rigidities, the | 
chapter and verse, that had grown up 
around abstract painting. 

As the ’70s progressed, Guston believed 
that he had been wrong in the ’50s and 
was now in the right. It was a matter of life 
and death. Perhaps anyone who thinks in 
such extremes invites the worm of doubt. 
Ross Feld told me the following story. In 
the late ’70s he and Guston had just come 
from a show of the painter James Brooks’s 
new work. A friend of Guston’s since the 
’30s, Brooks painted abstractions all his 
life. Feld and Guston were on Madison 
Avenue heading uptown. Neither spoke a 
word until Guston stopped, turned to 
Feld, and exclaimed in anguish, “Maybe 
he’s right and I’m wrong!” 

Acceptance, early and late, troubled 
Guston. He could stand it only so long be- 
fore recoiling from it. When Life wrote 
about him in 1946 he dismissed his prize- 
winning painting Sentimental Moment as 
“too literal.” During the ’50s it disturbed 
him that painters influenced by his work 
picked up on only the work’s most obvious 
aspects, for instance that he did not paint 
all the way to the frame. At the same time 
he hated the attacks and indifference that 
met his late works. Nothing, no reception, 
satisfied him because his painting could 
never be contained in what others thought 
of it. He battered down every certainty, his 
own first of all. He was in a perpetual state 
of saying yes and then no, and out of this 
quarrel with himself came the energy that 
produced most of his art. At times our 
evening talks dissolved into something like 
acid. There seemed no answer to “And 
then what do we want?” except to go to 
bed and hope to wake from the bad dream 
of stale alternatives. I always did wake the 
next morning with the faith that what res- 
olution there might be could only honor- 
ably be found in work. I came to see this 
as a lesson I learned from Guston about 
how to be an artist. Q

Battleground 


How Philip Guston fought 


the war to create art

“PHILIP GUSTON, 1975-1980: PRI-

hilip Guston’s final, large- 
scale figurative paintings, 
on view at the Boston Uni- 
versity Art Gallery, repre- 
sent the battleground of 
creation. Of the process of painting, he 





| said, “I give to it, I make some marks, it 
| speaks to me, I speak to it, we have terrible 
| arguments going on all night, weeks and 
| weeks.” 


Those arguments now stand on their 
own in Boston University’s “Philip Guston, 
1975-1980: Private and _ Public 
Battles.” Guston, who started off his career 
as a figurist in the ’30s and made his name 


| as an Abstract Expressionist in the 50s, re- 


turned to representational painting in the 


| last decade of his life, when he was teaching 
| at BU. The paintings on display, populated 


with body parts and shards of industry and 
militarism, laced with Biblical, mythological, 
and art-historical references, dramatize the 
artist’s painful struggle to create living work 
against the backdrop of war and shifting 
identity in the 20th century. 

Aegean (1978) falls into the category of 
public battles. Long arms grabbing bull’s- 
eye shields jut horizontally across the can- 
vas over a red scorched earth through a 
dirty blue sky. The Homeric title touches 
on the warrior ways of Western civiliza- 
tion; one fleshy pink wrist sports a watch 
with no arms, suggesting the timelessness 
of violence. The arms travel over the can- 
vas in all shapes, colors, and sizes, some 
colliding, others hurtling through space; 
there is no focal point to the painting, just 
heavy, threatening movement. Guston 
paints an unsettling picture of mindless, 
mechanical aggression. 

A more personal untitled work from 
1978 delineates Guston’s feelings about his 
craft. In it, his own hand descends into a 
desert-like landscape of the artist’s palette, 
one that’s sandy-toned and dotted with 
globs of oil paint. The great hand grips 
Guston’s ever-present cigarette and a small 
paintbrush, which he mixes with the red 
paint. A blue sky places this work on a 
larger, more human scale than that of 
brush and palette; one of the dollops of 
paint looks like a car whizzing through a 
land of colorful rocks. This play on scale 
equates the artist’s hand with the hand of 
God. Guston, who believed that each 
painting was a living organism, did identify 
with God, and it brought him pain. “I think 


it’s kind of like Devil’s work, because you 
know man is not supposed to make life,” 
he remarked in an interview with Joseph 
Ablow. “Only God can make a tree.” 

His struggle is more evident in paintings 
such as 1975’s Yellow Light. Looking at 
Yellow Light is like wading into some- 
body’s flooded basement, with water up to 
your neck. This is the artist’s studio, and 
Guston paints himself in pink, fleshy tones 
in the middle of the stew, his head bobbing 
just above the surface, facing a quartet of 
huge-eyed demons — perhaps represent- 
ing the darker side of the living beings he 
created. A block of bricks walls him in 
with the demons; a splayed ladder on the 
left side of the canvas is grasped by a 
bloody hand emerging from the water like 
Glenn Close popping out of the bathtub in 
Fatal Attraction. Still, a light hangs over- 
head; a hand on the right points upward, 
toward divine inspiration, and lines and 
shadows intimate themselves just beneath 
the painterly surface of the water, ideas 
bubbling to the surface. 

Division (1975) also tackles the 
painter’s Herculean efforts. Here an 
artist’s table, scattered with brushes and 
supporting an easel, fills the bottom half of 
the canvas. A flood ripples over the top 
half, with shoes and books and heads 
floating chaotically through the waves. 
Guston is at sea, a visionary drowning in 
his vision. 

Perhaps the most poignant painting in 
the exhibit is Sleeping (1975), a self-por- 
trait showing the artist in a fetal position, 
his shod feet sticking out beneath a cad- 
mium red blanket that engulfs him from 
his frail bare ankles up to his ears. His 
body fills the canvas like a landscape; 
we're positioned at the foot of his bed, 
like a parent checking in on an infant. The 
figure is surrounded by pure blackness, as 
if all fragile life were stored beneath that 
warm blanket, in danger of being swal- 
lowed by the night. 

Guston’s brush strokes mottle and fla- 
vor all his work, softening his bold lines. 
In Flame (1979), one of his last paintings, 
the canvas is filled with a fluttering grid of 
brush strokes, a black night that nearly 
shimmers around the only image in the 
work, a cauldron of flames set on three 
spindly legs atop a red pedestal, in the 
lower right corner of the canvas. The 
flames shoot from the kettle like snakes | 
that writhe about Medusa’s head, and the 
surrounding black, shot with red and 
white, echoes the fragile fire in the corner. 

In the end, Guston’s flame was snuffed 
out. He suffered a massive heart attack in 
1979 and died the next year. But his paint- 
ings, like the echoes in the night in Flame, 
live on. : QO

he arc of Jessica Tandy’s 

long and remarkable career 

was perhaps unlike that of 

any other performer of her 

stature. Tandy, who died 
two weeks ago, at the age of 85, became 
a Broadway star shortly after the Second 
World War and a movie star half a centu- 
ry later. 

She first appeared on stage in London 
in 1929 (in a play called The Rumor), and 
in New York the following year (in The 
Matriarch), but her fame as a dramatic ac- 
tress dates from 1947, when — while hus- 
band and frequent co-star Hume Cronyn 
was enjoying a stint as a character actor in 
movies — she landed the role of Blanche 
DuBois in Elia Kazan’s stage production 
of A Streetcar Named Desire. Of the four 


| leading players (the others were Kim 


Hunter, Karl Malden, and, of course, 
Marlon Brando), she was 
the only one Kazan didn’t 
bring to Hollywood for 
the film version, in 1951; 
Vivien Leigh replaced 
her. Tandy wasn’t offered 
a terrific movie role for 
another three and a half 
decades. The one that 
launched a new career for 
her — and won her an 
Oscar — was Daisy

magnificent way; 
seems to have a tougher 
shell, like the version Blythe Danner did at 
Circle in the Square in the late 90s. But 
Danner was earthier, more fiercely sexual. 
Tandy’s was clearly a diamond-tiara 
Blanche, the resolute inheritor of a planta- 
tion-house Southern aristocracy, implicitly 
denying its decay in this modern, Stanley 
Kowalski world. I'd give a lot to have been 
able to see how Tandy brought this woman 
to the heartbreaking final scenes of the play. 
Tandy and Hume Cronyn began to play 
character parts in movies at around the 
same time. He was a thriller-loving neigh- 
bor in Hitchcock’s Shadow of a Doubt and 
the hard-bitten DA of The Postman Always 
Rings Twice; she showed up in such pic- 
tures as The Seventh Cross, Dragonwyck, 
and Forever Amber. By the time Bruce 
Beresford signed her to play Miss Daisy (a 
role Dana Ivey and Julie Harris had done 
on the stage), she’d appeared in a couple 
of dozen movies, including The Birds, The 
World According to Garp; The Bostonians, 
and — with Cronyn — the two Cocoon 
films, but she could hardly be called a Hol- 
lywood star. Her successes had been on 
the stage, in plays like Hilda Crane, The 
Fourposter, and Edward Albee’s A Delicate 
Balance, and in regional theaters like the 
Guthrie in Minneapolis and the Stratford 
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can sometimes make — perhaps over 
decades — toward each other. “Humanity 
— that’s the real show,” the playwright 
John Guare once wrote, and in Driving 
Miss Daisy it certainly is. Tandy’s perfor- 
mance and Morgan Freeman’s are the glo- 
rious yin and yang of the picture; they 
make some of the finest music together 
that movies have heard in recent years. 
Jessica Tandy and Hume Cronyn were 
married in 1942, and for theater lovers 
they represented a triumph of certain 
virtues most of us struggle for in both our 
private and our professional lives: re- 
silience, persistence, integrity. We knew 
they hadn’t always had an easy time forg- 
ing their careers or maintaining a relation- 
ship that married the two halves of their 
lives. At this year’s Tony Awards they 
shared a life-achievement prize, and when 
they arrived to accept it we all saw that 
Tandy was dying of cancer. Their expres- 
sions of gratitude — hers for being able to 
appear on stage once more, his for what 
she had given him — were almost unbear- 
ably poignant. I felt we’d been given the 
opportunity to say goodbye to this amazing 
actress, who at 80 had given a beautifully 
realized portrait of a rising spirit in a de- 
clining age.

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Movie madness 


The Montreal festival offers a 
scary look at films to come

ONTREAL — “There 

are more people here,” 

noted director Alan 

Rudolph at the stand- 

ing-room-only Montre- 
al Film Festival screening of his Mrs. Park- 
er and the Vicious Circle, “than have seen 
all my previous films altogether.” His was 
not the only film with box-office lines ex- 
tending for blocks. Maybe it was the base- 
ball strike (the Expos, with the best record 
in the big leagues, would see their World 
Series hopes die as the season was can- 
celled) or the impending election (the 
Quebec Separatist Party would win, con- 
firming the dreads of an Anglophile festi- 
valgoer who said he was taking all his 
money out of the province). Or maybe it 
was the general grimness of the film fare 
that compelled droves to the cinemas (ad- 
mittedly, there were long lines at the Com- 
edy Museum as well). 

This last is a scary thought — the most 
popular and impressive films in the festival 
make the Apocalypse look like a good 
idea. Not much in the way of comedies 
(Steve Martin’s remake of Silas Marner, 
anyone?) or musicals (not even one about 


AIDS) up north this year. What I did get 
to see in the first couple of days was no 
fewer than three films in which a torment- 
ed character devours a raw fish. By the 
time I’d finished a week’s viewing, I’d wit- 
nesses the utter breakdown of the family 
and civilization enacted in every corner of 
the world, from Bucharest to Wellington. 

What can you expect from a festival 
whose opening-night gala was Natural 
Born Killers? Fun, apparently. Based on a 
true incident, Rafal Zielinski’s Fun is the 
the story of two teenage girls, Bonnie and 
Hillary (performed with hypnotic intensity 
and conviction by Alicia Witt and Renée 
Humphrey, who shared the best-actress 
prize at the Sundance Film Festival), who 
bond together in an afternoon of high 
spirits and high jinks in mall land and de- 
cide to culminate their day of “fun” by 
killing a random stranger. 

Zielinski expertly skews the chronology, 
beginning with a flashily edited in medias 
res, leaping ahead to black and white, 
pseudo-vérité footage of the two girls’ in- 
carceration, then flashing back closer and 
closer to the actual bloody deed. The strat- 
egy builds suspense and showcases the 
giddy hysteria of the young actresses’ per- 
formances, extolling their exuberance at 
the same time it exposes the naked horror 














of the crime. It’s not as much “fun” as 
Natural Born Killers, or as pedantic — 
that’s why it’s a far more powerful movie. 

Canada hasn’t a monopoly on fucked- 
up kids and families by any means, to 
judge from French director Pascale Fer- 
ran’s Petits arrangements avec les morts 
(“Coming to Terms with the Dead”). A 
quasi-mystical interlinked trilogy that 
takes place one afternoon on a beach in 
Normandy, it opens with the tale of a 
troubled young boy with a morbid preoc- 
cupation with death. He’s devised a fanta- 
sy world in which the souls of the anony- 
mous dead are given refuge in the ruins of 
a World War II pillbox. This first segment 
unreels with a subjective chronology that 
coalesces with a sudden, clarifying revela- 
tion. Unfortunately, the remaining two 
stories feature four grown-up siblings who 
tour their memories that same afternoon, 
on the same beach, with far more melo- 
drama but less conviction. 

Less convoluted but more desperate fam- 
ily sagas unfold in Look Forward in Anger 
and Once Were Warriors. Set half a world 
apart, the two tell essentially the same story. 
Romanian director Nicolae Margineanu’s 
Look Forward takes place in post-Ceauses- 
cu Romania, where the dictatorship has

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been overthrown but all the evil remains. In 
a world of economic hopelessness and po- 
litical perfidy, a staunch working-class fam- 
ily disintegrates; unemployment, alco- 
holism, street gangs, and prostitution are 
the fruits of the new world order. It’s des- 
perate, infuriating, and unforgettable. 

As is New Zealand director Lee Tama- 
hori’s extraordinary Once Were Warriors. 
The Heke family have long since lost their 
Maori roots in the mean streets of 
Wellington, the New Zealand capital. Jake 
(a stunning Temuera Morrison, who’s a 
cross between Brando’s Stanley Kowalski 
and John Goodman in Roseanne) has de- 
teriorated from loving husband ‘to boozing 
brute, terrorizing his sons, his beautiful 
young daughter, and his hard-as-nails 
wife, Beth (Rena Owen, in one of the best 
performances by a woman this year). 
What follows has all the frenetic energy 
and brutal realism of Martin Scorsese 
Down Under, and it says a lot that this is 
one of the festival’s most upbeat films. De- 
served winner of three festival prizes — 
the Grand Prix of the Americas as best 
film, Best Actress for Owen, and the Ecu- 
menical Jury Prize — Once Were Warriors 
is a harbinger of dark and brilliant film- 
making to come. Q

ONLY THE BRAVE 


Bullfighting as a substitute for baseball? 
Before you dismiss the idea, check out 
Dutch filmmaker Sonia Herman Dolz’s 
elegiacal Only the Brave. It’s a lyrically 
photographed and largely celebratory por- 
trait of one of the world’s most barbarous 
and beautiful spectacles. 

Focussing on the career of a Spanish 
superstar torrero, 20-year-old Enrique 
Ponce (he can drop a thousand-pound an- 
imal with a single sword stroke, but 


cringes in guilt when his mother remon- 
strates. with him for worrying her and not 
eating properly), Brave captures the odd 
combination of macho, tradition, and 
fetishism that compels young men into the 
ring. The bulls, of course, have no choice. 
One breeder laments the fate of the stun- 
ning beasts he raises but points out that, 
hey, we’ve all got to go sometime, and that 
the death of a noble bull is the most beau- 
tiful death of all. 

Therein lies the message of Only the 
Brave, and perhaps the sport of bullfight- 
ing. The blood rite of the corrida confronts 
bestial nature and raw violence with hu- 
man grace and skill and sublimates it into 
an aesthetic experience. Is it, as Ponce 
claims, an art? We’ll never get the bull’s 
opinion on that one, though a brief mon- 
tage of gored torreros indicates they might 
beg to differ. At the Harvard Film Archive.

THE SHAWSHANK 
REDEMPTION 


The Shawshank Redemption has Oscar 
nomination written all over it. Writer/di- 
rector Frank Darabont adapted the 
screenplay from Stephen King’s “Rita 
Hayworth and the Shawshank Redemp- 
tion,” which appeared in Different 
Seasons, the 1982 book of short stories 
that also contained “The Body,” the basis 
for Rob Reiner’s Stand by Me. 

The title comes from the name of a fic- 
tional prison in New England — a harsh 
stone of a 19th-century fortress. But the 
structure is also one of the film’s main 
characters. We see the development, from 
1946 to 1967, of a friendship between a 
young banker convicted of double murder 
(Tim Robbins) and a hardened lifer crimi- 
nal (Morgan Freeman). As in Beckett, life 
is all about waiting, and in the end that is 
what these prisoners do best. Between pa- 
role hearings, night-time lock-ups, laundry 
stretches, and 10-minute outdoor exercise 
drills, prisoners must sink or swim on their 
own. Make friends at your own peril 

But in the end, Shawshank is about the 
redemption between two friends, about 
how hope can live in human beings in even 
the most terrible places. Darabont gets 
Robbins’s most subtle and multi-layered 
performance to date. But the Oscar nomi- 


nation will go to Freeman, who shows the 
majesty of sadness and how sweet re- 
demption can be — even when all hope is 
lost. At the Copley Place, the Harvard 
Square, and the Circle and in the suburbs.

In La scorta (“The Escort”), director 
Ricky Tognazzi takes on the rampant cor- 
ruption in Italy, basing his film on the ex- 
periences of a judge in Sicily. Alas, honor- 
able as the director’s intentions are, his 
depiction of the judge’s gutsy attempt to 
break a water-supply racket is no more 
successful than the real fight against cor- 
ruption. 

That’s too bad, because the material has 
promise. The destruction of those valiant 
few who fight for justice was the subject of 
Sidney Lumet’s great trilogy (Serpico, 
Prince of the City, and Q&A). Tognazzi’s 
mistake is to approach the story from the 


point of view of the judge’s escorts, none 
of whom is particularly fascinating. Angelo 
(the hunky but wooden Claudio Amen- 
dola) is a hothead out to avenge the killing 
of the previous judge and his bodyguard. 
Andrea (Enrico Lo Verso) is a family man 
and an informant for the judge’s corrupt 
superiors. One good punch from Angelo, 
however, and Andrea is converted into a 
do-gooder. 

Focusing on Judge De Francesco (Carlo 
Cecchi) would have served Tognazzi bet- 
ter. Cecchi has a great face and a gravity 
that hold the camera’s attention. I wanted 
to know what drove him to put his life on 
the line, and why he Was estranged from | 
his wife. Instead, Tognazzi inflates the im- | 
portance of his henchmen, promoting 
them from mere bodyguards to detectives. 

Ultimately, what’s missing is the ambi- | 
guity of life. When everyone is clearly vir- | 
tuous or villainous, truth loses out. At the | 
Coolidge Corner Theater.

R.E.M. return as a revved-up 
band of garage romantics

have a theory about why R.E.M.’s 
new Monster sounds the way it 
does. Last year the Fleshtones, the 
party-crazed garage band from 
New York, went to Athens and 
made their Beautiful Light with most of 
R.E.M. assisting: guitarist Peter Buck pro- 
duced, singer Michael Stipe co-wrote one 
tune, bassist Mike Mills sang back-up. 
When I interviewed Fleshtones singer Pe- 
ter Zaremba earlier this year, he explained 
the Stipe connection. “We saw Michael 
hanging out at the 40 Watt Club one night 
and asked if he’d help with a song we were 
writing. He asked was it a sad song and 
we said yes. So he went into the bathroom, 
and 10 minutes later he came back with 
the lyrics all written.” 

So here’s my theory: Stipe didn’t only 
write lyries.on that trip to the bathroom, 
he worked some secret voodoo that made 
the. two bands switch personalities. The 
Fleshtones came out with “Whistling Past 
the Graveyard,” a moody, melodic song 
about death — just the sort of thing that 
would have fit on R.E.M.’s depressive 
masterwork Automatic for the People. And 
now R.E.M. come out with Monster 
(Warner Bros., in stores September 27), 
their first album in two years — and 
damned if it doesn’t sound like the Flesh- 
tones. Or the Seeds, or Crazy Horse, or 
even the Lyres — just about anybody but 
the Baroque, mandolin-driven band 
R.E.M. became a few years ago. 

Whatever fans expected R.E.M. to do 
after Automatic, it probably didn’t include 
three-chord garage-rock songs about girls. 
But that’s what you get on “Crush with 
Eyeliner,” only two songs into Monster. 
Heard from a distance, it could pass for a 
long-lost 60s punk single from one of 
those Pebbles albums. Buck lays on the vi- 
brato, and even the ever-intense Stipe has 
discovered his inner brat. The first sur- 
prise is that the song has no jarring 
changes, dark overtones, or secret mean- 
ings. It really is about having a crush on a 
girl with eyeliner (and yes, the crush is fe- 
male, so it’s time for a new batch of ru- 
mors about Stipe’s personal life). The sec- 
ond surprise is that the whole album 
sounds like that. 

Monster may be the oddest about-face 
of the band’s career. Not because it 
doesn’t sound like R.E.M., but because it 
picks up a thread they dropped years ago. 
There was a time when they proudly 
claimed to be a garage band, and Buck of- 
ten proved it by sitting in with local outfits 
(the Neats and Lifeboat in Boston, and 
many other bands in other cities) for 
“Louie Louie” or “Psychotic Reaction” 
whenever they came through a town. But 
that was before the end of the ’80s, when 
major commercial success, a shift to 
acoustic instruments, and a far more seri- 
ous approach seemed to change R.E.M. 
for good. Surprisingly, the band’s greatest 
success came with its most difficult music. 

That all started with Green, which was 
released on Election Day 1988 (a disap- 
pointing day all around). The bubblegum- 
melodic “Stand” gave the band their first 
number one single, but elsewhere the mu- 
sic showed a coldness and confusion that 
wasn’t there before. (In an interview two 
years ago, Mike Mills told me that they 
ceremoniously wrote an unrecorded tune 








called “The Last R.E.M. Song” around 
that time.) Warmth and beauty were re- 
stored on 1991’s Out of Time, but the 
melancholy was still there. 

And it took over on Automatic, which 
ranks with Big Star’s Third, Hiisker Dii’s

as one of rock’s great wrist-slasher albums 
(kids, please don’t try this at home). A 
major surprise at the time and a truly gut- 
sy move in retrospect, Automatic was 
wrapped in ghostly beauty and drenched 
in the pain of loss, the fear of aging, the 
shadow of AIDS, and government re- 
sponse to same (“Ignoreland”). The over- 
all mood was one of sad resignation; even 
the one upbeat single, “Man on the 
Moon,” was about two dead people, Elvis 
Presley and Andy Kaufman. 

R.E.M.’s albums have caught a good part 
of the spirit of their time — the naive exu- 
berance of ’83’s debuting Murmur, the last- 
party-before-the-world-ends feel of ’87’s 
Document, the fear and loathing of recent 
years. And one can only hope that pattern 
holds up, because Monster is a blast. 

For all the dirty guitar sounds on this 
album (not to mention a bass line on 
“Circus Envy” that-sounds like bacon fry- 
ing), it doesn’t come across as experi- 
mental or difficult. Hell no, this thing’s 
fun: a big batch of between-the-eyes 
hooks and sublimely trashy guitar riffs. 
The fact that R.E.M. are a superstar 
group whose every move will get dissect- 
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ed didn’t seem to enter these sessions. 
What you hear instead is a band trying 
out every neat idea that comes to mind. 

Remember the bit on Lifes Rich Pageant 
where an irrelevant banjo piece was stuck 
between two songs, simply because Buck 
had just learned the lick and had to put it 
somewhere? Similar moments are all over 
Monster, including another instrumental 
fragment stuck between two songs. Start 
the album with a blatantly stolen guitar 
riff, courtesy “Baba O’Riley”? Sure. Have 
the guitar solo in the first single (“What’s 
the Frequency, Kenneth”) recorded entire- 
ly backward? No problem. Fill the lyrics 
with non sequiturs, then mix the album so 
they’re barely audible? Check. 

Then there’s Buck’s newfound love for 
vibrato, which he sneaks into practically 
every song. If the lead guitar isn’t already 
reverbing all over the place, he’ll overdub 
an extra layer or two of feedback. 
“Strange Currencies” is nothing less than 
an eighth-grade slow dance, complete with 
a guitar lead copped from, swear to God, 
“Colour My World” by Chicago. And 
“Flesh” finds Stipe slipping into a soul 
falsetto and staying there for the whole 
song. It’s not the first time that R.E.M. 
have been goofy and touching at the same 
time. And it’s not the only song on the al- 
bum that was apparently recorded a few 
minutes after it was written. 

Or so it seems until you live with the al- 
bum a bit and realize how much songcraft 
is at work. “What’s the Frequency, Ken- 
neth” is everything a hit single should be: 
grabbing from the first chord, and sport- 
ing the first of many indelible chorus 
hooks. “Let Me In,” reportedly written for 
Kurt Cobain, works by doing the unex- 
pected. Stipe sings it against a big wall of 
distorted guitar, and the tension keeps 
building because the expected crash-in of 
bass and drums never arrives; instead 
there’s a more effective organ and tam- 
bourine. 

“You” is a perfect finale, the kind of 
closer that provokes a response of “What 
the hell was that?” It’s a love song with 
seriously obsessive overtones that build up 
every time the chorus comes around, until 
Stipe’s shouting “My attention’s all 
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turned to you!”, crazily yelling that last 
word. With psychedelic phase shifting on 
the vocals and more of that vibrato, it’s 
one of the more haunting things in the 
R.E.M. catalogue. 

After a few albums that pushed the lyrics 
up front, this one harks back to the days 
when some wags dubbed R.E.M. “the only 
band that mutters.” You can catch a few 
enticing fragments — like Stipe asking the 
musical question “Do you give good 
head?” (on “I Don’t Sleep, I Dream”) — 
but most of the lyrics are purposely 
oblique, which makes it more important to 
pick up on what the songs feel like. “Bang 
& Blame” (whose tune is a close cousin to 
“Losing My Religion”) is clearly a re- 
proach to an ex-lover who does too much 
of both; but that’s about as straightfor- 
ward as it gets. The title of “What’s the 
Frequency, Kenneth” is something a mug- 
ger reportedly said to victim Dan Rather, 
so maybe this song’s about jamming the 
media. It’s got that kind of punkish drive, 
even if the closest thing to an audible lyric 
is the first line. I say it’s “What’s the fre- 
quency Kenneth, it’s your Benzedrine, uh- 
huh,” and that guess is as good as any. 

There is, however, one song that puts its 
case on the line, and that’s “King of Com- 
edy.” This is Stipe thumbing his nose at 
the rock-star system R.E.M. seemed to 
have conquered years ago. But it’s refresh- 
ing to hear him deliver lines as snotty as 
these: “Make your money fast, make it 
young and rich/Make your money on the 
jukebox, baby, let’s pick up sticks” (or is 
that Styx?). The chorus harks back to 
Johnny Rotten’s sneer of “I’m not an ani- 
mal” on the Sex Pistols’ “Bodies,” but here 
it’s “I’m not king of comedy/I’m not tele- 
vision/I’m not commodity.” 

For a band as established as R.E.M., 
that’s a hard statement to make. One false 
move and you'd have a self-pitying don’t- 
hate-me-because-I’m-rich-and-famous 
type of song. Not the case here, however. 
There are already scads of songs where 
great bands complain about how they can’t 
become huge and keep their integrity. 
What you hear on “King of Comedy,” and 
throughout Monster, is a great band gloat- 
ing because they’ve done just that. Q

GRANT HART: 

FINALLY OVER IT 

In 1987 Hiisker Dii imploded, extin- 
guishing one of post-hardcore punk’s 
brightest hopes. Drugs, personality 
conflicts, and the suicide of their 
manager cast a dark shadow over the 
break-up, but the band had been a 
forum for two distinct songwriters, 
guitarist Bob Mould and drummer 
Grant Hart. Both were in a position 
to carry on Hiisker Dii’s legacy of 
fierce power pop. Mould now fronts 
Sugar, and he’s finally enjoying some 
long-overdue dividends from dues he 
paid in the Hiiskers. Hart, who suf- 
fered a near-fatal car accident on 
Germany’s autobahn two years ago 
and then saw his record company, 
Rough Trade, go under, has had a 
harder time regrouping. 

According to Shaun Phillips’s liner 
notes for Poison Years, a 14-song 
compilation of material Mould 
recorded as a solo artist for Virgin in 
1989-90, both Mould and Hart per- 
formed Hiisker Dii’s “Hardly Getting 
Over It” at separate solo shows in 
London in ’89. Getting over it was an 
inspiration for Mould, who mined the 
trauma on two stunning and very dif- 
ferent albums: the shimmering, folk- 
tinged Workbook and the raging, 
metallic Black Sheets of Rain. Both 
are essential for Sugar fans, the for- 
mer for its intimate, pained glimpses 
of an artist in transition, the latter be- 
cause its dense wall of melody was a 
blueprint for Sugar. 

Virgin’s choice of a title for the new 
collection couldn’t be more fitting. 
“Poison Years” is a rumination on the 
collapse of Hiisker Dii, and the bitter- 
ness applies equally to Mould’s Virgin 
years — 24 months that left him dis- 
couraged and in debt. Mould’s been 
quoted as saying he doesn’t think 
much of Virgin’s cynical attempt to 
cash in on his recent success, but that 
doesn’t diminish the decent cross-sec- 
tion of material Poison Years collects, 
from the acid bath of angst that suf- 
fuses “Black Sheets of Rain” to the 
wrenching beauty of “Wishing Well” 
and the blood-curdling catharsis of 
“Sacrifice/Let There Be Peace.” It 
also compiles five hard-to-find live B- 
sides, including a version of Richard 


| Thompson’s sinister “Shoot Out the 


Lights” and “Poison Years,” that 
stand out both for Mould’s fierce vo- 
cal and his eloquently twisted, py- 
rotechnic guitar work. 

Hart’s had an even harder time. 
He wrote roughly half the Hiisker 
catalogue and provided the band 
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with some of their best material. But 
the group’s trademark guitar sound 
was all Mould’s, something Hart 
dealt with by kicking off his solo ca- 
reer with an intriguing album built 
around ’60s-style organ riffs, 1989’s 
Intolerance (SST). In the original 
trio line-up of Nova Mob, who re- 
leased 1991’s Admiral of the Sea EP 
and The Last Day of Pompeii 
(Rough Trade), Hart’s lone guitar 
didn’t cut it and the songs carried an 
air of defeat. 

On Nova Mob (Restless), the 
band’s new album, Hart’s found his 
way back to crafting the kind of 
roughhewn pop gems that were 
Hiisker Dii’s stock in trade. Second- 
guitarist Chris Hesler-is a welcome 
addition to the fuzzed-out riff pop 
that frames Hart’s husky voice and 
the Hiisker-ish melodic bass riffs and 
pattering drums. Hart’s confidence is 
back on the bold, defiant “Shoot 
Your Way to Freedom,” his sense of 
humor intact on the Buddy Holly 
tribute “Buddy.” His ability to deliver 
social commentary with hooks comes 
through on “These Kind of Puzzles.” 
Nova Mob would benefit from crisper 
production to bring those hooks into 
focus, but for now it’s good to hear 
Hart picking up where he left off with 
the band it took so long for him and 
Mould to get over.

THE GRAVEDIGGAZ: 
DEEPER THAN SIX FEET 


On the cover of the Gravediggaz’ 
Gee Street/Island debut, Six Feet 
Deep, Rza (pronounced Rezza, short 
for “Rzarector”) is showing off a sil- 
ver-capped denture equipped with 
fangs, backed by the scowling Un- 
dertaker, Gatekeeper, and Grym 
Reaper. They sing about smokin’ 
blunts in the cemetery, whettin’ up 
two cups o’ blood to quench their 
thirst, smokin’ their enemies 
(“Niggaz try an’ haunt me/I don’t 
wanna hear it/Buck-buck-buck/I’ll 
give ya ass the holy spirit”), and 
bringing the dead back to life — it’s 
Blacula meets the Geto Boys. 

The Gravediggaz reach way back 
in rock and roll’s flirtation with the 
Devil — past Trent Reznor and Elvis 
to Robert Johnson — and they cross- 
pollinate the dramatic struggle be- 
tween good and evil with the conven- 
tions of Bela Lugosi’s Dracula and 
gangsta rap. It makes sense: what’s 
white America’s worst nightmare but 
the gangsta? Instead of an aristocrat- 
ic leech stalking the countryside to 
bleed the peasantry, you’ve got kids 
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from the projects draped in black 
stalking the city streets to exact their 
revenge. And at a time when real life 
is often scarier than Hollywood’s 
monsters and the gangsta is little 
more than a pose, Gravediggaz have 
reinvigorated both conventions. 

In fact, Wu-Tang Clan’s Prince 
Rakeem is Rzarector — which makes 
sense. Along with the Flatliners, the 
Staten Island crew have been moving | 
in the direction of “horrorcore,” 
which is on the verge of becoming a 
full-fledged genre. In a recent profile, 
MTV’s Tabitha Soren said she wasn’t 
sure whether to laugh or be fright- 
ened. And admittedly, if you had to 
choose one or the other, you’d be 
hard-pressed. Luckily — as with 
white rock bands from Black Sabbath 
to the Misfits to White Zombie — Six 
Feet Deep works either way. 

Anyone who says these guys don’t 
have a sense of humor isn’t listening. 
“Diary of a Madman” has the quartet 
on trial for infanticide, with the 
Reaper explaining to the judge (over 
a sample of a queasy organ hum 
that’s straight out of a grade-Z hor- 
ror flick) how he became a hideous 
killer: “I been examined ever since I 
was semen/They took a sonogram 
and seen the image of a demon.” Lat- 
er, Rza ends up gnawing off an ap- 
pendage to escape crucifixion. If 
there was still any doubt, there’s a 
track of self-parodying questions like 
“Hey Rza, how many bites did it take 
you to chew your fuckin’ arm off?” 
and “Uh, do maggots get drunk 
when they bury alcoholics?” 

In interviews, the Gravediggaz 
stay in character and maintain 
they’re perfectly serious. And why 
not? If their point is that horror im- 
agery has more relevance to young 
American blacks than to sheltered 
white suburban metalheads, then 
they’re right. And as Robert Johnson 
knew, the act wouldn’t be nearly as 
scary or as funny if they maintained 
an ironic distance. 

Fact is, as a metaphor for ghetto 
resilience, it’s hard to beat the un- 
dead. We’ve been so desensitized to 
bullet-ridden bodies and blood- 
stained sidewalks that the pictures 
zooming by us on the tube have 
ceased to have any meaning. 
Gravediggaz halt the flow, cast im- 
ages of coffins brimming over with 
corpses, and then offer several nerve- 
fraying possibilities: that in this 
world, the dead may refuse to stay 
buried; that we can’t shovel our ur- 
ban problem out of sight without it 
coming back to haunt us; and that 
the horror can’t be put to rest simply 
by the passage of time. Those bullet- 
ridden lives live on with a tangible in- 
tensity, if only in the thoughts and 
deeds and words of the living.

hortly after the whole 
world found out that Lyle 
Lovett and Julia Roberts 
had married, I happened 
upon two women in a 
| drugstore in Maine huddled over an issue 


of People. “She’s trying to un-pretty her- 
self down to his level,” one of them said, 
obviously dumfounded by Roberts’s plain 
dress, her bare feet, her scrubbed-clean, 
un-made-up face. It seemed a little strange 
that they would think of even the un- 
adorned Julia Roberts as “un-pretty,” but 
what seemed even stranger to me, though 
it probably shouldn’t have, was how much 
disdain Middle America apparently has for 
Lovett — a disdain based more on his 
craggy face and fork-in-a-light-socket 
hairdo than on his music. 

All that has nothing to do with Lovett’s 
latest, I Love Everybody (Curb/MCA, in 
stores September 27), except for this: a 
good handful of the songs, whether they’re 
strictly autobiographical, loosely autobio- 
graphical, or not autobiographical at all, 
were Clearly written by an un-pretty per- 
son. There’s a danger in assuming that any 
album is a mirror reflection of an artist’s 
life at any given time, and it’s too bad for 
Lovett that just about everyone who hears 
I Love Everybody is going to be rooting 
around for clues into the state of the 
Lovett/Roberts union (though several of 
the songs were written well before it hap- 
pened). But even if you try not to look at 
the album as a window into Lovett’s psy- 
che, it’s hard not to notice that he’s riffing 
more vigorously than usual on his status as 
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‘charming I Love Everybody

underdog. On I Love Everybody, he’s not 
just reinforcing his legendary weirdo 
stature; he’s defending tooth and claw the 
very things that make him different. 

And yet I Love Everybody is a likable and 
beautifully manicured album: the arrange- 
ments are so bare, they’re like pretty blond 
hardwood floors with all the varnish 
stripped off. Their main underpinning is 
Lovett’s winsome acoustic guitar, layered 
with occasional brushstrokes of cello or vi- 
olin or, on the most delightful tracks 
(“Ain’t It Something,” “Record Lady”), 
velvety gospel backing harmonies. J Love 
Everybody is a lot more laid back than 
1992’s Joshua Judges Ruth, and as a whole 
it could use a little more snap. It’s top- 
heavy with reflective ballads, and even 
though the most conventional of those bal- 
lads can surprise you with their simple, 
striking melodic twists, by the last track 
you may have had your fill. 

But for every song on I Love Everybody 
that’s just plain pretty, there are two more 
with real, if subtle, bite. Anybody who’s fol- 
lowed Lovett’s career knows he’s no wuss, 
and there’s not a scrap of self-pity here. A 
line from “They Don’t Like Me” has al- 
ready become notorious: “He’s really not 
that ugly, dear/She could have done much 
worse.” It doesn’t matter who Lovett’s tar- 
get is — it could be his in-laws, the parents 
of some old flame, the press, that woman 
in the Maine drugstore, for all we know. 
The song is shuffly and laid-back (it fea- 
tures a nice, rubbery bass solo from John 
Leftwich), but what makes it really deli- 
cious is the way Lovett turns the pettiness 
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ENOUGH, ALREADY: stop telling us how odd-looking this country |

songsmith is and listen to his appealing music. 


of those “parents” back on themselves: 
“She told me, ‘You can call me mother’/He 
said, ‘Son, just call me dad/we’ll treat you 
like the only boy we wish we never had.’ ” 
He’s just sitting back, nursing his little 
boo-boo and loving it. 

Other songs cut closer to the bone. 
“The Fat Girl” could have been a sermon 
about how cruel children can be, but it’s 
even scarier than that, alluding to the ways 
the victims of that cruelty can hang onto 
the memory of it like a life raft. And the 
lovely “Skinny Legs” (“See that boy with 
that guitar/He got a shirt and tie like I al- 
ways wanted”) trades on the most basic 
adolescent wishes and desires, and the 
shatteringly unrealistic belief that if you 
only had the right shirt, the right face, the 
right type of body, all the happiness you 
ever dreamed of would just fall in your lap. 
They’re songs that couldn’t have been 
written by a wimp or a whiner, but they 
couldn’t have been written by the most 
popular boy in the class, either. 
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Lovett must know that most of America | 


thinks he’s just weird with a beard. How 
could he not know that, the way the main- 
stream media have gawked at him? He’d 
be a trillionaire if he had a nickel for every 


entertainment blurb that implied (or just | 


came out and said), “What’s a beautiful 
girl like her doing with a dog like... ?” 
I Love Everybody is a strange little disc,

for greatness with Moon 


by Alan Benson 


rant Lee Buffalo’s second 

album, Mighty Joe Moon 

(Slash/Reprise), is better 

than their first. That 

might not sound like 
much of an achievement, except that their 
debut, Fuzzy, was hailed as one of the best 
albums of 1993 by everyone from Melody 
Maker to R.E.M.’s Michael Stipe — and 
by the Phoenix, which picked the group as 
rookies of the year. And it made a splash 
despite being mature, complex, acoustic- 
based rock released in the middle of the 
grunge firestorm. 

On Fuzzy, Grant Lee Buffalo explored 
the soundscape of a 12-string guitar, bass, 
piano, and drums. Mighty Joe Moon ups 
the ante, its 13 new songs redefining the 
band’s musical universe, broadening their 
instrumental palette as well as their lyrical 
point of view. Guitarist/lead singer Grant 
Lee Phillips’s hypnotic tunes are couched 
in multi-layered compositions that also in- 
clude banjos, cellos, harmonicas, and a 
1908 pump organ the band found while 
filming the “Fuzzy” video. Phillips’s nim- 
ble voice, which spirals from a smoky 
growl to a breathy falsetto, is the perfect 
vehicle for his tales of loss and sadness. 
Drummer Joey Peters and bassist Paul 
Kimble back him up with music ranging 
from the anthemic “Lone Star Song” to 
the blasting “Drag” to the bare minimal- 
ism of the banjo-and-drum-based “The 
Last Days of Tecumseh.” 

“I think this new album is great because 
it pushed us to do different things with the 
songs,” Peters says over the phone from 


the band’s native Los Angeles. “We were 
able to try things and push the boundaries 
of what we’d done before.” 

The bandmembers have been working 
on a video for “Mockingbirds,” the first 
single from the new album, with Anton 
Corbijn, director of Nirvana’s “Heart 
Shaped Box” video. This in itself, as Peters 
points out, is a dramatic departure for 
Grant Lee Buffalo: “It’s a different way of 
working for us. On the ‘Fuzzy’ video, a lot 
of it was our concept and our input.” 

The band are also shy of guest auteurs 
in the studio. On both albums, the trio 
play all the instruments, with Kimble han- 
dling the production. “There’s a lot of 
ideas in this band, and we thought it was 
more essential to sort them all out and get 
what we wanted on tape than to have some 
big-name producer.” 

On disc, the band translate these ideas 
into serious and thoughtful, if a bit down- 
beat, rock. “Happiness,” from the new al- 
bum, begins with the lines “Never mind 
me, cause I’ve been dead/Out of my 
body, been out of my head.” This melan- 
cholia — as well as the whiff of political 
activism on such Fuzzy-era songs as 
“America Snoring” — springs from 
Phillips’s observations of everyday Califor- 
nian life. “All the songs on Fuzzy, and a 
few songs on Mighty Joe Moon that date 
back to that period, came from Grant’s 
observations of life in LA,” Peters explains. 
“The new songs are less about that, be- 
cause pretty much as soon as Fuzzy was 
completed we were on the road.” 

The album’s title track reflects that 
change in narrative perspective. Named 
for the assistant engineer on Fuzzy, the 
character in the song is a composite of the 
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EARTH SHAKING: after the quake, Phillips and Kimble found them- 
selves living in a tent in Peters’s back yard — but the album went on. 


bandmembers’ personalities: “Mighty Joe 
Moon, there is no-controlling him/Drive 
off a bridge if he choose to swim/Mighty 
Joe Moon can’t prevent what is Heaven- 
sent/Joe can’t control where his money 
goes.” Peters concludes, “I think it’s the 
hub the whole album revolves around, in a 
strange way.” 

A number of the new album’s tracks 
were written during the band’s European 
festival tour: “We’d play these places in 
Europe, and they’d want us to play for an 
hour and a half. So we started working on 
some more songs.” Returning to the 
States just after Christmas, the band im- 
mediately hit the studio and began record- 
ing. Then Mother Nature got in the way. 

“Ah yes, the earthquake. That was a 
lovely time,” Peters says with a laugh. The 
quake devastated both Phillips’s house and 
Kimble’s, so the pair roughed it in a tent in 
Peters’s back yard. “They were both living 
out in the tent, and the crows that live out 
there would wake them up every morning 


at six after we’d been up working on the 
album until three. That went on for quite a 
few weeks.” Still, Peters says, the band- 
members were more worried about the al- | 
bum’s safety than their own. After taking 
only one day off, the trio leapt back into 
the studio with renewed vigor. “Grant had | 
to go away for a little while, but he called 
back and asked me to get a fireproof safe 
for the tapes.” 

After finishing the video, the band will 
have a couple of weeks off before beginning 
a world tour that will bring them to Boston 
in early November. Peters says they’re look- 
ing forward to the tour, as well as to head- 
ing into the studio for a third album. “Both 
things are really important to us, playing 
live and recording. There may come a time 
when we take a break from touring to focus 
more on recording, maybe because we’re 
too old to go out there anymore. Maybe 
then we could franchise out the band — 
keep making records but hire some young 
guys to strut around on stage.”

Duke Robillard dives 


into the pop marketplace 


by Frank-John Hadley 


lues guitar man Duke Ro- 

billard says he’s feeling 

“kinda confused.” Last 

month he lost a good 

friend and a valued band- 

member, Paul Murphy, who was struck 

down by a cerebral hemorrhage while the 
band were on tour in Brazil. 

Reached by phone at his Louisville 


| home, the Roomful of Blues founder and 


former Fabulous Thunderbird reflects, “I 
knew Paul for 20 years. When I decided to 
add another piece to my group, Paul was 
the first person I thought of because 


| through all the time I’ve known him, he’s 
(| been the most consistently complementary 


player to every group I’ve seen him in. As 
a rhythm guitarist, everything Paul played 
he approached as being very important. 
He had enthusiasm for playing a part, not 
a part that was out front, but a part that 
was integral to the song.” 

Murphy’s death came just as the brand 
new Duke Robillard Band were gearing 
up for big things — what the bandleader 
terms his “first shot” at crossing over 
from the back-alley blues shadows into 
the bright lights of Main Street America. 
Just out is Duke’s Temptation on Virgin’s 
Pointblank label, with a long string of 
supporting tour dates booked right 
through Christmas, taking in most of 
North America and parts of Europe. Right 
now, Robillard, in his determined quest 
for wider popularity, is hoping Murphy’s 
replacement, 24-year-old New Yorker 
Murali Coryell (son of jazz guitarist Lar- 
ry), can hit the groove running and con- 
nect with acoustic/electric bass player 
Marty Ballou (a Bostonian formerly with 
the Ritz) and drummer Jeff McAllister (a 
Lonnie Mack sideman). 

Filled with tough-sounding yet familiar 
contemporary blues rock, Temptation 
shows that Robillard isn’t tilting at wind- 
mills. His guitar riffs have mettle, but they 
ingratiate themselves rather than slap your 
ears silly. And his extensive studies of sem- 
inal guitar sophisticates Charlie Christian 
and T-Bone Walker pay off handsomely 
when he swims the rock waters: his lines 
flow easily and carry rhythmic grace. The 
surprise is Duke’s singing, formerly an ex- 
ecrable self-indulgence, here a perfectly 
acceptable exercise in rock whimsy. Forget 
his limited range; what counts is the inten- 
sity of his attention to wringing the guts 
out of his middle register. Duke and his 
band (Murphy signed on after the ses- 
sions) charge hard but still cultivate a sen- 
suous mood, with the mix emphasizing the 
simple patterns drummer McAllister 
moves over his kit with the steadiness of a 





throbbing engine. 

Robillard also cuts a dash as a song- 
writer. The single “Rule the World” slith- 
ers through the swamp-blues backyard of 
historic Baton Rouge players Slim Harpo 
and Lightnin’ Slim, its gussied-up retro 
sound filled out with the bashing of the 
bass-drum case. Duke says the song’s in- 
spiration came not so much from hearing 
old Excello discs but from jamming with 
Muddy Waters and the ace LA guitarist 
Hollywood Fats at Boston’s Jazz Work- 
shop, beginning one night in 1973. Robil- 
lard’s normally low-key speaking voice 
crackles with excitement when recalling 
what Muddy said to him that memorable 
evening: “Duke, I don’t know who you 
are, but if I had you and Fats in my band, 
I could rule the world!” (Not that Mr. 
Morganfield’s domain, mind you, didn’t 
extend far and wide without these two 
chubby admirers.) 

Robillard’s “Live To Give” is one of the 
album’s many other pleasures built of 
rockin’ blues impulses. The song’s musical 
antecedents seem to be ’70s Brit-rock 
groups like Free and Juicy Lucy; the lyrics 
— “I’m a man of action and I don’t 
play/T’ll fill your needs, girl, in every way” 
— are timelessly rock-generic. But no, he 
cites the craft of the Gershwins and 
Rodgers & Hart, saying “I tend to write 
romantic lyrics that are stylistically from 
an earlier era.” 

“Live To Give” and two more find him 
aided by writer Al Batiste, not a Cole 
Porter wanna-be but a brass-playing 
Rhode Island English teacher who’s 
known the guitarist since they worked to- 
gether in Roomful of Blues 20 years ago. 
Duke’s wife, Susann Forrest, also pitches 
in as a writer; their “Never Been Satisfied” 
finds the pair singing an unremittingly 
charming duet. 

It comes as no surprise to longtime Ro- 
billard observers that he’s pushing hard to 
carve out a niche in the pop market as a 
solo act. Although pleased with having es- 
tablished himself in the blues and jazz 
camps (“My heart lies in older styles of 
music”), he has listened hard to commer- 
cial radio since bolting Roomful in 1979 
and has explored mainstream rock in his 
various bands in the 1980s and, most re- 
cently, on 1992’s Turn It Around. “That 
particular record was the closest I had 
come to a crossing between my kind of 
songwriting and guitar playing with con- 
temporary sounds.” Until Temptation, that 
is, where Robillard says he’s honed his 
“expertise as a songwriter and producer to 
the point where I can come up with some- 
thing that’s a fully realized sound.” Q

Sister Carol sets lessons 





all her Mother Culture. 
Or Black Cinderella. Or 
Sister Carol. But don’t 
call this original “roots 
dawta” just another reg- 
gae DJ. She’s made it clear on her new 
Call Mi Sister Carol (Heartbeat) that she’s 
a strong black woman who’s speaking her 
conscious mind whether you like it or not. 
She delivers her message of self-sufficien- 
cy and cultural awareness without regard 
to the ever-changing trends of dancehall, 
ignoring the gangstas and “slack” lyrics of 
a few years ago, and the cooing sex-kitten 
singers of the late ’80s. 

Carol East, originally from Denham 
Town in Kingston, Jamaica, moved to 
Brooklyn in 1973. But it wasn’t until she 
was attending NYU for her bachelor’s de- 
gree in education that she met up with her 
mentor, DJ pioneer Brigadier Jerry. Soon 
she fell into the city’s burgeoning dance- 
hall scene. Although she recorded a few al- 
bums in the early ’80s, it wasn’t until 
1985, while performing at a Judy Mowatt 
show at SOB’s, that she got her big break 
after “reducing to ectoplasm” (his words) 
filmmaker Jonathan Demme. You may re- 
member her role as Dottie the coffee-shop 
waitress in Demme’s 1987 film Something 
Wild, and her spirited take on the Troggs’ 
classic “Wild Thing” in the closing credits. 
She also appeared in Demme’s 1988 
Mafia spoof Married to the Mob. 

“When I first came into the business, I 
felt like a Cinderella — the person who 
wanted to be seen and to be known but 
never had the opportunity,” Carol explains

over the phone from New York. “I wasn’t 
really looking for a Prince Charming; | 
was more asking for the guidance of the 
Creator. Then later on, I realized I was 
more of a Mother Culture, a mother figure 
not for just my children but for every- 
body’s children.” 

Her first release in three years, Call Mi 
Sister Carol reacquaints old fans with her 
considerable mike skills and her “edutain- 
ing” message. A devout Rastawoman, she 
focuses on her role as teacher and on rais- 
ing her own children (four of them, ages 
seven to 17), putting their needs before her 
career. Although it’s a sacrifice that some 
suggest has limited her success, it’s also the 
lifeforce that fuels her work. “I want to get 
to the youth and educate them, get to the 
ones who can’t get into the classroom, the 
ones who’ve not been going to school — 
I’ve been using the music to do that.” 

Call Mi is a bit of a departure for Sister 
Carol, with its emphasis on hip-hop beats 
and straight-up dancehall rhythms. The ti- 
tle track, with an acid-jazz-style groove, is 
an unapologetic calling card; “Reggae 
Samba” mixes Brazilian beats with dance- 
hall chatting; “Run Things” celebrates the 
power of reggae. The hip-hop-flavored 
first single, “I Am What I Am,” produced 
by rapper KRS-One, is a runaway freight 
train. With James Brown’s “Funky Drum- 
mer” riff as the foundation, Sister Carol 
chats nonstop about her skills and her 
mission: “Well I am what I am and that’s 
what I’m gonna be/And I ain’t gonna 
change to please anybody/Tek me as I am 
because me know how fi jam/To mek a 
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dance ram and create a bam bam.” 

As a woman in reggae, Sister Carol 
knows she faces an uphill battle for respect 
every day. “People who were ahead of me 
like Marcia Griffiths or Judy Mowatt, over 
the years you begin to see, no matter how 
talented these women are, they have to 
prove themselves over and over. No matter 
how talented myself or some of my sisters 
might be, they don’t pay us the same mon- 
ey as the guys. And we’re better than the 
guys! And you know you’re better than the 
guys! Yet you still see a concert with 20 
artists and no women.” In an effort to en- 
sure her own self-sufficiency and creative 
control, Carol started the Black Cinderella 
production company with her husband, 
Dino Wauchope. She co-produced both 
Call Mi Sister Carol and her previous CD, 
Mother Culture (RAS). 

She isn’t critical of female DJs like Patra 
or Lady Saw, despite the gulf between 


one inch 
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their raunchy images and her own mes- 
sage. “I feel good to see other women 


coming into the business. I want more | 
women to come into the business. But I | 


personally don’t think everybody has to go 
the same way in order to achieve success 
and to be popular. It all depends on your 
value system and what you’re in the busi- 
ness for.” 

And with the recent popular return of 
cultural lyrics in dancehall (via Buju Ban- 
ton, Tony Rebel, and Garnett Silk), Sister 
Carol’s positive message may finally be 
getting through. “I’ve always kept focused 
on what I’m doing, the cultural aspect of 
the music. It’s a rewarding feeling to see 
all these young DJs DJ more cultural lyrics 
because it’s more educating and definitely 
entertaining. I’m the Mother. I’ve been 
grooming all these DJs to come my way, 
and it certainly seems like, yeh, things are 
coming along now.” Q

Up on smoke

lot of locals tend to think 

of the 360’s as some 

weird, pot-smoking band 

fronted by a witch — 

which they are, more or 
less, but since when is that necessarily a 
bad thing? 

“People get this perception that we’re a 
bunch of drugged-out freaks, or whatever 
they’re thinking,” singer/guitarist Audrey 
Clark notes. “That’s all wrong. I mean, 
we’ve always been lucid. I’ve been on this 
Boston scene since 1979, and we all care 
very much about what we’re doing. We 
might smoke pot, but we know what’s 
happening.” 

What’s happening with the 360’s is a 
long-overdue album and a lot of good 
noise. Strawberry Stone (just out on RCA) 
isn’t just the strongest of their three al- 
bums; I’d put it up there with Orangutang, 
Velvet Crush, and the forthcoming Come 
disc among the year’s best local releases. 
Although it’s officially their major-label 
| debut (1990’s Illuminated and 1992’s Su- 
| pernatural were on Link and distributed 
through Elektra), it hasn’t watered down

the sound they’ve developed over the last 
couple years’ worth of club gigs, which is a 
lot louder and less flat-out pop than what 
they started with. (The band have had the 
same line-up — Clark, guitarist Eric Rus- 
sell, drummer Johnny Grady, and bassist 
Brian Evans — since changing their name 
from the Bardots five years ago.) They 
haven’t gotten rid of the hooks, but the 
garage/punk/psychedelic elements have 
grown stronger, and they’re all over 
Strawberry Stone. 

The album’s overall feel harks back to 
the original, mind-altering strain of 
psychedelia, which was less flowery than 
the “Strawberry Fields Forever” variety 
that most often gets revived nowadays. 
Much of ’60s psychedelia was garage punk 
crossed with Vietnam awareness and 
doused with acid. Go back to some of the 
Pebbles albums, Jefferson Airplane’s After 
Bathing at Baxter’s, or anything by the 
13th Floor Elevators — that stuff wasn’t 
pretty. And it led to classic, punky-but- 
weird albums like the MC5’s Kick Out the 
Jams and the Stooges’ Fun House — both 
close to the 360s’ collective heart, and not 
too far from what they’re doing nowadays. 
It’s an influence they share with modern- 
day bands like Mudhoney (who share 


Strawberry Stone’s producer, Steve Fisk). 

“Nobody should be afraid to rock,” is 
how Clark puts. it. “It’s time to kick out 
the jams again. That’s what we all loved 
when we grew up, all that trash and noise. 
That’s a beautiful thing. We’re huge fans 
of music in general, so it’s hard to limit 
ourselves. With this album we were letting 
our minds open up, and whatever came 
out came out. The theme is being open, 
having freedom to express yourself anyway 
you want.” 

The fact that they’d include something 
as out there as “Nitetime Angel Candy” 
proves Clark’s point. This 11-minute track 
sits smack in the middle of a batch of short 
and punchy songs; its metalish bass riff 
gives way to long, hallucinogenic feedback 
stretches and a snarling, edge-of-coher- 
ence spoken piece by Clark’s sister Laurie 
Kramer (who did similar things with her 
now-defunct band the Paper Squares). 
Play it after midnight with the lights out 
and you'll be swept away, if you’re not 
scared shitless. 

“They wanted us to put that at the end 
of the album, which makes sense — so we 
decided not to do it. Let’s put it some- 
where else, where it’s not supposed to be. 
The lyrical part came from a bizarre dream 
I had, something extremely frightening; I 
wrote the lyrics right after waking up. It 
became one of the most exciting things we 
did in the studio; there’s a lot of playing 
with the mix and one part where we all 
started crashing things around. It’s sup- 
posed to take you for a ride, take you 
somewhere else. I feel dizzy when I hear it. 
I think of that song as pure torture, which 
is fine — you’ve got to have some torture 
sometimes.” 

So it’s a real experiment, not a drug 
song. On the other hand, the opening 
“Wher I’m High” really is a drug song, 
but a rough and nasty one whose killer 
hook and wailing guitars are well suited to 
a lyric about the times when you’ve gotta 
get stoned just to keep sane. Clark says, 
however, that she tends to get stoned for 
different reasons. 

“For me it’s a creative tool. It opens up 
your aura, brings out a lot of colorful im- 
agery. The first time I got stoned and 
picked up the guitar, it enhanced the col- 
ors and the sounds and feelings for me. 


The way I use it is what I’d call creative 
moderation — I don’t sit, around puffing 
joints all day.” Hence the band’s involve- 
ment with the pro-legalization group 
MassCANN, for whom they played the lat- 
est in a string of benefits last week. “If you 
go to a hemp rally these days, it’s not just 
Deadheads or hippies. There’s shaved 
heads and nose rings there, and people 
that lead healthy lifestyles who don’t want 
to be classified as criminals. I’ve always 
loved the freaks of the world, whether or | 
not they smoke pot.” 

Clark’s magical activities (she lives in 
Marblehead, just outside of Salem) are 
also an influence on her music, but one 
she’d rather not play up. “Too much got 
said about that; that’s why I don’t talk 
about it anymore. I’ve been involved in 
Wicca for seven years, but people were 
making it into some kind of gimmick, and 
it’s a secretive thing anyway. I’m a strong 
supporter of that community and don’t 
want it to be demeaned. It has a lot to do 
with the movements I make and the way I 
look at life.” 

* 
HOUSE PARTY ALERT. Last year about 
this time, Peter Wolf thought he’d play a 
handful of gigs to break in his new band 
and quietly relaunch his career. A year lat- 
er, he and the Houseparty Five have a 
good hundred shows under their belts, and 
the one I caught at the Middle East earlier 
this year was a blast. He did mainly J. 
Geils Band—era songs that night, remind- 
ing a lot of local cynics why they loved the 
stuff in the first place. 

He’s back to do it again at the same 
club this Friday and Saturday, but with a 
difference. Along with the familiar hits 
he’ll be presenting a stack of new tunes, 
including some of the long-rumored but 
never-heard songs he wrote with Aimee 
Mann a few years back. One of those col- 
laborations, “Forty to One,” is tentatively 
the title track for the new album he’ll be 
recording this fall and releasing in Jan- 
uary. 

“It’s primal, autobiographical stuff,” he 
explains. “We’ll be playing everything 
that’s going on the album, from top to toe. 
The gigs last year were saying, ‘Hey, I’m 
back.’ Now it’s time to move on to the 
next level.” Some old faves will also be

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played, table tops will likely be danced on, 
and Wolf hints that some special guests 
will be dropping in. Don’t forget to check 
out the collection of his artwork now 
hanging in the Middle East bakery on the 
way downstairs.

SINGLES OF THE WEEK. Two good 
ones, the first representing a timeless Bos- 
ton sound and the second sporting an up- 
to-date, twisted-pop approach. The 
Voodoo Dolls are dead; long live the 
Nines, the new band fronted by singer- 
guitarists Evan Shore and Dave Harrison. 
Their debut single is released on Stanton 
Park this week. And since Shore wrote 
most of the old band’s songs, it’s no sur- 
prise that the new single sounds a whole 
lot like the Voodoo Dolls. Cam Ackland’s 
voice is missed, but since Shore always did 
harmonies he makes a smooth transition 
to lead singer. The A-side, “Crawl in a 
Hole,” is a nifty mid-tempo, mid-’60s- 
sounding bit of lost-love pop; the flip, 
“Writing on the Wall,” is an obscure 
garage cover that jacks the tempo way up. 
Seems the Nines can carry on the Voodoo 
Dolls’ tradition of no-frills kicks. They 
play their first official gig at the Rat Friday 
with, yep, nine bands helping out. 

Meanwhile, Quivvver (so spelled be- 
cause there’s already a Quiver and a 
Quivver around somewhere) continue to 
get more interesting. Initially they were 
the type of band who could play compli- 
cated songs if they wanted to but found 
screaming and pounding a lot more fun. 
Lately they’ve taken on some of the pop 
sophistication of guitarist Carol DeFe- 
ciani’s old band Augusta Furnace, and 
singer/drummer Kristina Kehrer is be- 
coming a more adventurous songwriter. 
Both qualities are shown to advantage on 
their second single, “Star”/“Mermaid”

(Dreyfus). Capturing the spirit of 
Mingus’s tunes is key to playing 
them “right.” The near-berserk 
vitality, the tensions that drove the 

bughouse, and the pre- 
cision that he demanded on the 
bandstand must be in place before 
Charles’s signature becomes 
indelible. Few have combined 
these elements successfully, but 
the latest edition of the Mingus Big 
Band comes damn close. 

It’s a studio session, but the 
exhilaration of a club date 
resounds. That comes from famil- 
iarity with the material. The 
ensemble has attacked these and 
other tunes in weekly gigs at New 
York’s Time Café for more than a 
year, so the daunting cross- 
melody high jinks that make “Don’t 
Be Afraid, the Clown’s Afraid, Too” 
so manic are second nature. Ditto 
for the poised melancholy of “Self 
Portrait in 3 Colors.” 

Mingus’ technical achievements 
were substantial, but it’s his emo- 
tional largess that makes his work 
so vibrant. That’s what the group 
has captured, from Ronnie 
Cuber's bari blasts to Craig 
Handy’s tenor leaps — and that’s 
the best tribute of all.

**x*x B SHARP JAZZ QUARTET, 
MAMA (Musical Archives 
Foundation). On the heels of 
Biack/Note comes yet another fair- 
ly hip young jazz reed & rhythm 
band out of Southern California. B- 
Sharp are not your average (or 
even above-average) retrobop- 
pers, however. More fresh-faced 
and unpredictable than B/N, they 
mix up the rhythmic pace and horn 
sound. The opener, “Like This,” 
plays around with rhythmic pat- 
terning (6/4, 4/4, 3/4) right on 
through. A light-handed, genial 
lyricism pervades the upper regis- 
ter (Randall Willis’s alto, Eliot 
Douglass's piano), reminiscent of 
some of the M-Base wheeling of 
Steve Coleman and Greg Osby; 
and the rhythm squad (bassist 
Reggie Carson, and drummer 
Herb Graham) has solid roots. 
Their lack of virtuosity is a 
virtue; they work at hewing pieces 
with humble honesty and unfaked 
thoughtfulness. Main composer 
Graham's tunes have hummable 
snippets, and they all like unisons 
and off-center lines, an oblique 
legacy of Monk’s. They also 
experiment on alternate scales.

** 1/2 Shudder To Think, PONY 
EXPRESS RECORD (Epic). It’s 
not surprising that DC’s Shudder 
To Think are now the second band 
to leave Dischord Records for a 
major label. Their penchant for 
tight and tricky tempo changes 
coupled with guitarist Nathan 
Larson’s quirky, disjointed riffs and 
singer Craig Wedren’s campy, 


operatic swoops always made 
them an anomaly in Fugaziland. 

Every track on Pony Express 
Record heads off in a different 
direction. There’s the poppy metal 
of “Liquor,” a tune culled from a 
‘92 Dischord single; the folky, 
acoustic “No Room #9, Kentucky,” 
the B-side of that single; the laid- 
back lounge rock of “Full Body 
Anchor”; and the swirling 
psychedelia of “So into You.” 
Each has a pop song buried amid 
the busyness, but there’s no sure- 
fire single. 

Part of the problem is Wedren’s 
lyrics, which are a cut-and-paste 
collage of stray words and images 
that don’t offer much in the way of 
literal meaning. He’s more con- 
cerned with using his voice as an 
instrument, a free-form approach 
that’s as challenging as it is 
refreshing. Too often it makes 
Pony Express Record more diffi- 
cult than it has to be. It also makes 
Shudder To Think come off as a 
punk version of Queen, which isn’t 
necessarily a bad thing.

** 1/2 Deee-Lite, DEWDROPS 
IN THE GARDEN (Elektra). New 
York City’s answer to the B-52’s 
has lost its equilibrium. Blaring her 
vocals, Lady Miss Kier used to 
stride brazenly across the sound 
mix like a hard-toed boot kicking a 
pane of glass. Now she’s short- 
ened her moniker to Lady Kier 
and shortened her voice as well 
— to an extremely undramatic 
version of the cutely nasally 
soprano style of Neneh Cherry 
and Joi. Given how much of her 
buxom self she’s sliced away, it 
hardly matters that Super DJ 
Dmitry’s supporting music — with 
important clubland touch-ups by 
the equally super club mixer 
“Little” Louie Vega — feels slicker 
than the 1994 edition of C & C 
Music Factory. Because no matter 
how hotly Dmitry’s house and hip- 
hop swerve and slide — and 
“Somebody,” “Apple Juice 
Kissing,” and “Party Happening 
People” sure do slice away the 
ho-hum — there’s always a sec- 
ondhand song like “When You 
Told Me You Loved Me” (this, a 
dead double of marketable Janet 
Jackson) waddling into the picture 
to make you say bye-bye, as indif- 
ferent to Deee-Lite’s fate as they 
themselves seem.

*x*x* Gas Huffer, ONE INCH 
MASTERS (Epitaph). With a 
sound reminiscent of the Cramps 
and other heroes of the pre- 
grunge phenomenon, this four- 
piece unit deliver up a refreshing 
collection of surf-billy punk sweet- 
ened with a generous dose of pop. 
The breakneck “Crooked Bird” is a 
kind of Del Shannon/Ventures-on- 
steroids number that gives way to 
the old-style DC punk of “Stay in 
Your House,” then slows down 
only to a bluesy shuffle on “14th 
and Jefferson,” a song Sam the 
Sham might have liked. 

Recorded by Kurt Bloch (of the 
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Fastbacks), the disc has an exu- 
berantly live sound, with full-tilt 
guitars, bass, and drums layered 
expertly behind Matt Wright's 
vocals, which sound like a cross 
between Joey Ramone and lan 
(Fugazi) MacKaye; Wright com- 
bines the rasp of the former and 
the melodicism of the latter. One 
Inch Masters is every bit as hook- 
filled and enjoyable as anything 
Green Day have recorded. If Billie 
Joe can write a hit about the chore 
of masturbation, make way for “Mr. 
Sudbuster,” Gas Huffer’s ode to 
washing the dishes.

xxx Brain Surgeons, EPONY- 
MOUS (Celisum/Alliance). Most 
rock musicians view critics a little 
like dentists, so former Blue Oys- 
ter Cult drummer Albert Bouchard 
would seem to be a glutton for 
punishment. First he founded 
BOC with rock critic and lyricist 
Richard Meltzer. Now he leads the 
Brain Surgeons with rock writer 
Deborah Frost. 
Be that as it may, this debut is 
a damn good album, filled with 
crunching riffs and sardonic, 
tongue-in-cheek pronouncements 
on modern culture. (Favorite line: 
“Instead of beating on my little 
brother’s face/| beat the drums,” 
from “| Play the Drums.”) More 
than those faux-hippie rockers the 
Spin Doctors, the Brain Surgeons 
show the logical and fruitful link 
between classic rock and today’s 
indie scene. From Bouchard’s sil- 
very guitar arpeggios on the 
catchy opener “Language of Love” 
to Frost's snarling vocal prancing 
on the Patti Smith-penned “Soul 
Jive,” they turn out track after 
track of sensitive, inquisitive, kick- 
ass rock and roll. Bouchard, who 
plays drums, guitar, keyboards, 
and sax here, again demonstrates 
he’s a musician’s musician. And 
Frost has joined the pantheon of 
those who've proved that not all 
rock critics are frustrated musi- 
cians — some of them are damn 
good musicians.

*xxk* SIR THOMAS BEECHAM 
AND THE LONDON PHILHAR- 
MONIC ORCHESTRA, Volumes 
I-V (Pearl). in 1932, Sir Thomas 
hand-picked a group of British 
musicians, mostly from the ranks 
of the London Symphony, many of 
them already distinguished 
soloists (oboist Leon Goossens, 
clarinettist Reginald Kell, cellist 
Anthony Pini, harpist Marie 
Goossens), and created what 
might arguably be considered the 
most brilliant ensemble in the his- 
tory of the orchestra. The group 
lasted until the outbreak of World 
War Il, and their numerous 78-rpm 
recordings were instantly prized 
for their buoyant energy and wit, 
their ravishing beauty of tone (both 
solo and massed), and their inter- 
pretive rightness. Few were ever 
reissued on LP, so most of them 
have been out of circulation for 
nearly half a century. 

The estimable British label 
Pearl has, to date, released five 
CDs (available separately) devot- 
ed to these extraordinary perfor- 
mances. There isn’t a single cut 
that isn’t a joy, and each disc has 
at least one item that stands out 
as possibly the greatest perfor- 
mance of that particular work. The 
Haydn album includes the magis- 
terial 104th Symphony. The 
French album has the most lan- 
guorously seductive recording 
ever made of the famous 
Barcarolle from Offenbach’s Tales 
of Hoffmann. The Rossini/ 
Mendelssohn disc includes 
Beecham’s scintillating Scala di 
seta Overture (with Goossens’s 
oboe at its most teasing). The 
Mozart/Schubert album has a 
great Schubert Fifth Symphony. 
And an album devoted to 
Beecham’s favorite encores, his 
“Lollipops,” includes among the 
splendid Wagnerian overtures an 
exquisite and moving performance 
— the performance, in a class not 
even Beecham himself could later 
duplicate — of Grieg’s incidental 
music for Peer Gynt.

DESERT (1994). A hilarious cul- 
ture-clash comedy/road 
movie/musical whose heroines 
are three Sydney drag queens. 
The real stars, however, are cos- 
tume designers Lizzy Gardiner 
and Tim Chappel, who turn the 
protagonists into extravagant 
desert visions, mirages that will 
pop the eyes of even the most 
jaded viewers. Priscilla herself is 
the lavender bus that carries our 
heroines through the Australian 
Outback. Writer/director Stephan 
Elliott goes easy on the pop psy- 
chology; the film's raison d’étre is 
not politics but campy fun, which 
comes from the bitchy dialogue, 
the elaborate costumes (you'll flip 
for a gown that’s made entirely 
from foam-rubber beach thongs), 
and the production numbers that 
give the trio frequent excuses to 
dance and lip-synch.

Setting up the struggle is a car 
crash that devastates Julie 
DeCourcy (Juliette Binoche) by 
taking the lives of her husband 
and daughter.

The lawyer knows the 
whereabouts of a politician’s miss- 
ing corpse, and he passes on this 
information to the 12-year-old 
Mark (Brad Renfro). Mark prompt- 
ly finds himself the target of both 
the Mafia and DA Tommy Lee 
Jones. So he hires attorney 
Reggie Love (Susan Sarandon), 
who’s got as much moxie and 
ingenuity as he has. Sarandon 
and Renfro establish a warm- 
tough, parry-and-thrust rapport 
from the beginning, and the scene 
where they lay their respective 
skeletons out on the table is a 
classic. Sarandon is extraordinary 
throughout; it’s no mystery why 
she’s considered one of America’s 
best actresses.

**1/2 CORRINA, CORRINA 
(1994). First-time writer-director 
Jessie Nelson’s film is about Molly 
(Tina Majorino), a seven-year-old 
whose mother has just died and 
who finds herself looked after by a 
free-spirited maid named Corrina 
(Whoopi Goldberg). Majorino 
shimmies through the movie by 
the tail of her enormous bright tal- 
ent; poor Whoopi, playing a col- 
lege-educated, Gertrude Stein- 
quoting, would-be music critic, is 
Still tied to the apron strings of the 
wise-mammy role. The film also 
contrives a romance for Whoopi 
and Molly’s dad (Ray Liotta), but 
there’s no chemistry between 
them, and their characters aren't 
rebellious enough to be believable 
as a cross-racial couple in the mid 
"50s.

**1/2 EASY RIDER (1969). 
Dennis Hopper’s flower-child 
American odyssey, which starred 
Hopper himself as the jangling 
doper Billy and Peter Fonda, 
moody and inexpressive, as the 
hippie philosopher Captain 
America, was never much of a 
movie; the low-grade dialogue 
and heavy romantic repressive- 
ness were fatuous even in its era. 
(If anything, its naiveté has grown 
more touching with the years.) But 
Laszlo Kovacs’s photography has 
a beautiful purity, the soundtrack 
is justly famous (when was the 
last time you heard “Don’t Bogart 
That Joint” or “| Don’t Mind”?), 
and Jack Nicholson, as the alco- 
holic lawyer the heroes pick up on 
their travels, has a hip finesse and 
a sardonic, self-amused charm 
that cut a bristling swathe through 
the sleepy film. He’s startling — a 
high-voltage mixture of W.C. 
Fields, John Barrymore, and 
Eddie Bracken — and pitched 
right on the edge of a fresh, con- 
temporary brand of burlesque.

WOMAN (1994). Ang Lee’s third 
film uses the same basic ingredi- 
ents as his sleeper hit of last year, 
The Wedding Gift. hunger, thirst, 
desire, and the inability of the 
sexes to enjoy any of this without 
conflict, loss, or compromise. 
Otherwise, the recipe has sub- 
stantially changed — and what 
Lee dishes up this time is more 
savory and filling. In this witty, 
heart-wrenching tale of a widowed 
middle-aged chef (Sihung Lung) 
and his three daughters, Lee 
cooks up a perfect slice of life that 
combines the humor of Woody 
Allen with the precise detailing 
and subtle emotional seasoning of 
Yasujiro Ozu. Tao Chu is the 
greatest chef in Taiwan, but he 
can't appreciate his achievement 
because he’s lost his sense of 
taste.

*xFRESH (1994). The directing 
debut of screenwriter Boaz Yakin, 
which won the Filmmakers Trophy 
Award at this year’s Sundance 
Film Festival, is a would-be thriller 
about a preteen drug runner who 
has to choose between life on the 
Streets and . . . playing speed 
chess. If that sounds like high 
concept, it’s because Yakin (The 
Rookie) has set his character 
down on the streets of Brooklyn 
with little more than a gimmick 
going for him.

Corky (Ron Brice), and his father 
(Samuel L. Jackson), a speed- 
chess champion.

**xxIT COULD HAPPEN TO | 
YOU (1994). The latest from 
Andrew Bergman (The Freshman) 
is that great rarity: a perfectly 
tuned romantic comedy. Cage is 
Charlie Lang, a New York police 
officer who gets caught without 
enough money to tip a waitress 
for a cup of coffee, so he promis- 
es to give her half his take if his 
lottery ticket is a winner. Of 
course it is, and he’s true to his 
word. It doesn’t hurt that the wait- 
ress is played by Fonda, who 
demonstrates the mercurial inten- 
sity of Katharine Hepburn soft- 
ened by the silky gawkiness of 
Mia Farrow. Cage also gives his 
best performance to date, com- 
municating intelligence beneath 
an easygoing surface with a 
knowing squint and the weary 
drawl of a savvy James Stewart.

Writer-director Tony Gatlif's explo- 
ration of Gypsy history is no con- 
ventional documentary — it has 











no voiceover or talking heads, its 
episodes are staged,

music and dance. The title is a 
Rom phrase that means “safe 
journey.” But the journey chroni- 
cled by the film has been anything 
but safe. Gatlif (himself a Gypsy) 
foliows the path of these people 
who began to !eave India about 
1000 years ago and migrated 
through northern Africa, Asia 
Minor, and west through Europe. 
The film also presents all their dif- 
ferent musics together under one 
umbrella for what is probably the 
first time.

Filmmaker Jerry Aronson casts a 
sympathetic eye over the poet 
whose 1955 Howl ushered in the 
Beat movement and who has con- 
tinued to live a counterculture 
existence for the next four 
decades. The product of 
Aronson’s 10-year association 
with the poet, the film draws on 
the Ginsberg family’s home 
movies as well as testimonials 
from friends, among them Ken 
Kesey, Joan Baez, William 
Burroughs, and Norman Mailer. 
The result is something of a tour 
of the Beat years with Ginsberg 
as its engaging tour guide. He’s 
portrayed here and in his own 
writings as a man somewhat mys- 
tified by the world around him; his 
most endearing quality is his abili- 
ty to respond to anything with a 
poem.

* 1/2 THE LITTLE RASCALS 
(1994). On its most obvious level, 
The Little Rascals succeeds as 
the latest transmutation by 
Penelope Spheeris (Wayne’s 
World, The Beverly Hillbillies) of a 
TV classic into film. Further analy- 
sis, however, reveals it to be the 
most sophisticated deconstruction 
of gender since The Crying 
Game. The film brings Spanky, 
Alfalfa, Buckwheat, and their “He- 
Man Womun-Haters Club” intact 
into the sexual fallout of the ’90s. 
But you have to appreciate the 
inherent subversion of a film that 
finds “He-Men” Spanky and Alfalfa 
in wigs, wings, and tutus (“Are you 
a fairy?” asks a girl, while Alfalfa 
boasts, “I’m in touch with my femi- 
nine side”). Add the numerous 
double entendres, the urine and 
flatulence jokes, and a cameo by 
Donald Trump and Our Gang 
achieve untapped levels of poly- 
morphous perversity.

**x*xTHE MASK (1994). Slick, 
lewd, and extremely funny, The 
Mask is the comic-and-comic- 
book-based tale of a nerdy loser 
who finds liberation when he puts 
on a Viking mask. Jim Carrey has 
been described as rubber-faced, 
but he should be getting recogni- 
tion for the utter lack of arrogance 
in his performances. And he’s 
complemented by director Charles 
Russell (Nightmare on Elm Street 
li), whose efficient pace is a good 
match for a story that relies on 
quick, fluid transformations of its 
characters.

Fritz Lang’s sci-fi classic about a 
mechanized city of the future is, 
visually, one of the most imagina- 
tive of all silent films, though the 
Story is a rather ludicrous parable 
of class warfare. in a vast under- 
ground city full of lights and 
machines and futuristic gim- 
cracks, a dictator and an evil mad 
scientist join forces to crush a 
workers’ revolt. Featuring an 
unbelievably Callow hero (he 
wears knickers) and a female 
android who winks at the camera.

@MILK MONEY (1994). 
Paramount’s commercials for this 
turkey paint it as a family-suitabie 
love story, with a mischievous boy 
playing Cupid for stoic dad Ed 
Harris and daffy bombshell

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ured you wouldn't go see it if you 


of $100 and leave their 50s-time- 
warp suburb to visit a wicked, big 
city in search of a woman who will 
strip for them; that Griffith’s work- 
ing girl, after happily complying, 
finds herself driving the boys back 
to Cleaverville; that the youth 
decides she’s the woman to 
replace his dead mother, dressing 
her in Mom’s clothes and lodging 
her in his treehouse while she 
courts Dad as the boy’s new math 
tutor (yeah, right); and that the kid 
brings her to school as his live 
show-and-tell report for sex-ed 
class.

Thirty years ago this adaptation of 
Alan Jay Lerner’s musical stage 
version of Shaw's Pygmalion won 
scads of Oscars, including Best 
Picture, Best Director, and Best 
Actor for Rex Harrison, appropri- 
ately stiff and dry and tuneless as 
the linguist and snob Professor 
Henry Higgins, who bets he can 
transform cockney flower girl Eliza 
Doolittle (Audrey Hepburn) into an 
upperciass twit. Hepburn’s singing 
voice is dubbed by Marni Nixon, 
and she never looks like less than 
a princess in disguise, but her “in 
‘ertford, ‘ereford and ‘ampshire, 
’urricanes ’ardly hever ‘appen” is a 
tour de force. With the classic 
Lerner and Lowe score, especially 
delicious when Stanley Holloway 
belts out “I’m Getting Married in 
the Morning” and “With a Little Bit 
of Luck.”

**1/2 NATURAL BORN KIL- 
LLERS (1994). Oliver Stone with 
a sense of humor? It’s a scary 
concept. Here he takes one of the 
basic action-movie premises — 
boy meets girl, boy and girl amass 
an arsenal, jump in a car, and kill 
people — and applies to it the raz- 
zle-dazzle technique that he used 
to construct an insanely complex 
paranoid conspiracy in JFK. 
Mickey (Woody Harrelson) and 
Mallory (Juliette Lewis, who gets 
to throw her 97-pound bulk into 
one of the meanest left jabs in 
movie history) dispatch a café full 
of rednecks with a ruthless glee. 
Then they leap into their convert- 
ible and drive off onto a rear-pro- 
jected phantasmagoria of 
American landscapes and pop- 
cultural icons. Meanwhile Stone 
beats on that hackneyed hobby 
horse, the media — here repre- 
sented by Robert Downey Jr. as a 
TV host whose ratings soar when 
he profiles the killers. If Stone is 
suggesting that the media virtually 
create the violence they sell, he’s 
on thin ice. What has he been 
doing himself for the past 20 
years?

This is not the most 
action-packed martial-arts movie. 
Not with Miyagi (Pat Morita) telling 
his new student to chant “The sun 
is warm, the grass is green” 
instead of resorting to kicks and 
chops. What it does offer is Hilary 
Swank, who proves that teenage 
girls have options besides cower- 
ing should they be harassed by 
any black-shirted fascists who 
happen to take over their high 
school. Julie is a prickly girl who 
lives with her grandmother after 
her parents’ deaths and, in one of 
the film’s several disjointed plot 
threads, cares for a wounded 
hawk. (She also cares for a hunky 
football player.) When Miyagi 
becomes a houseguest, it doesn’t 
escape his notice that Julie 
assumes the flying-tiger position 
to avoid getting hit by a car.

The 
party hacks found the film too arty 
and cut about a third of it (the 
ouster of Trotsky also called for 
reshooting). Which may explain

place at the beginning and the 
end. Still, few films have quicker 
editing or use more individual 
shots per minute; few draw you so 
into the tension and flow of the 
action while also making you think 
about the ideas propelling the 
chaos.

*PRINCESS CARABOO (1994). 
in what might be described as a 
19th-century version of Six 
Degrees of Separation, Phoebe 
Cates plays a stranger who 
arrives in a small English village in 
1817 dressed like a beggar. She’s 
taken in by a banker and his wife, 
who believe the newcomer is 
Princess Caraboo, a kidnapped 
member of an Eastern royal 
dynasty who’s escaped from a 
slave ship. She becomes a soci- 
ety pet, courted by the prince and 
sought after by the court. But she 
remains a cipher until a newspa- 
perman (Stephen Rea) falls in 
love with her and determines to 
uncover her secret. John Lithgow 
is a professor who tries to help, 
but it’s Kevin Kline, as an obse- 
quious butler and the only person 
who doubts Caraboo’s story, who 
seems to know what's really going 
on. Kline’s over-the-top acting 
mocks the film, which is as flimsy 
as Cates’s performance. She 
never makes you care one way or 
the other whether the princess is 
real or sham.

*& x QUIZ SHOW (1994). With 
this re-enactment of the infamous 
Twenty-One scandal of the 1950s, 
director Robert Redford and 
scriptwriter Paul Attanasio have 
managed to convert a pop-cultural 
anecdote into a rich evocation of a 
period, a pointed study of ambi- 
tion and responsibility, an illumi- 
nating drama of class and family 
conflict, and a relevant critique of 
the media. Bernie Stemple (John 
Turturro in a performance that bal- 
ances sycophancy and mordant 
wit) is a crew-cutted, bespecta- 
cled nudge from Queens with an 
astounding memory and an 
annoying, obsequious on-the-air 
personality. He blows the whistle 
on the network honchos who are 
promoting Charles Van Doren, a 
golden boy Columbia University 
English professor, who’s been 
coached to win. Enter Rob 
Morrow as the government lawyer 
who sees the Twenty-One case 
as his big break. What follows is a 
lukewarm detective story and a 
series of dramatic confrontations 
that probe deep into the contradic- 
tions of the American soul.

**x*x*xSCHINDLER’S LIST 
(1993). Steven Spielberg has put 
aside childish things — fantasy, 
sentimentality, special effects — 
and confronted the demons and 
desires that have lingered 
beneath some of the slickest and 
most successful entertainments in 
cinema. Here he does not pose 
salvation in the heavens or evil in 
the depths; he’s located both in 
the human heart and in a histori- 
cal reality. The screenplay, an 
adaptation by Steven Zaillian of 
Thomas Keneally’s book, is the 
true story of Oskar Schindler 
(Liam Neeson), the opportunistic 
capitalist and Nazi Party member 
who metamorphosed into one of 
the greatest humanitarian heroes 
of World War Il: his “list” is a com- 
pilation of the names of 1100 
Jewish laborers ransomed from 
Hitler’s Final Solution. Beside 
Schindler for much of the film are 
either Itzhak Stern (Ben Kingsley), 
his financial and spiritual accoun- 
tant, or Amon Goeth (Ralph 
Fiennes), a genial monster who 
rules his labor camp with a cruelty 
that is both capricious and 
methodical; Goeth allows 
Schindler to come to grips with his 
inner beast, even as Stern evokes 
his inner angel. The development 
of these three is coordinated with 
the terrifying trials of the Jewish 
prisoners. “The list is life,” says 
Stern. “Beyond the list is the void.” 
This film reckons with both those 
enormities, life and the void, 
examining with unearthly restraint, 
detachment, pathos, and zeal the 
ultimate horror, the Holocaust. 
The result is one of the greatest 
films made on the subject.

The film is a 
sober meditation on the themes of 
destiny, love, responsibility, and 
parenthood. Totally devoid of the 
blithe absurdity of his best work, 
it’s earnest, sentimental, labored, 
incoherent, and without a single 
redeeming laugh. Martin is a 
grammar-school music teacher 
who discovers that he’s not the 
father of the child his wife is 
expecting. Shocked, he drops out 
of society and, through a simple 
twist of fate, adopts a child and 
raises her as his own. Director 
Gillies (Playboys) MacKinnon’s 
fey whimsy adds little; Gabriel 
Byrne (in the film’s only fine per- 
formance) plays the girl’s natural 
father.

**1/2 SPARTACUS (1960). 
Stanley Kubrick’s epic about the 
slave (Kirk Douglas) who leads a 
rebellion against Rome could 
have used a more interesting 
script and livelier heroes. The film 
is widely credited with being the 
first to break the Hollywood biack- 
list by letting Dalton Trumbo adapt 
Howard Fast’s novel under his 
own name. But Trumbo’s 
Spartacus is too noble to be real. 
Douglas loses his savage edge as 
the film progresses, and his peas- 
ant army is a utopian social 
Clique. Much more interesting are 
the villainous, decadent Romans, 
among them Charlies Laughton, 
Peter Ustinov (a nimble scene 
stealer), and, best of all, Laurence 
Olivier as the crafty general 
Crassus. Kubrick crams an aston- 
ishing amount of information into 
the widescreen, and the battle 
scenes are more exciting, horrific, 
and bloodily realistic than most 
war films.

*1/2 SPEED (1994). Fresh from 
enlightenment in Little Buddha, 
Keanu Reeves plays a Los 
Angeles bomb-squad cop stuck 
on a bus rigged by mad bomber 
Dennis Hopper to explode if it 
slows to below 50 miles per hour. 
While perky Sandra Bullock takes 
the wheel from the wounded driv- 
er, Reeves tries to save the pas- 
sengers, all the while being taunt- 
ed by Hopper over a cellular 
phone. Soon the bus and the 
movie are going in circles — the 
former around the runways of 
LAX, the latter around hackneyed 
action thriller clichés. Somerville 
Theatre. 

“SPIKE & MIKE’S SICK AND 
TWISTED FESTIVAL OF ANIMA-

by his son Daniel, this is the most 
recent, and loveliest, attempt by 
the elder Bergman to delve into 
his family life, his relationship with 
his parents and their deaths. The 
film’s title comes from the super- 
stition that a child born on Sunday 
can see visions and apparitions, 
but the story — which centers on 
Pu, the little boy who would grow 
up to be Ingmar Bergman — finds 
the director coming to terms with 
real-life ghosts. Most especially 
that of his father, a stern Lutheran 
preacher (Thommy Berggren), 
also a Sunday’s child, whom Pu 
regards with equal parts wonder 
and fear. The film cuts back and 
forth between one idyllic child- 
hood summer and 50 years into 
the future, to 1968, where the 
grown Pu visits his aging father; 
and it reflects Bergman’s asser- 
tion that coming to terms with 
one’s parents is a lifelong task.

Charlie Sheen teaches Nastassja 
Kinski how to sky-dive in this 
thriller directed by Deran Serafian.

Alfred Hitchcock’s graceful and 
exciting film of the John Buchan 
thriller, one of the director's best, 
is the tale of a young Canadian 
searching through the Scottish 
highlands for a spy ring whose 
machinations have led to the stab- 
bing of a woman in his apartment, 
which has him on the lam from the 
police. A perfect blend of sus- 
pense, wit, and romantic comedy, 
the film was an early demonstra- 
tion of the finesse and virtuosity 
that would characterize 
Hitchcock’s work. Robert Donat is 
charming as the resourceful hero, 
and as the woman he ends up 
handcuffed to, the lovely 
Madeleine Carroll was the first of 
the director’s blonde fantasy fig- 
ures. Also, the young Peggy 
Ashcroft gives a small but memo- 
rable and heartbreaking perfor- 
mance as a Scots farm woman 
married to a suspicious brute.

*xk*kxTHIRTY TWO SHORT 
FILMS ABOUT GLENN GOULD 
(1994). French-Canadian director 
Frangois Girard has accomplished 
a near-perfect evocation of Glenn 
Gould, the late keyboardist, poly- 
math, and legendary eccentric. 
Structured after Bach’s Goldberg 
Variations, one of Gould’s first 
and last recordings, this series of 
lapidary vignettes regards the 
forms of films and music with wry 
detachment and mirth, much as 
Gould regarded his work and 
thought. Each film is a perfect 
fragment with its own twist of mys- 
tery; yet it’s linked to its neigh- 
bors. The first is “Aria,” in which a 
tiny black spot on the horizon 
slowly nears the camera. It 
becomes Colm Feore, the 
Shakespearean actor who por- 
trays Gould; his voice is of the 
same crystalline timbre as Gould’s 
playing. At one point, the pianist 
dismisses his talents as good only 
for certain minutiae. That is the 
genius of both the film and the 
man: the ability to express the 
heartbreaking truth of the world in 
the minutiae of notes and images.

*xTIMECOP (1994). In the first 10 
minutes Jean-Claude Van 
Damme lets several thugs beat 
the stuffing out of him — all the 
better to reveal his more sensitive, 
less macho side. These are hit- 
men from the year 2004, sent to 
kill the 1994 Van Damme in order 
to keep him from making trouble 
for a corrupt, ambitious senator 
(Ron Silver) 10 years down the 
line. To right the mistakes of his 
past and ensure his own survival, 
the future Van Damme must 
return to help the present edition 
protect himself and his wife (Mia 
Sara). Van Damme’s fight 
sequences have attained a level 
of slapstick absurdity. His greatest 
coup, however, is cleverly disguis- 
ing in elaborate Terminator cloth- 
ing the same revenge piot that’s in 
all his work.

Jury doesn’t dazzle with fancy 
plot twists, and, inexplicably, 
Gould all but ignores the issue of 
rape that affects the case, which 
is just one in a series of gratu- 
itous humiliations in an insidiously 
offensive film that’s out to stop 
you from answering your next call 
to jury duty.

***1/2 TRUE LIES (1993). This 
James Cameron fare is the best 
James Bond movie ever made — 
partly because there’s no James 
Bond in it, partly because the 
State-of-the-art special effects 
include Arnold Schwarzenegger 
dancing the tango in a tuxedo. As 
the suave secret agent Harry 
Tasker, the hulking, graceless 
Arnoid is no less implausibie than 
as the nerdy computer salesman 
that is his cover identity. Harry’s 
wife, Helen (Jamie Lee Curtis, 
who metamorphoses breathtak- 
ingly from mouse to fox), doesn’t 
know his true occupation; she 
takes up with a used-car sales- 
man (Bill Paxton) while Harry is 
trying to stop the Crimson Jihad, a 
fanatical Arab splinter group led 
by Art Malik and Tia Carrere. 
There aren't a lot of plot surprises 
in True Lies; it’s a continuous 
series of violations of your sense 
of disbelief, and that’s enough to 
dispel whatever distaste you 
might have for its regressive val- 
ues, ethnic stereotypes, and sex- 
ist subtext.

**1/2 WIDOWS’ PEAK (1994). 
A quirky, stagy period piece that 
works hard to charm and sur- 
prise, Widows’ Peak too often 
comes across as earnest and 
labored. Written by Irish play- 
wright Hugh Leonard, it’s a shag- 
gy-dog story set in Ireland in the 
1920s about a provincial commu- 
nity, called Widows’ Peak, that’s 
dominated by rich widows led by 
Mrs. Doyle Counihan (Joan 
Plowright). An exception to the 
rule is the unwed and impover- 
ished Miss O’Hare (Mia Farrow), 
whose presence in Widows’ Peak 
is merely tolerated. As in Neil 
Jordan’s The Miracle, a beautiful 
woman — a young Americanized 
English widow named Edwina 
Broome (Natasha Richardson), 
whose British-officer husband 
was killed in World War 1 — 
comes into town and disrupts 
everything. The story is taut and 
clever; the dialogue is tart and 
rich in local color; and the perfor- 
mances are first-rate. What’s 
lacking is direction. John Irvin 
doesn’t exactly know his way 
around a drawing room and the 
plot disintegrates in his hamfisted 
care.

There 
seems little doubt that 
Riefenstahl is the greatest 
woman director of all time.
